Due largely to the initiative of that accomplished naval 
historian, Sir John Laughton, there has been established 
in England the Navy Records Society, which has already 
done much useful work in the way of publication, and 
is credited by the T.ondon Times with “having contributed 
more, perhaps, than any single influence to that quicken- 
ing and widening of public interest in all things naval of 
which the signs are to be seen in every direction.” On 
the initiative of Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich, 
U.S.N., a similar society has been formed in this country, 
the “Naval Historical Society,’ of which we may expect 
an equally good result. It should bear on its rolls the 
uname of every Navy officer and of everyone interested 
in naval history or naval progress. Possibly our Amer- 
ican society may be able to follow out a suggestion of 
the London Times and enter the yet unexplored field of 
nautical archeology. The systematic survey and ex- 
ploration of this field are, the Times suggests, “naturally 
subsidiary to the study of naval history in general, and 
therefore, until the latter study had taken firm root 
among the intellectual pursuits of the time, it was not 
likely that much zeal or energy would be devoted to their 
prosecution. But the more closely and scientifically naval 
history is studied, the more urgently does the need present 
itself for a concomitant study of nautical archeology. 
We shall never fully understand the naval battles of the 
pest unless we can form a clear conception of what may 
be called, in comprehensive terms, the nautical environ- 
ment in which they were fought.” Naval warfare at any 
given period is essentially an expression of the powers 
and limitations of the ships engaged in it. Hence, in 
order to understand it, we need to know all that can be 
known of the design, structure and equipment: of such 
ships. In some of its lesser aspects the study of nautical 
archeology suggests to the Times all sorts of fascinating 
questions concerning the customs, usages, habits and 
conventions of the sea. Nelson, if the pictures are to be 
trusted, wore his cocked hat “athwart ships,” as the 
nautical phrase runs; all modern naval officers wear 
theirs “fore and aft.’ When was the change of fashion 
introduced, and why? When did the phrase “wardroom,” 
to designate the mess of the superior officers other than 
the captain, first come into use, and what is its origin? 
There are passages in Marryat which might seem to 
imply that the current phrase was “gun room” in his 
day, and certainly it was only later than Marryat’s time 
that the latter phrase was appropriated to the midship- 
men’s mess. Which is the traditional side of honor for 
approaching a ship of war—that is, the side on which 
superior officers and distinguished visitors are received? 
Twenty years ago it wag almost, if not quite, universally 
the starboard side. In some modern ships it has been 
the port side, because for some structural reason or 
caprice the admiral’s or captain’s ladder has been made 
to lead up to the quarter deck on that side. It would be 
interesting to know whether, in the days of the old Navy, 
there was any fixed convention in this respect, and, if 
so, what it was. A proposal has been issued in England 
for the publication, if sufficient encouragement is offered, 
of a sort of nautical “Notes and Queries,” which shall 
be a means of intercommunication between students of 
nautical archeology, now few in number, but who may 
by proper encouragement be largely increased. The pro- 
posed undertaking is in charge of Mr. L. G. Carr Laugh- 
ton, the worthy son of a worthy father, whose address is 
5 Ruvigny Mansions, Putney, S.W., England. 
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An important opinion of interest to National Guards- 
men has been rendered by Attorney General Edward R. 


O’Malley, of New York, who holds that the Governor has: 


authority to order the National Guard of the state out- 
Side of its territorial limits to take part in military 


maneuvers. This question arose over the military 
maneuvers in Massachusetts last year, in which the 
National Guard participated. During the maneuvers a 
second lieutenant of Company L, 14th Regiment, of 
Brooklyn, deserted. In a general court-martial] the ques- 
tion arose as to the Governor’s power to order the troops 
to participate in those maneuvers. In deciding that the 
Governor has such power, the Attorney General says 
that the Governor, by the Constitution of the state, is 
made commander-in-chief of its military forces, and 
holds that, inasmuch as the powers of the Governor as 
commander-in-chief are nowhere defined by the Constitu- 
tion, he must have the powers incident and inherent in 
such office There being no constitutional provision either 
express or implied, the Attorney General holds that the 
Governor has power to order the military forces to take 
part in such maneuvers. The Attorney General also 
cites the Act of Congress, commonly known as the Dick 
Act, making provision for the participation of the Na- 
tional Guard in maneuvers with the Regular Army, and 
cites the enactment of the military law in Chapter 231 
of the Laws of 1908 as showing legislative recognition 
of the provisions of the Dick Act, inasmuch as the mili- 
tary law of 1908 conformed the organization of the 
National Guard to the requirements of that act. 
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A correspondent of the Springfield Republican has 
been made very unhappy by the recollection of a proces- 
sion last July 4, in which school after school marched 
by, the boys armed with rifles and the teachers bearing 
drawn swords. “Any city,” he says, “might well be 
proud of such boys—they were surpassingly lovely. But 
it meant a low and false ideal. The pomp of war with 
the music of drum and fife, which is so entrancing to 
boys, made a more lasting impression than any future 
lessons of peace can make. Vivid and fresh are the 
scenes which passed under the eye of the writer during 
the War of the Rebellion. He can never forget the strong 
and beautiful young men, with torn flesh and shattered 
bones, or wasted by sickhess in the military hospitals— 
dear schoolmates and other friends of boyhood who never 
returned from the battlefield and Southern prison. Many 
who returned live burdened years, because of early 
strength wasted and beauty of life gone.” If this corre- 
spondent’s recollection of the years preceding our great 
war were equally “vivid and fresh,” he would recall the 
fact that it was the preaching of precisely the doctrine 
he here advocates which made the Civil War possible. It 
was the doctrine proclaimed from pulpit and rostrum; 
also declared by Lowell in his “Bigelow Papers,” with 
their misrepresentations of soldiers, and in the literature 
of the non-resistent school of writers. The experiences 
of the Civil War gave Lowell and others new views of 
the subject, but as the recollections of the experiences 
of the war recede the manufacturers of sunbeams out of 
cucumbers are once more asserting themselves. It was 
the Southern idea of the non-combative quality of the 
Northerner which created the delusion expressed by 
Robert Toombs, of Georgia, when he declared that he 
would yet call the roll of his slaves from the base of 
Bunker Hill Monument. Had the Southern fire-eaters 
possessed the slightest conception of the fighting spirit 
that lay dormant in the North they would never 
have stimulated to war the Southern people, who 
were naturally excited by the taunts and slanderous 
misrepresentations of the Northern abolitionists. A 
striking illustration of the truth of what is here said is 
found in some extracts from the war correspondence of 
the late Edmund Clarence Stedman, appearing in 
Harper’s Magazine for May. He shows how, when he 
was a student at Yale, one hundred fighting students 
from the South lorded it over four hundred studious New 
Englanders, until at length this became so degrading that 
the men of peace “arose one day and kicked them all 
out.” Here is an epitome of the War of the Rebellion, 
and as surely as like results follow like causes will this 
be the history of our future if men of the character of 
the correspondent we quote should gain control in this 
country and advertise to the world the fact that we had 
sunk to the level of the Chinese in military matters. The 
experience of our students at West Point shows how a 
devotion to study may be accompanied by the develop- 
ment of manly courage and ability for self-defense. If 
every school in this country were modeled after the 
Military Academy we should be in far less danger of 
war than if the teachings of the Springfield Republican 
school should prevail. “Peace,” as Bayard Taylor has 
rightly declared, “the offspring is of power.” 
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So promising are the results thus far achieved by 
sending officers coming into the Coast Artillery as second 
lieutenants from civi] life to the Coast Artillery School 
at Fort Monroe for rudimentary instruction that Brig. 
Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery, has 
decided to extend the principle to officers coming direct 
from West Point. Under the old plan young officers 
from civil life on appointment were sent to this and that 
post, and were expected in some mysterious manner to 
pick up the information and to receive the experience 
necessary to make them good officers. Going to posts 
raw and untutored, as it were, they inevitably had to 
suffer somewhat after the manner of the plebe at the 
Academies, and this experience was not always an advan- 
tage, tending to self-depreciation and depression of 
spirits. Under the plan proposed by General Murray a 
year ago, these new officers were sent to the school at 
Fort Monroe and there immediately set to learning the 
rudiments of drill. A drill sergeant, under a specially 


selected officer, was put over them, and nothing elemen- 
tary was overlooked, even to the facings, etc. After a 
month of this work they were separated and put into 
commands as lieutenants, with competent captains over 
them, with a view to special instruction in the interior 
administration of a company and Coast Artillery drill 
and theory. Each man’s progress is watched and re- 
corded and goes to the commandant. At the end of the 
year, on the completion of the tour at the school, each 
officer’s capacity and willingness to receive instruction 
are known, and when this or that one is sent to a post 
with him goes his record, so that the commanding officer 
will know on receiving him exactly what kind of material 
has come to him and how far he can count upon the new 
arrival. General Murray, after studying the beneficial 
effects so far noted, sees in the system possibilities of 
great value to the graduates. of the Military Academy, 
and his idea now is to do with them what he has done 
with the officers from civil life, with the exception that 
the West Pointers will not have to take the first elemen- 
tary instruction and drill, but will begin at the school 
by doing the work of lieutenants under the instructional 
eye of captains. ‘The general idea involved is one of a 
school of application for young officers of the Artillery 
Corps. 





The National Guard of the District of Columbia has 
been unfortunate in being made the victim of newspaper 
misrepresentation. One of the oldest dailies of Wash- 
ington the other day announced with flaring headlines 
that there was a “dearth of National Guard recruits,” 
that “the National Guard enlisting officers of the Dis- 
trict are facing a problem,” and that “the old men are 
dropping out.” It was asserted that “the strict require- 
ments of the reorganization act were responsible.” If 
such a state of affairs existed in an organization having 
at its head so enthusiastic, energetic and capable officers 
as Brig. Gen. George H. Harries, commanding the Militia 
of the “District; the adjutant general, Lieut. Col. S. E. 
Smiley (major, 2d U.S. Inf.) ; Col. Charles H. Ourand, 
Ist Inf., and Col. Richard D. Simms, 2d Inf., District 
Militia, and those associated with them, one would 
naturally expect that the National Guard generally would 
be in a bad condition. Inquiry by a representative of 
the ARMy AND Navy JoURNAL shows that just the con- 
trary result has come from the reorganization. Instead 
of a falling off there has been a marked gain in actual 
strength, in efficiency, and in esprit de corps. The recent 
inspection showed a gain of 250 officers and men over 
the inspection figures of a year ago. The reorganization 
went into effect in March, 1909, so that it has had prac- 
tically a year to make its influence upon the men felt. 
The large gain shows that the influence has been entirely 
a good one. The most serious phase of the reorganiza- 
tion has been the court-martial proceedings, whose char- 
acter has been radically changed. Formerly little could 
be done to bring to book those who failed in their drill 
attendance, except by holding out some of their pay, 
which, in the case of the enlisted man, amounted to about 
$16 a year as compensation for doing full duty. Under 
the new law the delinquent can be court-martialed, and 
witnesses compelled to attend and testify under penalties 
executed by the criminal courts of the District. Section 
61 of the new law says, specifically: “The sentences of 
said courts [military courts], whether of fine or im- 
prisonment, shall be executed by the United States 
marshal for the District of Columbia in the same manner 
as are sentences of the criminal courts of said District.”

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General Harries, with his wide knowledge of National 
Guard conditions and sentiment, very wisely decided to 
proceed slowly in bringing the new system of court pro- 
cedure into operation. He deemed the change sufficiently 
radical to warrant its being placed clearly before the 
men, and this he proceeded to do in G.O. 6, dated April 7, 
1909. This order set forth the existence of a certain 
amount of laxness in the performance of military duty. 
Then came a statement as to the value of obedience to 
orders, and its effect in molding military character, fol- 
lowed with a tabulated list of the date of drills of each 
command and an explanation of how leave could be 
obtained. After this, as a sort of climax of ominous- 
ness, was printed in full the section of the new 
law dealing with the power of the military courts to 
execute their sentences. A copy of this order was put 
in the hands of every enlisted man in the brigade, and 
ample time was given for the proper digestion of its con- 
tents. The result has been that no complaint against the 
law has been made by the duty-doing men of the brigade. 
Whatever of protest has been heard has come from the 
duty dodgers, the class that would never be satisfied with 
any law. In two trials the military courts had recourse 
to the new law to enforce their authority, and the effect 
in each case was salutary and beneficial in the highest 
degree. When the change under the reorganization was 
made each officer was asked whether he desired to con- 
tinue in view of the altered conditions, and a reply in 
writing was received from each, continuing his service. 
“Considering our armory accommodations,” said General 
Harries, “I consider our gain in the past year not only 
excellent, but in a sense remarkable. That we are two 
hundred and fifty ahead of last year is an indication that 
the reorganization is not going to injure recruiting. If 
that were to be the effect, it would show itself the first 
year. The reorganization began in March, 1909, and in 
the August maneuvers, five months later, we had 300 
more men than we had at the inspection in March. The 
present strength represents the splendid aggregate of 
1,740 officers and men.” 
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Field Marshal Viscount Kitchener of Khartum, in his 
after-dinner speech on the occasion of his entertainment 
by the Pilgrims at the Waldorf, New York, on the eve- 
ning of April 18, paid a high tribute to our Military 
Academy at West Point. Ex-Ambassador Choate, who 
presided, introduced the Field Marshal as the greatest 
living soldier of the age in active service. In the course 
of his reply, Lord Kitchener said: “I have recently been 
in Australia, and naturally heard there a good deal 
about the visit of the American Fleet; what seems to 
have struck everyone in the Commonwealth was not only 
the great courtesy and frank good-will of the Admiral 
and his officers, but also the good behavior, smartness 
and preparedness for war of the men and ships of the 
fleet. The visit undoubtedly created an excellent impres- 
sion, for while it demonstrated to the world the power 
of the American Navy, it brought home to the people of 
Australasia the kindly feelings entertained toward them 
by the people of this country. I greatly regret that my 
visit has been so short that I have been unable to see 
many points of interest, but I am very glad to have had 
the opportunity of personally visiting your military col- 
lege at West Point, an institution in which I have 
always felt the keenest interest. I was struck by the 
smartness of the cadets I saw on parade, and also by their 
movements and good marching. I think my opinion on 
the institution may be summed up in one word, ‘thorough.’ 
It takes in raw lads and forms their characters, instructs 
their minds, and while attending to their physical 
development impresses upon them that most essential 
tribute of the soldier, discipline. The new buildings and 
appliances in every department place the college on the 
highest level of military instructional institutions. A 
few months ago I recommended the Australian and New 
Zealand governments to take West Point as their model 
for the military college they require. I hope the ideal 
I have thus placed before them will not appear to them 
unattainable. They will have to work by degrees, for 
they must remember it has taken over a hundred years 
to create West Point.” Among the guests at the dinner 
were the Secretary of the Navy and ex-Secretaries Paul 
Morton and Benjamin F. Tracy, Rear Admirals Sigsbee 
and Clover, U.S.N., Major Gens. George F. Elliott, 
U.S.M.C., and Charles F. Roe, N.Y.N.G., Brig. Gen. 
Walter Howe, U.S.A., Col. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., Col. 
Daniel Appleton, N.Y.N.G., Capt. Cameron McR. 
Winslow, U.S.N., Major Herbert L. Slocum, U.S.A., and 


Col. George Curtis Treadwell, N.Y.N.G., representing 
Governor Hughes. This earnest commendation of 


our Military Academy is in the line of recent remarks of 
Lord Kitchener in his report upon the military problem 
of Australia, in which he says: “Success in any technical 
career can only be achieved after a thorough elementary 
grounding, and this is, perhaps, more marked in the 
military than in any other profession.” This is the 
direct antithesis of the belief prevailing in civilian circles 
in England, as well as in this country, that a force fit 
to meet a foreign invader can be composed of men who 
have only had an annual training of a few days, and 
whose continuous period of training is only to begin 
when war is actually upon us.

The Chicago Evening Post of April 16 discourses thus 
sensibly on the subject of the Military Academy: “A 
few Representatives and Senators know a good deal 
about the Military Academy, and a great many of them 
don’t know anything at all. It is noticeable that those 
who know the least about the subject do the most talking. 
One Western representative, in a fervent speech, declared 
that it was time West Point was brought nearer to the 
people. This sounded well and it caught the gallery, but 
the speaking member failed to tell how the Military 
Academy can be brought any closer to the people than it 
is already. The cadets are appointed by the Senators 
and Representatives in Congress, and if they don’t get 
them from the ranks of the people where do they get 
them? Most of the members of Congress, instead of 
making direct appointments, prefer to give competitive 
examinations, and to reward with a cadetship the boy 
who proves the most capable mentally and physically. 
The cadets make West Point, and the cadets are from 
the people. 'The New York Times speaks of the Western 
member’s statement as ‘idiotic.’ It is worse than that. 
There is a prejudice in places against educated soldiers. 
Why the prejudice does not extend to educated physi- 
cians, educated clergymen, educated architects and the 
rest no one seems to know. The member who thinks that 
West Point is not close enough to the people probably 
would not object for an instant, for political reasons, to 
ask the President of the United States to make an Army 
officer of some civilian constituent who could not tell the 
rear rank from the front or the right flank from the left. 
If the cadets of the United States Military Academy are 
not of the right sort the members of the House of 
Representatives and of the Senate of the United States 
are to blame. ‘The appointment power is theirs. This is 
a democracy, and, House and Senate critics to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, the United States Military 
Academy is to-day the most democratic school on earth.”

The U.S. Supreme Court has decided that Oberlin M. 
Carter must account to the Government for his ill-gotten 
gains. The Wnited States claimed that as an officer of 
the Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., in charge of the improve- 
ments in the harbor at Savannah, Ga., Carter, with 
Greene and Gaynor, contractors, defrauded the Govern- 
ment out of more than $2,000,000 by manipulating the 
specifications and the letting of the contracts so as 
practically to prevent competition, and thereafter super- 
intending the performance of the work in such an 
inefficient and lax manner as to allow faulty construction. 
A suit was brought to obtain possession of securities and 
rea! estate in which it was claimed that Carter’s one- 
third share of this money was invested. Iu. D. Carter. 
of Oakland, Ill, an uncle of O. M. Carter, and I. S. 
Carter, of Chicago, a brother, were charged with aiding 
him to conceal the alleged fraudulently acquired funds 
and with having in their possession real estate snd other 
property purchased with the money in question. The 
US. Circuit Court held that the contractors had realized 
excessive profits and that they had divided them with 
Robert F. Westcott, of New York, now deceased, Carter’s 
father-in-law. and as a conclusion of law Carter must be 
held chargeable with knowledge of what was being done 
in the premises. Upon this conclusion it was held the 
United States should recover. Of the $578,299 which the 
Government claimed to have traced to Carter as profits 


he had received, $373,352 was tied up in receivers’ hands 
in New York, New Jersey, Illinois and Georgia, subject 
to the disposition of the present litigation. In addition 
to this amount was $387,114, which the Circuit Court 
held was not sufficiently traced, but which the Circuit 
Court of Appeals awarded to the Government on the 
ground that it was either an original investment from 
the profits or a substitute. The Circuit Court rendered 
judgment against L. D. Carter for $12,916, and against 
I. S. Carter for $18,204. From these features of the judg- 
ment the Carters took an appeal to the Supreme Court. 
In announcing the opinion of the Court, Justice Lurton 
said the case was to be decided on a review of the whole 
evidence, and not on the failure of the Government to 
sustain any particular point. He said Captain Carter’s 
style of living changed about the time of the Greene- 
Gaynor contracts. He began to make investments about 
this time, the Justice said. Mr. Westcott, Carter’s 
father-in-law, was referred to by the Justice as a 
“screen” for Carter. From all the circumstances, the 
Court held Carter should have explained how he got so 
much money, and this he had failed to do. The Supreme 
Court held that the United States could compel Carter 
to account for all the gains he had received, whether they 
could be traced to the investment in which it was put or, 
not. The decree of the Circuit Court of Appeals is 
confirmed in all ‘particulars by the Supreme Court, allow- 
ing counsel fees as granted by it, despite the Govern- 
ment’s protest. 


Speaking of his reminiscences of the old cadet chapel 
at West Point, where he was christened in 1843, Prof. 
W. W. Bailey, of Brown University, says: “One amus- 
ing anecdote of my dear, old friend, my father’s suc- 
cessor, Col. “Dad” Kendrick, always reverts to my mem- 
ory when I visit the chapel. One Sunday my wife and 
I sat with the Colonel in his old accustomed pew. There 
had, by the way, occurred, just before we went to church, 
an earnest discussion between Colonel Kendrick and 
Gen. Zealous B. Tower as to the duty of attendance 
on religious service, Kendrick insisting that it was ever 
the thing to do; General Tower did not accompany us. 
While waiting for the service to begin Colonel Kendrick 
remarked, sotto voce, but so my wife also could hear, 
“Whitty, I’ve often wondered what old Weir meant by 
brevet sin in his legend up there,” pointing to the alle- 
gorica] picture, where the words “but sin” are printed 
“byt sin is a reproach.” “I’ve tried,” said he, “various 
species of sin, but have never recognized the brevet 
quality!” Soon after the lamented death of the old 
man, whom I have never ceased to mourn, I sent you a 
number of stories I had heard him tell and which you 
kindly published. Since then I have recalled, or heard 
told, others, and this may be new. It was a common 
habit of the officers at the old mess or elsewhere to put 
up stunts for the old man to solve. They were sure of 
some sort of reply. There was presented at one dinner 
an enormous lobster. Some one said: “As Colonel 
Kendrick is here, we can now ascertain for sure why a 
lobster turns red after boiling. The question was re- 
ferred to Kendrick, who replied, “Now, this is the only 
question appertaining to my chair that I am not pre- 
pared to answer, but may we not dare to presume that 
the creature wears this delicate and roseate blush as if 
in commiserating shame that educated Christian people 
should immerse it in boiling water while still living.”

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Capt. W. H. Burt (F.A.), Paymaster, U.S.A., sends 
us this complimentary and encouraging statement con- 
cerning one of the organizations of the Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia: “If it is well, as is believed, to bring 
to the attention of the Service conscientious and effective 
Militia work, such notice, it would seem, should be given 
to Battery A, 1st Battalion, Field Artillery, Massachu- 
setts Volunteer Militia—not with the idea of comparing 
it either favorably or unfavorably with any other battery, 
but simply to mention it as an organization which is 
doing effective work and getting results, and to suggest 
that such work is a most hopeful sign that our Militia 
ean and does really train men who will be valuable both 
as officers and as enlisted men in active service. The 
work of this battery in the field, in its armory, in the 
riding hall, at its exhibition drills, the professional 
enthusiasm and attainments of its officers, all show that 
its energies are being exerted in the right direction, and 
that its officers and men are acquiring and disseminating 
valuable professional knowledge of Field Artillery work. 
A rough riding and exhibition drill, held during the past 
week in Boston, which included the breaking of camp, 
battery drill, driving of teams, bareback riding and sub- 
ealiber firing, both direct and indirect, demonstrated the 
fact that the men are being taught to ride and handle 
horses properly and to shoot to hit, two of the great 
essentials of Field Artillery work. The field work of 
the battery has also shown a great deal of intelligent 
attention to the very important work of reconnoissance.” 





In a hearing before the House Military Committee on 
H.R. 6179, to mark the field of battle fought near Nash- 
ville, Tenn., Dee. 15 and 16, 1864, and to construct 
driveways thereon, Representative Sherwood, a General 
of Volunteers, called attention to the special importance 
of the battles of Nashville and Franklin and Murfrees- 
boro, three of the forty battlefields of Tennessee, and of 
the conflict at Franklin said: “The Confederates lost 
more officers in that five hours’ fight in that little town 
in Tennessee on Noy. 30 than were lost at either Gettys- 
burg or Chickamauga, both two days’ battles. I think 
there were twelve Confederate generals who were killed 
or died of their wounds received in that battle. That 
battle settled the fate of the Confederacy west of the 
Alleghany Mountains. More men were killed at Franklin 
in proportion to the number of troops engaged than in 
any other battle that ever was fought on this continent 
or on the European Continent. In the charge of the six 
hundred at Balaklava the loss was only thirty-seven per 
cent., while at Franklin the Confederate loss, I think, 
was forty per cent.”

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Lieut. Col. Jerome A. Watrous, U.S.A., retired, has 
written to the New Orleans Picayune proposing ‘a 
plain, but unusual reunion at Gettysburg, to last through 
July 1, 2 and 3, 1911, the forty-eighth anniversary of the 
battle and the fiftieth anniversary of the war’s begin- 
ning.” He says: “The aim should not be for the blue and 
gray reunion, a reunion of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public and the United Confederate Veterans’ Association, 
or a general reunion of soldiers. It should consist only 





of Union ang Confederate survivors who were in the 


three days’ battle of Gettysburg—July 1,.2 and 3, 1863. 
I cannot imagine a soldier reunion that would equal such 
a one in historical value, interest and pleasure. It is 
painfully true that most of the leaders in the battle, on 
both sides, are at rest, as are, probably, two-thirds of 
the rank and file; but a few leaders, on both sides 
would be present. Gen. Dan Sickles, a corps commander 
under Meade, and Gen. E. P. Alexander, who had an 
important part under Lee, could not keep away, and 
there are other leaders and thousands who tore cart- 
pee passed shot and shell and swung sabers who would 
attend.’ : 





A schoolboy of South Carolina, being asked to locate 
the city of Charleston, said that it was situated on a 
neck of land lying between the Cooper and Ashley rivers, 
which united below. the city to form the Atlantic Ocean. 
A Washington schoolboy, describing the government of 
the District of Columbia, said that it is composed of 
three commissioners, two of whom are civilized men and 
the third an _ Army  Engineer—presumably - not yet 
civilized.

The National Rifle Association of America has 
selected Saturday, June 18, as the date for the outdoor 
championship team match for universities and colleges, 
The match will be shot on the range of the National 
Guard of the District of Columbia at Washington, D.C., 
and preparations will be made. to give the college students 
in attendance such entertainment as _ the facilities of 
those interested admit. The intercollegiate championship 
match is open to teams of six from any university, col- 
lege or jnstitution conferring degrees, members -of the 
teams to be in full academic standing in the under- 
graduate years of the institution represented. Each 
contestant fires two sighting shots and ten shots for 
record at 200, 300 and 500 yards, with the standing 
position at 200 yards, the kneeling at 300 yards and the 
prone at 500 yards. The .30 caliber military rifle must 
be used with any ammunition.

The “Report of Rifle Shooting in the United States 
for the Year 1909,” issued by the National Board for 
Promotion of Rifle Practice, which has just been put in 
circulation, is a document which will be of much interest 
to all devotees of the sport. It is the most comprehen- 
sive document of the kind yet gotten out by the National 
Board and is profusely illustrated. It contains extracts 
from the reports of the executive officer of the National 
Matches of 1909, Col. R. K. Evans, U.S.A., who is also 
executive officer for the matches of 1910. All the scores 
of the winning teams in the National Match are given. 
There is also a copy of the bill for the promotion of 
rifle practice among the schools, universities and civilian 
one. with extracts from the report of the Secretary of 

Jar, ete. 
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A despatch from Quincy, Mass., states that, taking 
the ground that the life of private shipbuilding concerns 
of the country is threatened with extinction by the clause 
in the Naval Appropriation bill providing for the con- 
struction of battleships only in yards operating under 
the eight-hour schedule, former Rear Admiral Francis T. 
Bowles, president of the Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, on April 15 urged his employees to sign a petition 
remonstrating against the eight-hour clause. He ad- 
dressed nearly a third of the 3,000 employees at a meet- 
ing in the machine shop of the yard. The plant is run 
on a nine-hour schedule. To shorten the schedule, Mr. 
Bowles said, would make the profitable construction of 
battleships in private yards impossible. The petition 
secured many signers. It will be sent to Washington.

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An excellent example of the prompt response to duty 
of members of the National Guard is that of the 2d 
Regiment, N.G.N.Y., Col. James W. Lester, in aid of 
the civil authorities at the mills of the International 
Paper Company in Saratoga and Washington counties. 
An account of the work performed by this command 
appears under out National Guard heading in this issue. 
This kind of duty is always disagreeable and onerous, 
and, in the opinion of many, is one which the National 
Guard should be relieved from as much as _ possible. 
Situations of this kind might well be dealt with by the 
civil authorities or by a state constabulary. The organi- 
zation of a force of constabulary, patterned after that of 
Pennsylvania, would be a most valuable force to the 
state.

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CARDINAL GIBBONS FAR ASTRAY. 


We regret to note that Cardinal Gibbons does not 
give to his figures on war the close attention that, is 
essential to a correct account of the history of the wars 
of the United States. One of the characteristics of His 
Eminence is a desire to weigh facts carefully before 
speaking on any subject of great public interest; hence 
we are surprised to find in the report of his address on 
“International Peace” on Sunday, April 3, in Baltimore, 
a wide divergence between his figures on the time this 
nation has given to war and those presented by the 
ArMy AND Navy JougnaL. Placed in tabular form this 
difference is very marked. As stated by Cardinal Gibbons 


the figures are these: _ 
Number of wars from 1800 till now........ 
Total length of time of these wars.......... 10 years 

‘As published by the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, in its 
issue of June 19, 1909, the table would take this form: 
Number of wars from 1800 till now........ 15 
Total length of time of these wars........ ae years 

In our list we included the nine Indian wars, which 
are recorded as wars in the official records, but, leaving 
out the Indian hostilities, we find that the Cardinal has 
omitted two of our wars with foreign nations that with 
France (1789-1801) and that with Tripoli ( 801-1805). 
Without counting the Indian conflicts, the Cardinal has 
cut down by nearly one-half the time the United States 
has spent in foreign wars. He places the total at ten 
years, when our figures, given with the dates taken from 
the official records in our issue of June 19, 1909, show 
the aggregate time has been about seventeen years. . 

‘To show the advance of the nations toward peace His 
Eminence contrasts our time with that of the ancient 
Romans. “In pagan Rome war was the rule, peace was 
the exception,” says the prelate, but he surely cannot 
haye forgotten the figures of the English statistician 
showing that there was a war during each year of the 
reign of Queen Victoria; not necessarily a great war, 
but a conflict calling for military action. Nor do we 
believe Cardinal Gibbons views the centuries in the right 
perspective when he contrasts the cruelties of the days 
of Roman war with the generosity displayed by General 
Scott in Mexico and General Grant at Appomattox as 
evidence of the anti-war tendencies of the Christian 
religion. He should have taken as a better field for 
contrast the days of Rome and the days of the Crusades. 
If ever a holy spirit animated an army, then the soldiers 
that made war for the possession of the tomb of Christ 
were so inspired. Yet we are told (New International 
Encyclopedia, Vol. V., page 492) that, when the army 
under Godfrey of Bouillon took Jerusalem “the 
Crusaders vented their wrath in an _ indiscriminate 
massacre, in which neither youth nor age was spared, 
and men and women were slaughtered in the holy places. 
The leaders wrote home exultingly, ‘In Solomon’s Porch 
and in his temple our men rode in the blood of the 
Saracens up to the knees of their horses.’”” 

Next to those Crusade armies, what soldiers have felt 
themselves more under the guidance of the Lord of Hosts 
than the soldiers of Oliver Cromwell, the Puritan Lord 
Protector of England? ‘They went into battle singing 
hymns and psalms, yet at Drogheda, Ireland, in 1649, 
they massacred in cold blood the garrison of 2,800 men, 
one of the most bloody revenges recorded in_ history. 
Because of his cruelties and those of his men, Cromwell, 
this Christian soldier, is execrated as “the Butcher” in 
many parts of Ireland to-day. : 

The gradual elimination of the old-time cruel accom- 
paniments of warfare may be fairly ascribed, therefore, 
less to the changing of human nature under the influence 
of religion than to the change in the methods of fighting 
brought about by the discovery of gunpowder and the 
improvement of the weapons of war. With the increase 
of the range at which armies have been fighting, the 
personal element has disappeared from the spirit of 
combat. In the days of the Romans the fighting was 
hand-to-hand, and there was thus inevitably developed 
an intensity of ferocity due to each man being pitted 
against a man he. could see and whose blows he could 
feel. With the use of gunpowder men became separated 
by a greater distance, the sword gave way to the rifle, 
and now, with the long range guns, a battle may be 
decided without opposing forces coming close enough to 
see the whites of each other’s eyes. It is the very 
development of the art of making war that has brought 
about the humanizing of war. It is the soldiers them- 
selves who, by inventing better weapons, have taken from 
battles the old-time inspiration for individual rage, and 
given to modern conflicts an impersonal character that 
must more and more make for scientific and less brutal 
war. 

The fundamentals of human nature do not change so 
much as would appear on the surface. Changes in the 
relations of masses of people, bringing about_a better 
acquaintance, often remove the cause for war. The unifi- 
cation of Italy and the military service put into operation 
throughout the country threw men together under a 
common flag who formerly had been members of 
antagonistic communities, and thus a feeling of solidarity 
has been developed that has made for peace. So the 
relations between formerly warring tribes in the Philip- 
pines are changing under American control. Tribes 
which were continually hostile to one another now meet 
in peaceful competition for agricultural and athletic 
trophies in Manila and other centers under the flag of 
the United States. The American soldier, by wiping out 
the outlaws and other bad characters among these people, 
has shown them that they really had no grievances 
against one another, and by removing the causes of mis- 
understanding have ended many petty wars. The in- 
creased travel of people of all countries, with a 
corresponding widening of their knowledge of their 
neighbors, and the closer communication by means of 
telegraph and mail, are bringing about a better under- 
standing between countries, but that human nature in 
the abstract has changed but little will doubtless be 
admitted by His Eminence when he reflects that in his 
lifetime has occurred the greatest civil war in the history 
of mankind. Wars between different nations is deplor- 
able, but what shall we say of a war between sections 
of the same country that caused a loss of billions in 
property and tens of thousands lives, and brought misery 
not only to the people immediately engaged in the 
struggle, but to multitudes thousands of miles distant? 

Our wars have come not because we have been 
warlike, but hecause we have not been properly warlike, 
and in that distinction lie the explanation and refutation 
of the mistakes of high-souled men like Cardinal Gibbons. 
A properly warlike people, that is, a people rightly pre- 
pared to defend themselves from aggression, can be far 
more active in promoting peace by not inviting war 
themselves and by using their might to prevent smaller 
states from going to war than a people without an army 


and navy. The sweep of the Mohammedan hordes over 
Europe was stopped by an army, and not by the power 
of the spoken word of the everlasting truth. If the 
Church of which Cardinal Gibbons is so distinguished a 
representative had waited for prayer or preaching to 
hold back the soldiers of Mahomet, it might be that 
to-day there would be only an insignificant Christian 
influence in Europe, this country might yet be undis- 
covered, and all the mighty changes of the past five 
centuries might yet lie in the womb of thee future, 


— 
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NAVAL EXPENSE AND COST OF LIVING. 


It has remained for the Boston Transcript, in the 
midst of the newspaper chorus as to the cause of high 
prices, to find that the expense of building and maintain- 
ing the Navy “inevitably increases the cost of living.” 
We have had nearly every reason assigned for the high 
cost of living except Halley’s comet, and we shall expect 
that soon to be brought in as one of the contributing 
causes, for the step from naval expenditures, as a cause 
of high living cost, to the comet is not so great as one 
would imagine. There is about as much connection with 
the one as with the other. The Transcript’s method of 
reasoning is of the propiter hoe style. It argues that “a 
bigger Navy means bigger taxes and an inevitably higher 
cost of living, because taxes distribute themselves 
through all the expenses of life.” Anyone that has studied 
without prejudice the question of high living cost knows 
that the taxes for the support of the Navy have prac- 
tically nothing to do with the matter. 

An appeal to figures is the easiest way to show the 
laughable absurdity of the Transcript’s effort to unload 
upon the Navy a part of the blame for the high prices of 
meat, eggs, butter and all those things included in the 
term “cost of living.” ‘The Naval Appropriation bill 
last year called for a total expenditure of $136,935,000. 
Taking the amount as $137,000,000 for ease of calcula- 
tion, we find that this would have meant for the eighty 
million inhabitants of the United States the huge total 
of $1.71 a year, or, taking it by days, the increased cost 
of living per day would have been less than half a cent. 
While it is not denied that the expenses of government 
must be met by taxation, and that thus every citizen 
pays his share, it is perfectly clear from the computation 
we have given that the expense of maintaining the Navy 
cuts a wholly negligible figure in the great upward move- 
ment of prices. The increase of ground rent the country 
over is one of the most marked features of the develop- 
ment of the country, and this increase cannot be saddled 
upon the expenses of government, for the rise is in no 
degree proportionate to the enlarging of the expenses of 
government. 

To show that this increase in rent has nothing prac- 
tically to do with the expenses of government, it is 
sufficient to quote the language of the Board of Taxes 
and Assessments of New York city, in which it is stated 
“that for every baby born into the city the increase in 
the value of New York land amounts to $1,000.” It is 
plain to any competent student of political economy that 
this question of rent, which is the most important in the 
whole problem of the increased cost of living, has nothing 
to do with the matter of governmental] taxation. Indeed, 
it may be said, without fear of successful contradiction, 
that if there were no expenses upon the individual at all, 
other than that of rent, the tendency would be only to 
make that charge higher. If his clothes, food, ete., were 
rained down upon him by a beneficent Creator as manna 
came to the Jews in the wilderness, his rent would 
naturally be increased since he could pay more, and, 
human nature being as it is, the landlord would take 
advantage of the opportunity to raise the price of that 
commodity which he controlled—his land. 

The increase in the value of the land of Greater New 
York by one thousand. dollars for every baby born is 
not based upon the augmenting of government expenses 
and government taxation by this birth. In what way 
can the birth of the baby add to the government taxes 
to an extent that produces the thousand dollar increase? 
A satisfactory answer to this question will straighten 
out the Transcript’s false reasoning and put it on the 
road to a solution of this problem of high prices. We 
have thus shown two things: First, that the increase of 
the Government’s individual’s expenses through the cost 
of sustaining a Navy would be insignificant, and second, 
that the chief element in high prices—rent—is brought 
about independently of the expenses of government. In 
this discussion we have sought to show the real influence 
of Navy cost upon high prices with no intention of 
apologizing for the expense incurred in building and 
maintaining the Navy. As we have before shown, the 
increase in wealth of this nation each year justifies a far 
larger expenditure for naval defense than this country 
has ever considered necessary. What we have aimed to 
do is to indicate how hard pushed the opponents of an 
adequate naval system are when they have to go out of 
their way, like the Transcript, to attempt to saddle upon 
the Navy responsibility for the greater cost of living. 

The question we have here raised is, after all, one of 
values. Even if what the Transcript says were true, and 
every time a householder finds his rent raised or his meat 
bill larger he should lay it to the Navy, still the question 
would be, Is it worth it? We see that Mr. Tawney, of 
the House of Representatives, stil] reiterates the state- 
ment that seventy-two per cent. of the revenue of the 
country is being expended for wars past and wars to 
come. We have so often shown the falsity of such 
figures as those put forth by Mr. Tawney, by making 
our appeal to the official records, that it is not worth 
while to reply to them now, but it is fitting to point out 
the juggling with words which characterizes assertions 
of Mr. Tawney and those of his school. To say that the 
money spent on our pension fund, for example, and for 
the military operations for the period 1861-65 was ex- 
pended “for the Civil War” is to use words which mis- 
lead, whether it be done purposely or not is not for us 
to say. The cost of the Civil War was the cost of 
reuniting the country, of saving the Union. It may be 
said that this is a distinction without a difference, but 
the difference is marked and clear when we state the 
case in another way. For example, what percentage of 
the value of a reunited country is the amount annually 
spent for the Civil War pensions and for interest on 
that part of the national debt caused by that war? Who 
can measure that value? Who can place a limit to the 
difference between the value of this country as develop- 
ing under one form of government and the value it would 
have if it were divided into two confederacies, with the 
continual prospect of a further division taking place? 

What percentage .of the value of the independence 
gained in the Revolutionary War, the national honor 
asserted in the War of 1812, the territory annexed by 





the Mexican War, the Union preserved in the Civil War, 
the humanity and dignity vindicated in the Spanish- 
American War, the states and territories opened to 
civilization or pacified by the Indian wars, is the part 
of the annual appropriations that can be charged to the 
past? As the Chicago Inter-Ocean well says, “The 
appropriations for the Army and Navy supply the only 
effective form of national insurance. Of course, the 
country spends a good part of its income on Army and 
Navy. The makers of the Constitution contemplated 
that very thing. To use Mr. Tawney’s percentage 
system, ten of the eighteen paragraphs of the Constitu- 
tion which grant powers to Congress, or 555-9 per cent., 
refer directly or indirectly to military expenditure. 

As misleading and dishonest as the treatment of 
past wars is that of “future wars,” when it is said that 
“we are expending money to-day for wars that are to 
come.” No intelligent advocate of a proper Military 
Establishment has ever based his plans and suggestions 
upon any such theory. The expenditures for the Army 
and the Navy in 1910 are for the peace of the country, 
now, at present, to-day, and not for future wars. t 
may seem provision for the future is only an effort to 
plan for the development of the country. The annual 
appropriation bills for the Services represent the desire 
of this country to be insured against present annoyance, 
with only that thought of the future that is expressed 
in the old maxim, that “a stitch in time saves nine.” 
Friends of the Army and Navy cannot too often assert 
and maintain that the expense for the military Estab- 
lishment to-day: is for the peace of to-day, and that if 
provision is embraced in the plans of to-day it is of the 
kind that prompts a great railway or a great steamship 
company, when constructing terminals, to forecast future 
expansion and be prepared for the needs it will impose. 
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PROPOSED WAR ORGANIZATION. 


“A War Organization” is the subject of an article by 
Major Gen. W. H. Carter, U.S.A., which opens the 
May-June number of the Journal of the Military Service 
Institution. The military preparedness, toward which 
American statesmen and soldiers have directed their 
steadfast efforts for more than a century, does not, Gen- 
eral Carter tells us, include a nation in arms, but a 
system under which the citizens of the country may 
pursue their normal avocations in peace and be rapidly 
converted into dependable soldiers on the approach of 
war. What he proposes is an Army each division of 
which will consist of about 12,000 men, distributed as 
follows: Three brigades (9 regiments, 27 battalions) of 
infantry; one regiment (9 troops) of cavalry; one regi- 
ment (9 batteries, 27 guns) of field artillery; one bat- 
talion of engineers, one company of signal corps, four 
field hospitals, one ammunition column, one pack train. 
This will provide a mobile Army of forty regiments of 


Infantry, 40,000 men; twenty regiments of Cavalry, 
20,000, and six regiments of Field Artillery, strength of 
units according to armament, 5,825. The total strength 
of the Army, including Philippine Scouts and excluding 
unassigned recruits, would still remain within the limit 
of 100,00G fixed by existing law. 

_ General Carter says: “The number of regiments now 
in the Regular Army is too small to give the necessary 
interval between tours of tropical service. Among other 
indications of this fact is the increasing number of young 
officers, prematurely broken in health, who are passing 
at an early age to the retired list. The urgent need of 
more officers is generally recognized.” It is proposed to 
give each regiment of Artillery twenty-seven guns, instead 
of twenty-four, and the same number of officers as to 
Infantry and Cavalry organizations, and of corresponding 
grades. This establishes the same ratio of promotion in 
the three arms, thereby eliminating all possible questions 
of envy and jealousy on the score of unequal opportu- 
nities. The number of officers in the proposed three 
batialion regiment of Field Artillery would be the same 
as now authorized for the two battalion regiment, but 
their distribution in the several grades would be altered 
by the addition of a major for the third battalion and 
a captain for the new battery, and a reduction of one 
first and one second lieutenant from the total authorized 
for each regiment. 

_ These changes would reduce and simplify drill regula- 
tions, eliminating altogether the regimental drill by 
command, training and disciplining the battalions and 
then proceeding with the division to battle exercises over 
varied and unknown country. A large proportion of the 
National Guard is so scattered as to make even battalion 
drill a rare occurrence. As their proper instruction is 
of vast consequence, it should be provided in the drill 
regulations that each Infantry company shall be divided 
into three platoons and the essential elements of company 
drill assimilated to those of the battalion. 

“The effect of this reorganization on the administration 
of a division will be along lines of great simplicity. In 
making his calculations it will be necessary for the divi- 
sion commander to bear in mind only a few basic facts. 
His 9,000 Infantry comprise three brigades of 3,000 men 
each. If it becomes necessary to detach a brigade of 
Infantry, the Cavalry and Field Artillery are so 
organized as to admit, if necessary, of a natural division 
of entire units, giving a squadron of three troops of 
Cavalry and a battalion of three batteries of Field Artil- 
lery to each brigade. If upon separation from the division 
the brigade commander finds it necessary to disperse his 
regiments, as, for instance, to cover fords or bridges, a 
further natural division takes place, for his unit of 
organization throughout is three, and to each regiment 
of 1,000 Infantry one of his three troops of Cavalry and 
one of his three batteries of Field Artillery, of three 
guns, may be assigned if necessary.” 

Cavalry regiments should be organized with nine 
troops in a similar manner to Infantry regiments, and 
Cavalry drill regulations made to conform to like 
principles applied to squadrons of three troops each. In 
the field exercises of higher units battalion and other 
superior commanders should take post where their serv- 
ices may be best rendered. If it should be determined 
to follow the custom of past wars as to Volunteer staff 
appointments. when only the National Guard is called 
into service, then lists of qualified National Guard officers 
should be prepared for immediate appointment to staff 
commissions at the outbreak of war, and thus avoid the 
pressure on the President for office by large numbers of 
patriotic citizens, wholly untrained in Army administra- 
tion and the complicated methods of obtaining and 
accounting for supplies. In any event, a detail system of 
staff employment should prevail in the National Guard, 
so that the greatest possible number may receive instruc- 
tion. 

America is the only country of consequence among 
nations which clings to a system of small, isolated garri- 
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sons, no provision being made for organizing brigades 
and divisions in time of peace. The time has arrived 
when every consideration of public policy demands that 
a division cantonment should be established. The exist- 
ence of such a cantonment would assure the nation a 
division of about 12,000 men in a fine state of instruc- 
tion and readiness to proceed to any point in the shortest 
possible time. 
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AMERICAN MACHINE-TOOLS. 


Intimately associated with the mechanical work in our 
navy yards and arsenals is the question as to the character 
of American machine-tools, and it is fortunate for gov- 
ernment work that in this department of industry we 
unquestionably lead the world. 

American machine-tools have constituted a prominent 
figure in the exports of this country since the time of the 
Columbian World’s Fair. That exposition served es- 
pecially to advertise the merits of American machine- 
tools to foreign buyers, and in the immediate succeeding 
years numerous machine-tool houses of the United States 
established agencies abroad. These agencies were for the 
most part handed over to foreign firms; in other words, 
to foreign importers who bought machine-tools, cash 
against the bill of lading in New York, to sell later in 
Europe at such prices as they, the importers, fixed. 

So long as American machine-tools held the undoubted 
lead, that is to say, so long as there was no serious 
foreign competition, the foreign importers, perhaps, 
suffered. 

But the success of the American machine-tool industry 
prompted foreign shops to further efforts, and this was 
especially marked in Germany. To-day several German 
machine-tool houses are producing tools approximating 
very close to what would be termed in the United States 
fairly good work. This does not imply that the best 
German work is the equal of the best American products. 
On the contrary, the leading American machine-tools 
stand unexcelled to-day, just as they did at the time of 
the Columbian Exposition. The change that has come 
about is seen in the lessened number of American 
machines which hold this superiority. ; 

American manufacturers of tools owe much of their 
suecess to the conditions surrounding a protected home 
market. The exclusiveness of the market has enabled the 
several manufacturers to specialize; in other words, con- 
fine their attention each to the manufacture of a very 
limited variety of tools. Machines may, under such 
conditions, be built in series and the work turned vut in 
large quantities, all of which is conducive to cheapness 
in production. At the same time, the ability to specialize 
makes it possible for the manufacturer to confine his 
whole attention to the development of his particular type 
machine, with the result that the superlative i¢ often 
attained in bringing up the designs to the latest require- 
ments. 

With many European machine-tool builders it is neces- 
sary to manufacture a great variety of tools, since the 
available territory does not admit of specializing. Huré. 
of Paris. for example, builds 152 different types of 
machine-tools, and Dania, of Vienna, as many as 200. 
This means keeping on hand a vast number of patterns 
and building in an intermittent fashion. The foreign 
manufacturer recognizes that he cannot, under such 
circumstances, hope to equal the building work of those 
American manufacturers who are specializing. The latter 
are not only ahead in designs, but, despite the cheapness 
of foreign labor, the American machine-tool maker can 
generally be depended upon to produce machine-tools 
cheaper than in foreign shops. This statement predicates 
the building in series in the American works. . 

The sale of American machine-tools abroad to-day is 
meeting with more competition than at any time in the 
history of the trade. This competition comes largely 
from German sources, supplemented by the efforts of a 
few houses of British, French and Belgian origin. 

Broadly speaking, the German tools offered in com- 
petition against American tools are not the equal of the 
latter in the accuracy with which work is turned out, nor 
do the German tools possess the finish, as a rule, of the 
American tools. It cannot be denied that conditions in 
the shops abroad differ from what is seen in the home 
works, and the foreign tool makers have taken advantage 
of this knowledge whenever possible. As an instance, the 
steeple tool post, or holder, so familiar on American 
lathes, is abominated abroad, and almost invariably this 
tool post is thrown to one side, and a box holder substi- 
tuted. At least one American firm of lathe makers have 
learned this, and are sending forward box tool holders 
for the benefit of the European machinist. 

In recent years a number of the importers of American 
machine-tools have undertaken to build tools on their 
account, and the anomaly is presented to-day of American 
manufacturers attempting to sell, in some instances, 
machines through the agencies of men who are themselves 
manufacturers of competing lines. 

The situation in Europe to-day is one which ensures a 
fair sale for those American machine-tools possessing 
merit other than mere ingenious features. The scrutiny 
of tools is closer now than a decade ago, and competition 
is sufficiently keen to make the foreigner exacting in his 
requirements. Snch criticisms as one hears against 
American tools are largely of German origin. These 
critics maintain that there is too much cast iron used in 
levers and wheels. The German warkman, it is pointed 
out, is rather heavy and clumsy, and not as deft and 
shifty as the American. The German manufacturers 
supply, as a rule, cast or forged steel for wheels and 
levers. 

Another complaint is that not enough attention is paid 
to bearings; that very often the cheapest grade of white 
metal is employed, and that these bearings run out very 
quickly. Shafts are sometimes found running direct in 
the cast iron of loose pulleys of countershafts without 
being lined with brass. When these bearings run out it 
is not only difficult but costly to bore them for brass 
bearings. Still another criticism is that main spindles 
often are not ground and hardened in the bearing, and 
that insufficient attention has been paid for taking side 
pressure. 

Granting the foregoing criticisms hold good in the case 
of the cheaper grade of American tools, they cannot he 
charged up against the best American machines. While 
it is unfortunate that any mistakes should have occurred 
to warrant the foregoing, the complaints are really only 
murmurs when one considers the almost universal praise 
accorded the high standard of workmanship on American 
tools. 

Among the various makes of American machine-tools 
seen abroad there are types that are regarded as standard, 
or are especially liked because of construction and accu- 
racy of make. This applies to such makers as Brown 





and Sharpe Manufacturing Company, Providence, K.I., 
milling machines and grinders; Kearney and Trecker, 
Milwaukee, Wis., milling machines; Bullard Machine- 
Tool Company, Bridgeport, Conn.. boring mills and 
vertical turret lathes; Cincinnati Milling Machine Com- 
pany, Cincinnati, Ohio, milling machines; Gisholt 
Machine Company, Madison, Wis., turret lathes; Na- 
tional-Acme Manufacturing Company, Cleveland, Ohio, 
automatics; Warner and Swasey, Cleveland, Ohio, 
hexagonal tirret lathes; Pratt and Whitney Company, 
Hartford, Conn., lathes, rifling machines and arsenal 
equipment; Norton Grinding Company, Worcester, 
Mass., grinders; Niles-Bement-Pond Company, New 
York, heavy arsenal tools; G. A. Gray Company, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, planers, and many others. 

Such firms as Cincinnati Milling Machine Company, 
Gisholt, Niles-Bement-Pond, Potter and Johnstone, Landis 
Tool Company and a few others keep American repre- 
sentatives in Europe, but for the most part the business 
of actually selling American machine-tools abroad is 
entrusted to foreigners. 

The rifle-making machines of Pratt and Whitney are 
in much favor in Europe. Recently the Pieper Works, 
of Liege, Belgium, substituted Pratt and Whitney tools 
for rifling work in lieu of Jaspar (Belgian) machines. 
The Pratt and Whitney tools, it was found, produce three 
times as much work in the same time as the Jaspars. 

The Gisholt turret lathes are very much liked on the 
Continent. In one European shop a Gisholt was put to 
work on some pulley finishing work, and the cost of pre- 
duction was reduced from three francs each to .60 of 
one france (60 centimes). One franc equals 19.3 cents. 

Bullard boring mills are much in evidence in Belgian 
territory, due, it is said, to the fact that one of the 
principals of the Bullard firm personally visited the 
various Belgian shops and encouraged the introduction 
of the machines. 

The European arsenals have not been buying Amer- 
iean machine-tools as readily as the private concerns. 
This is explained by the pressure exerted to keep the pur- 
chases within the respective countries. In Austria, for 
example, all tools must be bought, or at any rate. a 
large percentage must come, from Austrian makers, 
where the work is of government origin. The Italian 
arsenals have bought such tools as are available in their 
own country, but have also purchased heavily of foreign 
makers. Greenwood and Batley, of Leeds, England, have 
contributed much to the Italian territory. Some few 
years ago Greenwood and Batley were regarded as among 
the first tool makers in the world, and it is related that 
when the Simpson Board went abroad to study questions 
relative to supplying the United States with up-to-date 
arsenal equipment Greenwood and Batley were asked to 
make tentative offers. This was in the early eighties. 
Since that time the development of American machine- 
tools has exceeded all previous conjecture, and while 
Greenwood and Batley continue to make tools they have 
found many new British concerns abreast of them in 
recent years. 

As a rule, American machine-tools bring higher prices 
abroad than in the United States, and almost invariably 
the same sized American tools sell for more in Europe 
than foreign machines. The Floridsdorf Locomotive 
Works, located near Vienna, recently purchased a new 
No. 4 vertical milling machine from the Cincinnati 
Milling Machine Company. Close beside the new Cincin- 
nati machine was a Reinecker tool, from Chemnitz. The 
latter machine was of practically the same size as the 
Cincinnati miller. For the Cincinnati machine the 
Floridsdorf Works paid $2,436, and for the Reinecker 
tool $1,583. The Cincinnati machine was purchased 
because the Floridsdorf Works wanted a stronger tool 
than the Reinecker. It will be noted. from this, that the 
question of price was not a first consideration. 

In the Oerlikon Works, located just outside of Zurich, 
there is a Lodge and Shipley engine lathe in service. This 
lathe is declared by the management to be superior to any 
foreign lathe in the shop. and yields a saving of thirty 
per cent. in production over any foreign lathe, barring 
only a Darling and Sellers lathe. This last named lathe 
is one of the best of the British lathes on the European 
market. 

The standard of American machine-tools is far higher 
than at the time of the Columbian Exposition. It is not 
too much to say that the majority of American machine- 
tools undergo improvements or developments every year. 
and in some instances in less time. In one great plant 
the practice is followed of calling into consultation the 
heads of all departments every six months and bringing 
all tool designs “up to date’: that is to say, push the 
design developments six months ahead of any possible 
competitor. Against progressive methods of this character 
the foreign house that is occupied in building from a 
score or more plans can never hope to compete; it can. 
at best, only be a follower.

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MILITARY VALOR AND THE SCHOOLS. 


We are pleased to note in more than one quarter a 
healthy progress toward a better understanding of the 
value of military training. In our issue of Feb. 12 we 
called attention to the enrolling of a military company 
as a part of the National Guard in the single-tax town 
of Fairhope, Ala., and suggested that this appreciation 
of the value of soldier training came to the founders 
of the town as the result of giving to their principles 
the test of every-day experiences, of daily necessities. 
A similar change of sentiment we detect in the Putnam 
County Sentinel, published in Ottawa, O., one of the 
leading Democratic newspapers of the northwestern part 
of that state. In the Sentinel, from time to time, have 
appeared editorial paragraphs of an anti-military char- 
acter, showing, for example, how many schools the cost 
of a battleship would keep up, how many acres of desert 
land could be irrigated, etc., fitted to make some of the 
Democratic faithful weep and hang their harps on the 
willow trees. But on Washington’s Birthday the editor 
of the Sentinel, Mr. A. P. Sandles, visited the great 
Industrial School,:six miles from Lancaster, Fairfield 
county, to make the annual address. There he found a 
school containing 1,200 boys, some sent there for re- 
formatory purposes, others for other reasons. All the 
lads are under military discipline, and so impressed was 
Editor Sandles with the benefits this discipline conferred 
that he published in his paper on March 4 an account 
of his observations at the school. 

We have always maintained that when an jntelligent 
and unbiased man comes face to face with the actual 
results of military training he will be compelled to admit 
that it is one of the strongest factors in developing the 
best that is in a youth. Mr. Sandles is one of those men 
evidently, for in his account we find hearty appreciation 
of the military system in operation. The boys range in 





age from seven years to twenty-one. “Dressed i 

suits of blue and marching to the step of ol 
music,” says the editor of the Sentinel, “the boys present 
an appearance that thrills the heart of the visitor, The 


‘military training is an important part of the education 


they receive. More than 600 of these boys visit 

State Fair last year under the command Of ae a 
mental officers. The military drill which they give is, 
perhaps, the best in the country. Their execution of 
what is known as the Butt’s Manual always excites ad- 
miration and applause. Governor Harmon pronounced 
it marvelous. Every boy must take the military train- 
ing and physical exercise. It develops all the muscles 
and every boy soon gets a good form and physique. 
Without doubt this is one of the best managed institu. 
tions in the state. Major Gerlach, the new superin- 
tendent, is making a remarkable record in the manage- 
ment of the school. Everything is conducted in perfect 
order. The welfare of his boys is the uppermost thought 
of his mind. _ He is a favorite with them all. The health 
of the boys is remarkable. A death very seldom occurs 
and only a few are in the hospital.” 

The conversion of Mr. Sandles to the merits of mili- 
tary training might be used effectively upon the super- 
intendent of schools of Cook county (Chicago), Ill., who 
probably, with a desire to live up to his peaceful name of 
Nightingale, has decided, if we are to trust newspaper 
accounts, that the teaching of the details of war in the 
institutions under his jurisdiction must be stopped. He 
holds that emphasizing deeds of valor encourages the 
fighting and emulative spirit in boys, and therefore is a 
menace to the cause of universal peace. He insists that 
the schoolboys of Cook county, with its 175 districts, be- 
sides those of Chicago itself, shall be permitted to learn 
only the general facts of war, and shall be kept in 
ignorance of special deeds of valor and heroism. It is 
lucky for the Sunday schools of the Lake metropolis that 
Mr. Nightingale’s authority does not extend to them else 
they would have to banish from their Sabbath lessons 
reference to David and Goliath, Joshua, and other 

mighty captains before the Lord.” However poor

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BILL TO PROMOTE GENERAL SICKLES. 


Mr. William Sulzer, member of Congress from New 
York, has failed in his earnest effort to obtain for Major 
Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, U.S.A., retired, promotion to the 
rank of lieutenant general on the retired list. After 
debate the bill was on April 15 lost, the enacting clause 
being stricken out by a vote of 84 ayes to 50 noes. A 
minority report upon the bill was presented by Messrs. 
Hull, Stevens, Prince, Hay and Slayden, of the House 
Military Committee. In this they say: 

“We fully recognize and appreciate the distinguish 
service rendered by General Sickles during the Civil War 
for the preservation of the Union, but believe that the 
Congress of the United States, during and immediately 
after the Civil War, recognized General Sickles’s services 
most generously in making him a major general on the 
active list of the Army, and shortly afterward retiring 
him with the full grade of major general. It is true he 
lost a leg in the Civil] War, but thousands of men lost 
legs and have been compelled to accept simply a pension 
of $45 or $50 per month, General Sickles has been 
recognized by the Government in honorable and lucrative 
appointments, in services abroad, drawing his full pay 
while discharging such services and also the full retired 
pay of a major general of the U.S. Army. He has been 
a distinguished and honored member of this House, draw- 
ing the full pay of a member while also paid the full pay 
of a major general on the retired list of the U.S. Army. 
The Government has given General Sickles as pay of an 
officer on the retired list of the Army more than $200,000 
and the minority of the committee rejoice that he has 
been thus remuneratively rewarded, but do not believe 
that his service was of such overpowering influence and 
value as to place him beyond Gen. O. O. Howard and the 
other great commanders who were retired as major 
generals and brigadier generals and never received any 
further recognition by Act of Congress. General Sickles 
is now at a very advanced age; a man reputed possessed 
of great wealth, so that the more than $2,000 additional 
pay granted by this act is not needed to supply any of 
his material wants, and if this bill should be enacted it 
will simply add to the estate he will leave to his children. 
We think it is bad legislation, uncalled for by any of the 
exigencies of the case, and hope the bill will not pass.” 

‘ General Sickles appears to have made an unfavorable 
impression by availing himself of his privilege, as an 
ex-member, to appear upon the floor of the House while 
action on his bill was pending. Mr. Parker said: “When 
I find a rule both of the Army and Navy that no officer 
of the Army or the Navy shall attempt to obtain any 
special distinction or promotion except through the 
regular military channels, and then receive from my 
Legislature a resolution asking me to see that this Con- 
gress votes for a special bill for General Sickles, and 
when I lately saw that heroic old veteran sitting upon 
the floor of this House under the privilege granted to 
ex-members of this House who have no direct interest in 





any bill pending in the House, and when I see the in-- 


fluences used in favor of this bill and remember the 
myriads of men in the Army on the retired list who 
would desire like promotion and like rank, I tremble for 
the Army and the Navy of the United States if those 
influences are allowed to control.” 

_Mr. Michael E. Driscoll said: “I admit that General 
Sickles was a brave man. However, had he not lost his 
leg at the battle of Gettysburg he might have been court- 
martialed for disobeying orders instead of receiving great 
honors, After this bill was reported and was to be con- 
sidered in this House, I do not say that he lobbied 
for it, but I had not seen him here for many years until 
just before this bill was to be considered. I do not 
believe the members of this House ought to be influenced 
as much as I sometimes think they are by lobbies here 
in Washington, not only in this matter, but in many 
others, and I simply want to say, in conclusion, that 
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1 Sickles ought not by reason of his services to 
mages on the same military pinnacle of glory with 
Yrant, Sherman and Sheridan. He has been well paid 
in emoluments by offices and pensions for the services he 
has rendered. - He is not entitled to any more, and I hope 
this bill will not pass.” ( : 

Mr. Weeks said: “I think I am safe in saying that as 
far as military service is concerned there are at least 
two men serving on the floor of this House at this time, 
less known, it is true, but who performed greater mili- 
tary services and who were more skillful military men 
than General Sickles. I refer to General Keifer and 
Ceneral Sherwood, both of Ohio.” ‘ 

Mr. Hull, of Iowa, referred to an officer retired as a 
brigadier general, whose name he did not mention, but of 
whom he said: “His military service was infinitely more 
than that of Sickles, and_that is not saying anything 
against General Sickles. General Sickles has been more 
venerously treated by. this Government than any other 
man in the Service during the last sixty years. He has 
drawn for his military service more than $260,000. He 
has drawn his pay as a member of this House.” 

Mr. Gardiner, of Michigan, declared that it was not 
right that General Sickles should receive, as he would 
under this bill, $687.50 a month when his subordinate, 
Gen. Byron R. Pierce, severely wounded at Gettysburg, 
zets only $30 a month. “If we give this to Sickles,” he 
said, “why not give it to Osterhaus, not in the Army two 
years, but nearly five, and a splendid corps commander? 
Why not give it to Wilson, another surviving corps com- 
mander? Why not give it to Grenville M. Dodge, not 
only a corps commander, but a distinguished commander 
of the Army of the Tennessee? And why not to some 
others of the forty-three major generals listed in this 
book who are yet unhonored by this exalted rank? Why 
not make them, many of whom did splendid service in the 
war for the Union, lieutenant generals?” .

CONTROVERSY IN THE 21ST INFANTRY. 

Chaplain Ossewaarde, U.S.A., has intervened in the 
unfortunate controversy which has arisen between Col. 
Charles A. Williams, of the 21st Inf., and Major Law- 
rence J. Hearn, of that regiment. The Chaplain writes 
as follows to a Denver paper: 

“Camp Keithley, Mindanao, P.I., Feb. 9, 1910. 

“So many malicious and untruthful articles have been 
printed in the various Denver papers during the past few 
months attacking Col. Charles A. Williams, of the 21st 
U.S. Inf., that I think it is time that the papers investi- 
gate both sides of the controversy before printing what 
they allege to be the truth of the matter. 

“As chaplain of the 21st Infantry I feel that it is my 
duty, both as a friend of the Colonel and an officer of 
the regiment, to state that these attacks upon Colonel 
Williams are absolutely false in every respect, foundéd 
upon malice and discredited by practically every officer 
and man in the regiment. : 

“Tr all these attacks upon Colonel Williams not one 
of his calumniators has so much as dared to sign his 
name or allow himself or herself to be quoted in the 
matter. If the charges and innuendoes against the 
Colonel were true, the instigators of them should fear 
nothing, as the result of signing their names or allowing 
themselves to be quoted. But, instead of doing so, they 
try to hit the Colonel behind his back, when he is thou- 
sands of miles away from Tenver, where he cannot 
answer in person to the false attacks made upon him. 

“In the Denver papers of Dec. 22 and 23, 1909, various 
statements were made, not one of which was true. They 
were evidently inspired by friends of a former officer in 
the regiment, who were angered at discipline being en- 
forced for infractions of the rules. 

“A few nights ago I addressed the regiment on ‘Regi- 
mental Loyalty,’ and an unusually large number of the 
men and officers turned out to the meeting, at which 
enthusiasm was at a fever pitch. The sentiment of the 
meeting was unanimous for the Colonel, officers and men 
showing where they stood in the controversy. 

“In the interests of fair play, I ask that this state- 
ment be printed, and that hereafter when articles are 
published about the Colonel both sides be investigated 
and a square deal be given to all concerned. Colonel 
Williams can suffer nothing by the truth being printed, 
and that is all that the officers and men of the regiment 
desire to have done.

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“CEASE FIRING.” 

As timely with the approach of Memorial Day, es- 
pecially in view of the harsh expressions which the Lee 
statue has called forth in some quarters, a correspondent 
sends the following from a Maryland paper: 


Just after the 5th Maryland Regiment made itself 
famous in 1875 by placing a shield of flowers on the 
national soldiers and sailors’ monument at Charlestown, 
Mass., it was determined by the Federal soldiers in 
Maryland to show their appreciation of this act of a 
representative Southern regiment by decorating the 
Confederate monument at Loudon Park on the national 
Decoration Day. Many members in the different Grand 
Army posts opposed the movement. and Col. W. M. 
Pegram, an ex-Confederate officer, was asked by Colonel 
Adreon, who was subsequently postmaster, to write some- 
thing to stop their opposition. Under the inspiration of 
this thought, the following lines were written: 

“Cease firing! There are here no foes to fight; 
Grim war is o’er and smiling peace now reigns. 
Cease useless strife, no matter who was right, 
True magnanimity from hate abstains. 
Cease firing!” 


The verse was blazoned in gold letters upon a black 
background, framed and hung upon the said Confederate 
monument, and copied by the Federal soldiers at Hagers- 
town, Md., and placed upon the monument there. Now. 
after thirty-five years, the lines again come to the front 
with their message of peace and good-will. For on May 
30, 1910, in this “border state’ of Maryland, once so 
bitterly divided, the living members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic will place flowers upon the graves of 
dead Confederate soldiers along with those of their own 
dead comrades. With the issuing of the official order 
for the decoration of the graves of the Confederate dead 
goes the last bar that has for years separated the 
brethren of the two sides, and the way is now made clear 
for the final joining in good-fellowship of the hands of 
the “Johnny Rebs” and the “Billy Yanks.” 

In recent years individual posts have unofficially 
strewn flowers on the graves of Confederate soldiers, but 
this year is the first time that the order has been issued 
officially by the head of the Grand Army. The order is 
as follows: 

“Tt is recommended that wherever the grave of an ex- 
Confederate soldier is found that flowers be placed 








thereon, as a tribute to the bravery of the man who 
fought on the other side, remembering that he, too, was 
an American soldier. We were once foes, but now are 
friends. The long dark night is over; at last we are a 
united people. Out of the darkness comes no echo of 
discord between brothers, no strife, no bloodshed, but 
universal fellowship lights the lamp that guides the feet 
of our young Republic.” : 

“Maryland has in the State House at Annapolis,” 
writes our correspondent, a retired Army officer, “the 
flags of both Federal and Confederate Maryland regi- 
ments. It took time to overcome all prejudices and get 
all the old Vets. on both sides to consent; but time heals 
all wounds.” i

JOINT MANEUVER CAMPS. 


Brig. Gen. William W. Wotherspoon, U.S.A., president 
of the Army War College, has been detailed to command 
the joint Army and Militia maneuvers at Gettysburg, 
Pa., in July next.

THE ARMY AND INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 

That the anti-typhoid vaccination now being tested in 
the Army will be of large benefit to the civil as well as 
the military population cannot be doubted by one who 
with proper scientific equipment studies the results thus 
far obtained in the experimentation inoculations, When 
the vaccination of officers and men of the Army against 
typhoid was suggested some time ago, the New York 
Medical Journal says, many members of the medical 
profession thought the proposition unsafe and ill ad- 
vised. In the March number of the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital Bulletin Major Frederick F. Russell, Medical 
Corps, U.S.A., who has been directing the work, records 
the results of the prophylactic method for the first year. 
He describes the method of preparing the vaccine which 
is conclusively shown to be made with the greatest care. 
Beginning in February, 1909, and extending to the fol- 
lowing December, 1,400 officers and men were vaccinated, 
and only one of them had an attack of typhoid fever. 
The disease was mild and there was no relapse. Dur- 
ing the same period of time, February to December, 
1909, there had been 135 cases of typhoid fever among 
75,000. men, one of which was the case that developed in 
a soldier who had been vaccinated. 

Though too early to draw definite conclusions on the 
value of vaccination from the experience in our Army, 
Major Russell reports no untoward results in the series 
of 3,640 vaccinations performed on 1,400 officers, men, 
and members of their families. In regard to the severity 
of the reaction, it was observed that in some cases the 
temperature following the vaccination rose to 103 degrees 
F, or over. A former attack of typhoid fever leaves the 
patient in a supersensitive condition, so that vaccina- 
tion is followed by a severe reaction; but previous at- 
tacks of typhoid fever do not explain all of them, nor 
does everyone who has had a previous attack exhibit a 
severe reaction. 

In regard to the negative phase, the conclusions are 
drawn that it is very doubtful if there is an increase 
of susceptibility following the inoculation, vaccination 
during an attack of typhoid fever for therapeutic pur- 
poses failing to give evidence of such a negative phase, 
and the statement that vaccination should not be car- 
ried out in the presence of an epidemic is not justified 
by the facts. Of course, as the author points out, the 
active interest of officers and men in vaccination is coin- 
cident with the occurrence of sporadic cases of typhoid 
fever or of company epidemics. If the command is not 
immunized then, because of the supposed danger of in- 
creased susceptibility following the vaccination, inter- 
est in the subject will be lost. This attitude of many 
medical men to the negative phase has been the greatest 
obstacle to immunizing the Army. 





The danger of introducing infection from our tropical 
possessions by returning troops is discussed in the March 
Military Surgeon by Major Frederick M. Hartsock, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A. Since the beginning of the work on the 
Panama Canal there has arisen the question of the 
danger of introducing yellow fever into Asia from the 
southern parts of our country. By the time the great 
labor is finished at the Isthmus he believes we will have 
formulated very definite means of preventing this dis- 
aster and the Orient need never fear from this section 
of the globe. For many years in the future, however, we 
shall have the dangers of the great epidemic diseases 
of the Kast, and while our quarantine service has handled 
this problem in the past with credit, the non-quarantin- 
able infections have received but little attention. 


The science of medicine and mankind in general owe 
a large debt to Capt. Charles F. Craig, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., for his researches in classifying the malaria 
plasmodia and for his studies in the morphology, or 
structure, of these plasmodia after the administration 
of quinine. Dr. Craig’s studies have been exhaustive, 
the infections being in the persons of soldiers stationed 
in the Philippines and returning therefrom, as well as in 
native Filipinos, with a clinical record of more than 
2,000 cases. One of his principal conclusions is that 
quinine is most effective if given in divided doses at 
regular intervals. Given in this manner the drug, Cap- 
tain Craig finds, is capable of destroying the germs at 
every stage in their life-cycle in man, with the possible 
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exception of the sporulating stage. His articles on the 
subject are reprinted in brochure form, with the con- 
sent of the Surgeon of the U.S. Army, from the Jour- 
nal of Infectious Diseases. 





Medical investigation in the Philippines has shown 
that dengue fever is carried by mosquitoes and is not 
contagious. Recommendation has been made to Wash- 
ington that anti-mosquito measures be adopted at Fort 
William McKinley, P.I., where the fever was prevalent 
some months ago, and wherever else there is danger of 
an outbreak of the disease. So important is considered 
the protection against insects that there has already 
been an allotment of $40,000 for screening buildings at 
Army posts and camps in the Archipelago. Installation 
will begin at the hospitals, quarters and barracks com- 
ing later. 


THE MILITIA POINT OF VIEW. 
Wilmington, N.C., April 11, 1910. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Having read, with much interest, the suggestions of 
Army officers as to the method of procuring officers in 
the National Guard, in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
of March 26, I cannot help but comment on this sugges- 
tion of Ist Lieut. Frank P. Amos, 11th Cav.: “Allow 
any enlisted man of the Guard to apply for examination 
for a commission, examinations to be conducted by board 
of Regular officers, ete. When vacancy for second lieu- 
tenant occurs election to be held in company, candidate 
selected from eligible list. All other vacancies to be 
filled by regular promotion by seniority in the regiment.” 

The first part of this suggestion is very good, and such 
a method, if adopted, would be an incentive to all enlisted 
men to study and endeavor to learn military. This would 
assist a company commander in the selection of his non- 
commissioned officers, enabling him to better attend to 
the affairs of his command through the non-commissioned 
officers who at present, in many cases, do not feel the 
importance of their office and who are very little help 
to the captain. These non-commissioned officers would 
then be better equipped to stand among the first in a 
competitive examination for a commission. But when 
we get beyond the second and first lieutenant I doubt the 
advisability, in all cases, of promoting a first lieutenant 
in the National Guard to be captain of the company. 
Right here the conditions and circumstances surrounding 
a National Guard company differ from a company of 
Regulars. In the Army if one makes a good lieutenant 
there is hardly any doubt that he will be a good captain 
of the company, in that he is familiar with all the work 
of the higher position. 

In the National Guard it is very often the case that 
the company captain (especially in towns where there 
are only ons or two companies) not only must have the 
qualifications from a military standpoint, but must be 
one who is thoroughly conversant with business affairs 
generally, being one who can approach the business men 
of his community in the interest of the organization from 
a financial standpoint, and in getting men excused from 
their work to attend encampments or maneuvers, and in 
many other ways. Many a lieutenant may have a good 
knowledge of military tactics and be a good drill master, 
but not at aJl fitted for the captaincy of a local military 
company of the National Guard. On the other hand, a 
man holding a prominent place in the business or com- 
mercial affairs of his city or town, and being interested 
in military matters, can learn the military and become 
a proficient officer. 

As we get to battalion and regimental commanders and 
staff officers the military knowledge plays the more im- 
portant part. In the larger cities, where there are one 
or more full regiments rather than one or a few com- 
panies, these conditions are probably different. I should 
feel that the National Guard would welcome the opportu- 
nity of having the examinations of officers by Regular 
Army officers. I have always found that even in ordinary 
or general conversation with officers of the Regular 
Establishment I can always learn something more of 
military. The present system is not what it should be, 
but I am hardly prepared to offer a suggestion of just 
how National Guard officers should be selected. The 
National Guard should be given every opportunity to 
come in contact with the Regulars.

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THE BROWNSVILLE CASE. 


To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It has been many a long day—nearly four years—since 
gunpowder flashed and bullets flew at midnight, not for 
the first time, in a small Texan town. The sleeping 
inhabitants were rudely awakened, women and children 
badly frightened, a policeman cruelly wounded, and the 
life of one man sadly and suddenly ended. 

Close neighbor to the town was a new military garri- 
son—-soldiers, guns, powder and bullets. 

Suspicion fastened upon the soldiers. Shooting was 
their occupation. Motives for shooting, in this instance, 
on the part of the soldiers, were ascribed to a complex 
of race hatred and to circumstances of local unpopularity 
of the soldiers. 

But, like two-edged swords, cutting both ways, the 
same motives for shooting have been ascribed to people 
of that neighborhood to which the soldiers had been 
brought, in agreement with civilian predictions, and 
tallying with the inhospitality with which the battalion 
had been received. 

The fact stands forth that no man has been success- 
fully accused or identified, even by circumstantial proof, 
as guilty of any part in that shooting. Soldiers en masse 
have been put in pillory; but not one has been shown to 
be guilty, notwithstanding the United States Government 
has employed sleuths and money and mails and telegraph 
with special reference to the soldiers. So fruitless of 
convincing proof against any soldier have these long- 
continued efforts been that it is regretted that the field 
was not equally well ploughed in other directions; the 
failure to do which, by the ordinary doctrine of prob- 
abilities, may account for the impossibility- of justly con- 
necting the name of one soldier, or others than soldiers. 
with the crime. As the case stands to-day, nobody but 
the dastardly perpetrators know who the guilty are. 

Meanwhile, what has become of that old-fashioned 
custom of the Service, of discarding and throwing out 
cases that were loaded with cumulative charges, even if 
true? This is a case that was loaded with cumulative 








charges, each of which was false: That this battalion shot 
up (1) Sturgis, (2) Winnemucca and (3) San Carlos, 


covering prolonged antecedent periods, the effect of which 
false accusations still operates on public thinking. 

Extended microscopic examination has been applied. 
That battalion, like an empty gunny sack, has been 
turned inside out, threshed and beaten into shreds, for 
evidence against individuals, but in vain. Singular power 
has been credited the microscope to prove that a boxed 
and buried rifle, while boxed and buried, somehow aided 
in the midnight shooting. But no man is to be hung on 
that testimony, fortunately. After all the chaff and dust 
has been shaken out, not a grain of fact remains upon 
which a charge and specification can be righteously 
framed against anybody. 

Leaning neither to the right hand nor to the left, aware 
of damaging appearances on either hand, open-minded to 
blame the guilty, strike soldier or strike civilian, the 
writer remarks one very significant and illuminative 
occurrence in the abundant mystery—a star, as it were, 
shining in a midnight sky (as another said: “To our 
eyes the stars seem small; but the littleness is not the 
fault of the stars, but of our eyes’) : 

When the final word was spoken that cruelly stripped 
from the backs of these soldiers the uniform they had 
bravely worn, men of that battalion who had never com- 
mitted dastard murder, and who were not concealing any 
knowledge thereof, threw themselves on their bunks and 
wept like children. 

Magnanimity is the characteristic of brave men. Had 
men of this battalion at El Caney foreseen the fate in 
store for them at a later date, even so it is a safe asser- 
tion that they would have abated nothing of their faithful 
valor. These are men in possessing whom their govern- 
ment has more reason to be proud than of perhaps all 
other resources. barring few: and who, in trained 
battalions, give her an exquisite combination of loyalty 
and bravery for present strength and future security.

SECESSION NOT TAUGHT AT WEST POINT. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It appears that a paper. now in circulation, and which 
was prepared and read by a member of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion, had for its object to show 
that “secession was not taught at West Point,” and 
more especially through the medium of a text-book en- 
titled “Rawle’s Views of the Constitution,” introduced, 
it might appear, in 1825, and withdrawn in 1827. The 
title of the brochure now in circulation, in its interroga- 
tive form, is somewhat misleading, and calculated— 
though, of course, not so intended—to suggest to the 
casual observer and inattentive reader that perhaps, after 
all, our glorious alma mater may have hatched from her 
nest that dangerous, if not pernicious, principle which 
so nearly dismembered the Union. 

Whatever the teachings at the U.S. Military Academy 
may have been, all speculation naturally ends where 
facts confront us. Eleven states seceded from the Union, 
or, if we shall state the case more exactly, these states 
were pleased to rebel’ against the General Government 
and take up arms to secure what by them was regarded 
an inherent right. 

As an early graduate of the Academy, and one who 
was sorely tried in the dark hour of our country’s life 
(due to his Southern affiliations and nativity). it has 
always been to me a source of great satisfaction that 
T should have been one of those who cast in their lot on 
the side of the Union and against secession. Four-fifths 
of all the then living graduates of the Military Academy 
—1861-65—fought under our national ensign. The re- 
maining one-fifth cast in their lot with their own states, 
and, singular as it may appear to those who do not know, 
one-half of all the officers of our Army whose names 
were entered in the Army Register for 1860 as of 
Southern birth remained loyal to the Union. It is 
admittedly auite true that of these a proportion (though 
but a small minority) were born in Southern states 
where their fathers, as officers of the Army, were sta- 
tioned, so that there was for these nothing distinctly 
Southern in their makeup. 

To come back. then, to the question of the influence of 
the Military Academy upon the youths under its 
tutelage. it may be well to state that there were 278 
cadets in the battalion of cadets in 1860, and of this 
number hut sixty-five resigned to join the Confederacy. 
and of the whole number of Southern or border states 
cadets at West Point twenty-one remained loyal to the 
Union and gave good account of themselves in the con- 
tests of the later years of the Civil War. 

Of course, all graduates who died hefore the Civil 
War and all of those who entered the Service since the 
war are not brought within the scone of this reckoning. 
Some three or four thonsand, at the least, count. So 
what is there, after all. to charge up against Wesc 
Point? Simply this: that of the few to be found in the 
ranks of the Confederacy these were given exalted rank, 
and consequently great prominence, and may we not say. 
from the very necessity of the case, Lee became a second 
Washington, while Jackson discovered no equal in our 
ranks? 

After all, who were the leaders in this civil strife? 
How many had filled the highest places in the Govern- 
ment—Senators. Representatives. members of the Cab- 
inet, foreign ministers. judges of United States courts, 
and even those who had been elected bv the peonle to 
fill the highest offices in their gift? Was it then a 
greater crime for graduates of our national Academy to 
forsake their country than for the highest officials in 
every branch of the Government—executive, legislative 
and judicial—who from the seceded states joined the 





Southern Confederacy? These men were the fathers to 
the boys of my day, and their influence was more potent 
in effect on the unfledged officer and callow cadets than 
a stack of law books on shelves of libraries. 

And now for the consistency of doctrines taught these 
youths at home. As we come further to analyze this 
question let me cite a single instance, a true thing, even 
if it be not fact. Shortly after the Whittaker business 
at West Point a father of a new cadet from the Northern 
section called upon the Superintendent and expressed 
himself as delighted that a colored cadet was to enter 
the Academy in the same class with his son. “Ah,” said 
the Superintendent, “I am glad to meet you. You can 
solve a very difficult problem for us. We find no diffi- 
culty in regulating the official intercourse between white 
and elored cadets, but no white cadet will room with 
the colored cadets; but your son will no doubt respond 
to your wishes in this matter.’ The reader must deter- 
mine for himself the sequel, and in so determining must 
agree that, after all, we must go down deeper into the 
mysteries of education and early training than what is 
presented in colleges and universities. 

When it comes to wars and civil or political conten- 
tions, the questions involved are either those of sentiment 
or interest, and if we are to interpret Colonel Latta 
correctly, so good and so great a man and soldier as 
Robert E. Lee could not find it in his heart to take up 
arms against his own people. To quote him more 
exactly: “With all my devotion to the Union, and the 
feeling of loyalty and duty of an American citizen, [ 
have not been able to make up my mind to raise my hand 
against my relations, my children and my home.” 

A VETERAN GRADUATE. 
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A STIRRING PICTURE.

At a time when so much is heard about universal 
peace, horrors of war and the national disgrace of an 
efficient Army and Navy, it is refreshing and amusing to 
note the great interest taken by the New York public in 
a single picture of martial strife.

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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The 23d U.S. Infantry arrived at San Francisco, Cal., 
April 20, on the transport Sheridan from Manila. The 
troops, under command of Colonel Sharpe, go to Forts 
Bliss, McIntosh and Clark, Tex. 

The band and one battalion, 24th Inf., Madison Bar- 
racks, N.Y., and two companies, 24th Inf., Fort Ontario, 
N.Y., will, at the proper time, make practice marches to 
Syracuse, N.Y., arriving there in time to participate in 
the dedication of the Soldiers and Sailors’ Monument, 
on June 21, 1910, at that place. Upon completion of 
this duty the organizations designated will return by 
marching to their proper stations. 


Thirty officers will make up the detachment of 


students from the Army War College that will visit the 
fields of Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville and other his- 
toric ground in that vicinity from May 6 to May 27. 
Major Eben Swift will be in command. From June 10 
to Aug. 1 also the class will be engaged in the same 
work. A detachment of thirty enlisted men will accom- 
pany the student class. ‘ 

Capt. Edgar A. Macklin, 25th U.S. Inf., has been 
ordered to his home preparatory to retirement from 
active service for disability incident thereto. Captain 
Macklin some time since was shot and seriously wounded 
by an unknown assailant, who called him to the door of 
his quarters. He entered the Army in 1889 as a private 
in Battery A, 5th Field Artillery. In July, 1898, he 
was commissioned a second lieutenant of the 11th In- 
fantry. He was promoted first lieutenant, 19th Infantry, 
March 2, 1899, and was transferred to the 11th Infantry 
the following May: was promoted captain, 10th Infantry, 
Sept. 28, 1904, and was transferred to the 25th In- 
fantry the following December. 

Corpl. Albert J. Myer, Signal Corps, U.S.A., who has 
passed the examination for a second lieutenancy, is a 
grandson of the late Brig. Gen. Albert J. Myer, U.S.A., 
who died in 1880, and after whom Fort Myer, Va., is 
named. The corporal’s father, Albert J. Myer, served 
during the Spanish War as major in the 202d New York 
Volunteers. 

The court-martial that tried 2d Lieut. Albert B. 
Kaempfer, 13th U.S. Inf., on a charge of conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline in viola- 
tion of the Sixty-second Article of War, finished its work 
at Fort Leavenworth April 16. and the papers have been 
forwarded to Fort Omaha. Lieutenant Kaempfer was 
tried by the same court that tried Capt. C. N. Murphy, 
13th Inf.. in the early part of the week. Col. A. Will- 
iams, 11th Inf., was president of the court. 

“A very remarkable man passed from the active list 
of the Army,’ writes a correspondent, “with the 
retirement in February of Col. Joseph F. Huston, 
late Colonel, 19th Infantry. His is a_ family 
with a record to be proud of—if it is right to be proud 
of serving your country rather than mammon. His 
father belonged to the Young Irish party, and was forced 
to leave the old sod in ’48, together with Megghen, of 
the ‘Irish Brigade.’ and others. He at once affiliated 
with the patriotic Trishmen of New York, and was killed 
a few years later at Gettysburg. At that affair he held 
the position of colonel of the 82d New York. Young 
‘Joe’ was appointed to West Point by a Tammany Con- 
gressman, and I believe that that one act ought to raise 
Tammany’s credit marks about one hundred per cent. 
He served forty years in the Army. always with courage 
and always on the side of right as he saw it, and always 
with the courage of his convictions (a more or less rare 
virtue these days). His father-in-law, Lieutenant 
Colonel Hamner. U.S.A., retired, is one of the Jast sur- 
vivors of Fort Sumter, and his two sons and his two 
sons-in-law are in the Army. This is a family record to 
be proud of and worthy of remark. Those who served 
with Colonel Huston in the West and in Cuba and for 
years in the Philippines knew him as a cultured, clever, 
kindly and most gallant gentleman.” 

From Capt. Alden Trotter, commanding the 137th 
(Mine) Co., C.A.C., Fort Hancock, N.J., we receive the 
following statement, signed by Pvt. David H. Ritchie, 
of that company: “On Saturday, April 9, 1910, I, Pvt. 
David H.. Ritchie, accompanied by Pvt. Joseph Tarkan, 
went to the Orpheum Theater, Brooklyn, N.Y. When 
Private Tarkan asked for two seats and was told that all 
seats had been sold, he then asked for standing room 
tickets, but received the same answer. The special 
policeman on duty in the theater lobby told me to get 
out, and roughly pushed myself and Private Tarkan into 
the street. I looked back into the lobby and saw a 
gentleman purchase some tickets. I then spoke to a 
regular policeman on duty at said theater and asked 
him what I could do to get satisfaction for being in- 
sulted in a public place. He answered that it was a 
matter for the management of the theater, not for him, 
and told me I had better move along and not cause 
trouble. Private Tarkan then had a gentleman purchase 
two tickets for us. We then approached the door, where 
I was accosted by the regular policeman, he asking, 
‘What are you doing around here?’ I replied that I was 
going to see the show as I had the tickets. He then 
told me to go away. or he would arrest me. I asked him 
what he could arrest me for. He answered, ‘Because 
you are drunk.’ I then told him he would have to prove 
it. I immediately telephoned police headquarters, where 
I was told to get the policeman’s number and make a 
charge to the police inspector. I then asked who I was 
speaking to, at which the telephone operator rung off. 
I then went to police headquarters with Private Tarkan 
and two gentlemen, who testified to my sobriety. I was 
told to report the matter to Police Inspr. James Dillon on 
Monday, April 11, 1910, which I did not do, as I could 
not overstay my pass. As to the theater incident, I was 
told that it was a matter for the management of the 
theater to handle.” Teo S. Adler, 422 Lafayette avenue, 
Brooklyn, certifies to this statement as a witness, as 
does Zealey Cohen, 413 Cumberland street, Brooklyn, 
N.Y. The policeman referred to was 4999, Station C2, 
Bergen street and Sixth avenue. 

The banquet and annual reunion of Philippine Scout 
officers was held at the Army and Navy Club, Manila, 
P.I., March 5. Among the guests were Major General 
Duvall, Majors Ely, Sheldon, Rockenbach, Anderson, 
Monroe, Mearns and Penn, Captains Small. Moore, Kite, 
Shepherd, Cook. Wray, Joss, Duberry, Cheatham and 
Donnelly, and Lieutenants Lawton, McBride, Brown, 
Gould, Nichols and Schroeder. Major Ely was toast- 
master. He reviewed the history of the Philippine Scouts 
from the forming of the first battalion down to the 
twelve battalions of to-day. He referred to the outlaw 
Belamino and to Captain Wray’s scouts saying Belamino 
confessed that “those d—--—— scouts would not let him 
rest.”

Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young, U.S.A., retired, a distin- 
guished officer of the Army, was on April 18 appointed 
by the President to be Governor of the Soldiers’ Home 
in-this District, in place of Brig. Gen. Hamilton S. 
Hawkins, deceased. Major Gen. George M. Randall, 
U.S.A., retired, who had been previously appointed to 
this office, declined it with thanks, as he did not desire 
to change his place of residence from Cheyenne, Wyo. 
General Young began his military career in April, 1861, 
as a private in the 12th Pennsylvania Volunteer In- 
fantry, and was retired as a lieutenant general if 
January, 1904.

He also distinguished 
himself in the military operations in Cuba and the 
Philippines. Most of his service was in the Cavalry arm 
up to the time he reached brigade rank, in January, 
1900. During the last years of his active service he 
served as Chief of Staff of the Army. His appointment 
is regarded as an excellent one.

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Our attention is called to a circular sent out by a 
Washington lawyer, proposing to collect, on a commis- 
sion of twenty per cent., claims for extra pay at the rate 
of thirty-five cents a day for performing recruiting 
duty. It is proposed to prosecute these claims before 
any of the courts of the United States, and upon appeal 
to the Supreme Court, or before any of the Departments 
of the Government, or before Congress, and before any 
officer, commission or convention specially authorized to 
take cognizance of such claim, or through any diplomatic 
negotiations, as the attorneys may deem best. The 
claimant is to pay the expenses of printing, costs of 
court and commissioner’s fee for taking testimony, thus 
leaving it entirely uncertain whether he will receive 
anything in the end, if anything be owing him in the 
beginning. We shall look into the matter, and expect to 
be able to report upon it another week. Meanwhile, we 
advise those interested to refrain from dealing with this 
enterprising attorney.

President and Mrs. Taft, accompanied by Mrs. Fred- 
erick Eckstein and Capt. A. W. Butt, U.S.A., attended 
a lecture on Indian life given at the New Willard Hotel, 
Washington, D.C., April 20, by Dr. Joseph K. Dixon.

Before final 
selection is made, however, every American born. artist 
will have an opportunity to submit a design of his own 
for the Indian tribute. Colone] Cody has offered cash 
prizes for a national competition by artists, the first prize 
amounting to $259, for the most suitable design for a 
monument.

William FE. Curtis. correspondent of the Chicago 
Record-Herald, calls attention to a new transcontinental 
railway which is being quietly built between Kansas 
City and Topolobampo, Mexico, about which we see very 
little in the newspapers. It is already three-fourths 
completed, and two-thirds of the distance is in operation. 
It will be the shortest line between the Missouri River 
and the Pacific Ocean, 518 miles shorter than the Union 
Pacific and 700 miles shorter than the Burlington or 
Rock Island routes, which are the shortest lines at 
present. The new Kansas City, Mexico and Orient 
Railroad, as it is called, starting from Kansas City, 
passes through the southeastern corner of Kansas, touch- 
ing Emporia, Wichita and Anthony, divides Oklahoma 
almost in half, bisects the western section of Texas, 
crosses the Rio Grande at Presidio del Norte, and then 
runs via Chihuahua to the Port of Topolobampo, which 
is near the mouth of the Gulf of California, a short dis- 
tance above Mazatlan. 





A case which is being watched with much interest in 
the Army is that of Pvt. Michael Beacham, of the Ist 
U.S..Cavalry, who is under sentence of death in the 
Philippine Islands for having killed 1st Sergeant Hoey 


and three other enlisted men who had given testimony 
against him. The murders were committed at Camp 
Stotsenburg, P.I., as was reported at the time. Beside 
the men killed, several of his comrades were wounded. 





- As the military could not subject Beacham to capital 


punishment he was turned over to the civil authorities, 
and was tried by a Filipino judge, the sentence being 
imprisonment for life. An appeal was taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the Philippines, which, under the au- 
thority peculiar to that court, not only approved the 
findings of guilty, but increased the sentence to death. 
This decision of the Supreme Court was made last Feb- 
ruary, and it is now to be seen whether Beacham will 
appeal to the United States Supreme Court.

Neither Lieut. Col. W. E. Craighill, Corps of Engrs., 
nor Major Charles C. Ballou, Q.M. Dept., Washington, 
is apparently disturbed by the reports in a newspaper 
of Baltimore that they might face a court-martial for 
having done city work in .Baltimore without the con- 
sent of the Department. As a matter of fact, the offi- 
cers talked freely with their superiors about doing the 
work complained of. so that the attempt to make it 
appear that they did the work surreptitiously becomes 
ridiculous. Both officers are accused of having acted 
recently upon a board of arbitration concerning the 
stability of the foundations of the new pumping station 
of the Sewerage Commission. Baltimore. The idea that 
two so widely known officers could be appointed to so 
publie a duty and do all that work by stealth, seems 





preposterous to officers acquainted with the facts. An 
officer, senior to Colonel Craighill, discussing the matter, 
said: “There can be no objection to such work as Colo- 
nel Craighill did so long as he attended to it outside of 
his regular hours at the Department. There 1s no evi- 
dence, whatever, that he neglected, in the slightest de- 
gree, any detail of his departmental work. But going 
further, I may say that if Colonel Craighill was asked 
to take a place on the commission, which had to do with 
a matter of large public interest in Baltimore, it was 
really his duty to accept, and he would have neglected 
an opportunity to perform an excellent service for the 
public had he not accepted the offer.” It is said that 
the rancor of a dissatisfied contractor, with whose work 
some fault had been found, may ultimately be disclosed 
as the cause of the ‘newspaper war’ which, it is said, 
he threatened to begin to “get square.” 





The question of a return to the carbine for Cavalry 
service is under active discussion, but it is doubtful 
whether the change will be made, as the present tendency 
is to secure uniformity, instead of diversity, in arms. 
It is doubtful whether the advantage from a gain in 
weight and length by the, use of the carbine would equal 
the disadvantage resulting from the diversification of 
arms between the unmounted and the mounted men, 
who, under present conditions, must often fight afoot. 
The ideal of the beau sabreur is neither the rifle nor the 
carbine, but the saber. At present the rifle is somewhat 
in the way of the mounted man, but it is hoped that the 
board on Cavalry equipment at Rock Island Arsenal 
may be able to recommend an improved boot for carrying 
the present arm.

Lieut. Col. Edgar E. Mearns, U.S.A., retired, who was 
a member of the Smithsonian African expedition in 
command of ex-President Roosevelt, returned to Wash- 
ington April 21.

In fact, the Colonel and the whole party seemed wrapped 
up so completely in the hunt that few subjects save those 
relating to our experience and our future itinerary were 
mentioned. There was no ruthless murder of animals 
either, for the Colonel was particular that only those 
beasts of which we wanted specimens should be killed. 
but, of course, we had to get enough birds and small 
animals to supply the needs of the table.”

Major James K. Thompson, 16th U.S. Inf., who had 
been under treatment at the Walter Reed Hospital, 
Washington, D.C., for several] months, died there on 
April 18, 1910. He was born in Iowa July 3, 1862, and 
was graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of 1884, and 
was assigned as a second lieutenant to the 23d Infantry. 
He served in the latter command until Sept. 28, 1898, 
when he was promoted captain of Infantry. He was 
assigned to the 15th Infantry in 1899, was transferred 
to the 12th Infantry in 1904, to the 15th Infantry in 
1906, to the 8th Infantry in 1907, and was promoted 
major, 16th Infantry, March 26, 1907. During the war 
with Spain he served as captain and A.A.G. of Volun- 
teers, and was acting I.G., 4th Corps, at Mobile, Tampa, 
Fernandina and Huntsville. He served in Cuba in 1899, 
and later in the Philippines. 

A correspondent sends us the following: 

Under the Arlington oaks, close to the Court of Honor, 
with its trellises carrying their April burden of wistaria, 
Major James K. Thompson, West Point ’84, Major 16th 
Infantry, is at rest. Next his corps commander, Cop- 
pinger, and near Lawton, Liscum and Reilly, “Jake,” 
the well beloved, sleeps in a blanket of flowers sent by 
the members of the Association of the Class of 1884. 

Major 'Thompson died Sunday, April 17, at the Walter 
Reed Hospital, in Washington. The funeral was held at 
Arlington on the afternoon of Tuesday, April 19. For 
two days Washington had been the center of violent 
storms, but just before the funeral] the sun “returned 
after the rain” and lighted the place of burial. 

The escort was composed of Troops A and D of the 
15th Cavalry, under the command of Capt. Julian R. 
Lindsey. The religious service was conducted according 
to the rites of the Protestant Episcopal Church by 
Chaplain William W. Brander, of the same regiment. 
The regimental band was in attendance, and as the body 
was removed from the receiving vault prior to the taking 
up of the march to the grave Cardinal Newman’s hymn, 
“Lead, Kindly Light,” was played. 

The honorary pallbearers, two of whom were class- 
mates of Major Thompson and four of whom were cadets 
at the Academy during part of the time of his student 
service, were Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, Brig. Gen. 
James B. Aleshire, Lieut. Col. Edwin B. Babbitt, Ord. 
Dept., Lieut. Col. Charles G. Treat, 3d Field Art., Major 
John T. Thompson, Ord. Dept., Major John T. Knight, 
Q.M. Dept., Major David S. Stanley, Q.M. Dept., Major 
Beaumont B. Buck, 16th U.S. Inf., and Mr. Paul Clay- 
ton, of Philadelphia. 

Present at the services were Mrs. Thompson, widow of 
the deceased officer, his youngest son and other members 
of the family. There was a large attendance of Army 
officers and of civilian friends. 

The class of 1884, which recently formed an organiza- 
tion of all its members, graduates and non-graduates, 
had seven representatives at the funeral. They were 


Lieut. Col. Edwin B. Babbitt, Major John T. Knight, 
Major Clarence BH. Dentler, Major Wilds P. Richardson, 
Major Beaumont B. Buck, Mr. W. C. Beer, of New York 
city; Mr. James A. Long and Mr. Edward B. Clark, of 
Washington, D.C. 

The families of Major Dentler and Mr. W. C. Beer 
were present with them at the service. There were many 
floral offerings sent by Army and civilian friends of 
Major Thompson. 

The hymns, “Nearer, My God, to Thee” and “Abide 
with Me, Fast Falls the Eventide,” were played by the 
band. The volleys were fired and taps were sounded just 
as the sun was touching the oaks with the last light of 
the day.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Gen. William H. Gilmore, Adjutant and Inspector 
General of the Vermont National Guard, died at Bellows 
Falls, Vt., April 18, 1910. Death was due to pneumonia, 
which the General contracted when he came to Bellows 
Falls the latter part of last month on a trip of inspec- 
tion. W. H. Gilmore, born in Fairlee Oct. 17, 1839, was 
educated at New London Academy, enlisted in Company 
D, 8th Vermont Volunteers, in the Civil War, and was 
discharged as quartermaster sergeant of his regiment. 
He represented Fairlee in the Legislature in 1878, and 


was a member of the State Senate in 1882. He was 
town treasurer of Fairlee twenty-seven years. He was 
elected state quartermaster general in 1886. In 1900 


Governor Smith appointed him adjutant and inspector 
general in place of Gen. Theodore S. Peck, of Burlington, 
resigned. For a number of years General Gilmore had 
lived in Bradford. He leaves a wife and son, Alexander 
H. Gilmore, publisher of the Macon (Ga.) Telegraph. 

Mrs. Maria I’. Banks, widow of Edward M. Banks, 
daughter of the late Jonathan Gardiner and Lydia Sea- 
man Fleet, and mother of Mrs. Frank E. Hobbs, wife of 
Lieutenant Colonel Hobbs, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., died on 
April 14, 1910. 

Mr. Joseph H. Johnson, father of Mrs. R. N. Hayden, 
wife of Lieut. Herbert Hayden, 3d U.S. Cav., died at 
Atlanta, Ga., March 31, 1910. 

Mr. A. J. Halford, for many years a Washington 
correspondent and later the editor of the Congressional 
Directory, died of paralysis in his home in Washington, 
D.C., April 17. Mrs. Halford and two sons and q 
daughter survive Mr. Halford. The sons are Lieut. Dean 
Halford, 22d Inf., U.S.A., now stationed in Alaska, and 
Capt. Frank Halford, U.S.M.C. 

Col. Elbridge R. Hills, U.S.A., retired, who died at his 
home in Brooklyn, N.Y., April 14, 1910, was born in 
Ohio March 18, 1844, and was appointed a cadet at the 
U.S.M.A. July 1, 1862. He was graduated in 1866 and 
assigned as a second lieutenant to the 5th Artillery. He 
was promoted a first lieutenant in 1867, captain in 1892, 
and major, Artillery Corps, 1901; lieutenant colonel in 
July, 1903, and colonel, Artillery Corps, in June, 1905. 
Colonel! Hills had served at various posts throughout the 
country, and was on duty at Fort Worden, Wash., when 
he was placed on the retired list at his own request on 
March 26, 1906, after over forty years’ service. In May 
and June, 1870, he was at Malone, N.Y., with the troops 
ordered to prevent Fenian raids into Canada. He also 
served, among other duties, at the University of Illinois, 
at Urbana, as professor of military science and tactics. 
In August, 1898, he was on duty in connection with the 
mustering out of the. Volunteer forces of New York. 
Colonel Hills was treasurer of the Military Service 
Institution of the United States from April, 1887, and 
was assistant secretary of that institution from October, 
1887, until September, 1888. He was a graduate of the 
Artillery School, class of 1890, and was a member of 
the Sons of the Revolution, the Society of the War of 
1812, a Mason, a Knight Templar, and the senior warden 
of St. John’s Church, Fort Hamilton. He married in 
1874 Miss Mary Fleming, of New York, who, with three 
sons and one daughter, survives him. 

Word was received in Vallejo, Cal., April 12, 1910, to 
the effect that Master at Arms Sam Barnes, U.S.N.. on 
duty on the cruiser Tacoma, had lost his life at Cristobal, 
Isthmian Cana] Zone, on March 31 last, by falling over- 
board and being devoured by a shark. The unfortunate 
petty officer was directing the operations of a gang of 
men who were painting the side of the cruiser, and, in 
walking out on the swinging boom, the life ling which he 
was holding on to in some manner gave way, and he fell 
into the shark infested waters. Lifebuoys were thrown 
to him and several men risked their lives by jumping 
overboard to his assistance, but just as he took hold of 
one of the buoys a shark seized him and carried him 
below the surface of the water. His comrades kept a 
sharp lookout in the hopes that he might possibly be 
able to free himself from the shark, but the only thing 
that ever returned to the surface was the lifebuoy which 
Barnes had hold of when he went down. 

Midshipman Earl D. Wilson, U.S.N., who was injured 
in a football game Oct. 16, 1909, and who was one of the 
best athletes at the Academy, died at Annapolis, Md., 
April 16, 1910. He was injured while making a flying 
tackle, the back of his neck striking violently against the 
ground. An examination revealed a fracture between 
the fourth and fifth cervical vertebre, and the spinal 
cord was severely depressed, causing complete paralysis 
from the shoulders down, An-operation was performed 


‘ by which the pressure on the spinal cord was relieved, 


and hope was felt that this would bring about his re- 
covery, but in vain, as the cord was badly lacerated. 
Midshipman Wilson was born Oct. 16, 1887. He was 
appointed to the Naval Academy from Covington, Kenton 
county, Ky., July 9, 1907, on the nomination of Repre- 
sentative Rhinock, of the Sixth Congressional District of 
ew and was in the second class at the time of his 
eath.

Louis, Mo., on April 12, was the widow of Col. George 
Penny Webster, 98th Ohio Vol. Inf., who was killed while 
in command of the 34th Brigade, Jackson’s Division of 
McCoon’s Corps, at the battle of Perryville, Ky., Oct. 8, 
1862. Four sons survive, Thomas M. and Charles B.. 
of St. Louis, Mo.; George W., of Columbus, Ohio, and 
Capt.. John McA. Webster, U.S.A., retired. Interment 
took place April 14 “in the beautiful cemetery at her old 
home in Steubenville, Ohio, where a massive granite 
monument, erected in 1897 by the survivors of the 98th 
Ohio, marks her husband’s last resting place.

John T. Goldsborough, for many years prominent in 
the U.S. Geodetic and Coast Survey, and, the first en- 
gineer to command a vessel on a survey trip around the 
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world, died at his home, 1200 C street, Northeast, Wash- 
ington, D.C., April 18, 1910, following an illness of one 
vear. The body was taken to Baltimore for burial. 
Pallbearers, selected from among the members of the 
Marine Engineer Society, were Capt. Frank W. Perkin, 
assistant superintendent of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey; Capt. John J. Gilbert, inspector of hydrography 
and topography; George A. Berry, Dr. A. S. Helton, 
George Maye and Col. J. A. Straight. Mr. Goldsborough 
many years ago was placed in charge of the Pathfinder, 
the first boat in that department to circle the globe under 
command other than that of the Navy. 

“In the passing away of a faithful servant, it is 
thought fit to record the long services of Mr. Frank 
sorry, late chief clerk in the office of the depot quarter- 
master at Philadelphia, Pa.,” writes a correspondent.

He entered 
the Confederate service during the rebellion, and rose to 
the rank of major general.

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CHANGES IN ARMY REGULATIONS. 


G.0. 57, APRIL 8, 1910, WAR DEPARTMENT. 
I.—Pars. 293, 828, 672, 737, 1217, 1218, 1225, 1226, 1227, 
1231, 1232, 1287, 1240, 1248, 1250, 1268 and 1461, Army 
Regulations, are amended to read as follows, to take effect 
July 1, 1910: 


293. Special regulations for soldiers’ fare cannot be made 
to suit each locality and circumstance. Personal care and 
judgment on the part of company officers are relied on to pre- 
vent waste or misuse. By due economy the ration allowance 
will provide sufficient variety of diet. 

328. The company fund, which will consist of the gross 
amounts of money received from all sources, is received by 
the company commander and, with the concurrence of the 
company council, is disbursed by him solely for the benefit of 
the company. The fund of the hospital, or of a detachment 
or band having a separate mess, is regarded as a company 
fund. Moneys accruing to the fund of a detachment of the 
Huspital Corps, together with the proceeds from the ration 
and savings account of the sick in hospital, and the commuta- 
tion of rations paid to the surgeon conformably to paragraph 
1229, belong to the hospital fund. 

672. Upon the receipt of public property by an officer he 
will make careful examination to ascertain its quality and 
condition, but will not break original packages until issues or 
sales are to be made, unless he has reason to believe the con- 
tents defective. Should he discover defect or shortage, he will 
apply for a survey to determine it and fix the responsibility, 
Should he consider the property unfit for use, he will submit 
inventories in triplicate and request the action of an inspector, 
The same rule will be observed in regard to packages when 
first opened for issue or sale, and for property damaged or 
missing while in store. 

737. Laborers, teamsters and employees of similar charac- 
ter, traveling under competent orders, will be entitled to such 
actual and necessary expenses of travel and subsistence as may 
be authorized by the chief of bureau which pays the accounts, 
Those entitled to rations under paragraph 1218 will not be 
allowed commutation therefor, and if it be impracticable for 
them to carry food, a ration and savings account will not be 
opened for them for the period during which they are travel- 
ing. 


He: x 
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The Ration. 

1217. A ration is the allowance for the subsistence of one 
person for one day and varies in components according to the 
station of the troops or the nature of the duty performed. 
The garrison ration is for troops in garrison or in permanent 
camps; the field ration is for troops in the field with sufficient 
transportation; the haversack ration for troops in the field in 
active campaign when transportation is limited; the travel 
ration for troops traveling otherwise than by marching and 
separated from cooking facilities; the Filipino ration for use 
of the Philippine Scouts, and the emergency ration for troops 
in active campaign for use on occasions of emergency. 

The commanding officer will determine which of the several 
prescribed rations is appropriate for the particular service to 
be performed and will direct the use of the same. 

After troops have, through the exigencies of the service, 
subsisted on the field or haversack ration the commanding 
general may, in written orders, direct the issue in kind of 
specified articles of subsistence stores of money value equal 
to the difference in the price between the field or haversack 
ration furnished to and used by such troops and the price of 
the same number of garrison rations. Such issue will be 
made only when necessary for the health and comfort of the 
troops and will be independent of and in addition to the ration 
then being used, but such issues will not be ordered after 
sixty days from the last date on which the troops were sub- 
sisted on the field or haversack ration. 

1218. Enlisted men, applicants for enlistment while held 
under observation, prisoners of war, military prisoners at 
posts, hospital matrons, and nurses in the Nurse Corps are 
each entitled to one ration a day, according to the station or 
the nature of the service; and when the rate of pay of a civil- 
ian employed with the Army does not exceed $60 a month, 
if the circumstances of his service make it necessary and the 
terms of his engagement provide for it, there may be allowed 
him one ration a day, according to the exigencies of the case. 
Civilian employees traveling with organizations of troops will 
be rationed as are the organizations. 


Ration Returns and Accounts. 


1225. Ration returns for troops and applicants for enlist- 
ment while held under observation, will be signed by the 
immediate commanders of the organizations, and approved by 
the commanding officer. After approval they will be pre- 
sented at the commissary for action. Single ration returns 
will be submitted for organizations, including persons per- 
mitted to mess separately, and will embrace all persons 
actually present. Individual ‘‘Ration and Savings Accounts’’ 
will not be opened for enlisted men or civilian employees per- 
mitted to mess separately. Company and detachment com- 
manders will personally verify the additions and deductions 
of rations on the returns on account of men joining and 
leaving during the ration periods immediately preceding, and 
the proper authority before approving such returns will cause 
them to be verified. 

1226. The ration for the Hospital Corps, hospital matrons, 
and others attached entitled to rations will be the same as 
that for the troops with which they serve. Their ration 
returns Will be signed by the medical officer in charge and 
approved by the commanding officer. 

1227. The ration for civilians employed with the Army will 
be the same as that for the troops with which they serve. 
Their ration returns will be signed by the officers in charge 
of the employees, and approved by the commanding officer. 

1231. When any considerable detachment of enlisted men 
leaves a post or command, the detachment commander will 
be furnished by the commissary with a ration certificate giv- 
ing the number of men and the organization to which they 
belong, and setting forth the date to which, and by -vhom, 
their ration and savings account has been settled, which 
certificate will be presented to the commanding officer at the 
station where rations are next furnished. Civilian employees 
entitled to rations are, when detached, furnished with ration 
certificates. 

1232. When a person entitled to rations leaves an organi- 
zation the rations allowed for him for any period beyond the 
date of his leaving and not taken with him will be deducted 
on the next ration return of the organization. 

Issues of Subsistence Stores. 

1237. Subsistence will not be issued to destitute persons 
except when the commanding officer assumes the responsi- 
bility of ordering the issue to relieve starvation or extreme 
suffering. In such cases the circumstances will be fully stated 
in a written order, specifying the articles and quantities to be 
issued. This order, bearing a certificate of an officer that the 
stores have been issued, will be filed by the commissary, with

commissary in the month during which they accumulated, 
the proper organization will be furnished with an extract of 
the account showing the amount due, which voucher, duly 
certified by the commissary and approved by the commanding 
officer, will be presented for payment to any commissary 
having funds for the purpose. f / 

1243. Enlisted men, applicants for enlistment, and recruits 
ordered upon journeys which can be performed within twenty- 
four hours from the hour of starting must be subsisted during 
the journey upon cooked or travel rations procured for the 
purpose from the company kitchen, the contractor for meals, 
or from the commissary. _ 

1250. Commutation of rations allowed to an enlisted man 
or an applicant for enlistment while traveling, when not di- 
rected to be paid in advance, will be paid to him at the end of 
his journey, upon presentation of the order for the journey, 
with the certificate of his commanding officer thereon in the 
following form: ‘‘Last ration to include , 19—; will 
leave station at ——, , 19—; the rations overdrawn 
will be deducted from the ration return of Company + 
Regiment of for the period from , 19—, 
to , 19—,’’ and a certificate signed by a commissioned 
officer in the following form: ‘‘Joined station at _— 
i9—.’’ The period allowed by the paying officer will be the 
time required over the shortest usually traveled route. If 
ordered paid in advance, it will be paid upon presentation of 
a certified copy of the order directing the payment, having 
thereon the certificate in the above form of his commanding 
officer. In this case the paying officer will indorse the date, 
mode, and amount of payment, over his signature, on the order 
which is retained by the soldier or applicant for enlistment, 
and certify on the copy that he has made such indorsement. 
The soldier or applicant for enlistment will deliver his re- 
tained order to the commanding officer at the station where 
rations are next furnished, The order, or copy thereof, on 
which commutation has been paid will be filed as a subvoucher 
to the receipt roll, and the paying officer will indorse on the 
order, or copy thereof, the date, mode and amount of payment. 

1263. Civilians employed with the Army, including those 
expressly employed for their services as tailors, shoemakers, 
and laundrymen, may be allowed, at remote places or in the 
field where food cannot otherwise be procured, to purchase 
from the Subsistence Department, in limited quantities for 
their own use, for cash, at cost prices such articles of the ra- 
tion or of stores kept for sales to officers and enlisted men as 
can be spared from the supplies on hand, 

1461. The ration of enlisted men of the Army on the active 
list while under treatment and the ration of members of the 
Nurse Corps (female) while on duty in this hospital will be 
commuted at the rate of 30 cents a ration, to be paid to the 
surgeon in charge by the post commissary or by such officer 
of the Subsistence Department as may be designated, con- 
formably to the regulations governing the subsistence of pa- 
tients and nurses at other Army hospitals. The ration of the 
enlisted men of the Army on duty at this hospital will be 
commuted at ‘the rate of 30 cents a ration, to be paid to the 
men by the commissary upon their individual receipts, con- 
formably to the regulations governing such payments in other 
Army cases. The subsistence of enlisted men of the Navy 
and of the Marine Corps on the active list under treatment 
in this hospital in pursuance of orders will be paid for to the 
surgeon in charge at the rate of 30 cents a day by the proper 
officer of the Navy Department, upon monthly statements of

channels. 

IIl.—Par. 824, Army Regulations, as amended by G.O. 
No. 138, W.D., Aug. 26, 1908; Par. 1228, Army Regulations, 
as amended by Par. II, G.O. No. 141, W.D., July 12, 1909; 
Par. 1238, Army Regulations, as amended by Par. II, G.O. 
No. 120, W.D., June 18, 1909, and Par. 1254, Army Regula- 
tions, as amended by G.O. No. 145, W.D., Sept. 9, 1908, are 
further amended to read as follows, to take effect July 1, 


324, The bakery will purchase flour required for baking 
bread from the commissary, bake it into one and two pound 
loaves and sell the bread by the pound, at the current cost 
price of flour in the commissary, to organizations, detach- 
ments or individuals entitled to rations. Bread may be baked 
for sale to others connected with the military service at the 
post, and to post exchanges at a price fixed by the post coun- 
cil of administration. At the end of every quarter the post 
council will make an equitable distribution of the earnings 
of the bakery, and this action, when approved by the post 
commander, will be finel. Bread will be sold by the bakery 
only. When enlisted men or others entitled to rations are 
allowed to mess separately from companies or organizations, 
they will not be required to purchase bread from the bakery; 
but they will not be entitled to any share of the bakery 
profits. When troops are transiently at a post or station 
for a period of less than ten days they are not entitled to 
share in the bakery profits. 

1228. Subsistence supplies will be furnished to the Organ- 
ized Militia of the several states, territories, and the District 
of Columbia in accordance with the provisions of ‘‘An Act to 
promote the efficiency of the Militia, and for other purposes,’’ 
approved Jan. 21, 1903, as amended by the Act of Congress 
approved May 27, 1908, upon proper requisition therefor. 

1238. All articles of the garrison, travel, or Filipino ration 
due a company, or other military organization, will be retained 
by the commissary and credit given to the organization for 
the money value of these articles at the current price of the 
articles; and the commissary will pay as savings to the organ- 
ization commanders any excess in value of the stores so re- 
tained over those purchased by the organization. 

The commanding officer will designate the periods for which 
ration returns are to be submitted. Immediately upon the 
receipt of a ration return at the commissary, duly signed and 
approved, the commissary will enter it, together with the 
actual cost of the ration as computed on the back of the 
Ration and Savings Account. The stores required will be 
purchased from the commissary on Charge Sales Slips, in the 
name of the organization, against their credit shown on the 
account. At the end of the month, or whenever necessary, 
the organization commander will settle the account at the 
commissary, when the savings due the organization, or the 
amount due the commissary, as the case may be, will be paid 
and the account certified as required, Money accruing from 
tke Ration and Savings Account of an organization will be 
spent only for food. 

All articles of the ration required for the supply of troops 
will be obtained from the commissary when on hand, except 
that if any organization uses during the month more of any 
article of the ration than is authorized by regulations such 
excess need not necessarily be bought from the commissary, 
or, if any article be not in stock, a temporary supply may be 
purchased elsewhere. 

1254. When an officer orders commutation of rations to be 
paid, or rations furnished to a soldier on furlough to enable 
him to reach his proper station, the officer paying the com- 
mutation or furnishing the rations will report the full amount 
paid, or the money value of the food supplied, to the soldier’s 
company commander. Should the soldier reach his station 
on or before the last day of his furlough, the company com- 
mander will charge the full amount of the payment, or value 
of the rations against his pay on the next muster roll and pay 
roll. Should he reach his post after the expiration of his fur- 
lough, and the delay be not excused, the full amount will be 
similarly charged. Should the overstaying of his furlough be 
excused, the full amount, diminished by the value of the ra- 
tion, at 25 cents a day, for the number of days during which 
he was absent after the furlough had expired, will be charged. 


III.—Par. 1239, Army Regulations, is rescinded and the 


following substituted therefor, to take effect July 1, 1910: 

1239. On the first of each month, or whenever necessary, 
the commissary will compute on the back of the Ration and 
Savings Account the actual cost of the ration in use at his 
post at the following rates: 

Garrison ration—per centum: Beef, fresh, 70; bacon, issue, 
30; flour, issue, 100; baking powder, 100; beans, 50; rice, 50; 
potatoes, fresh, 70; onions, fresh, 20; tomatoes, canned, 10; 
prunes, 80; jam, 50; apples, evaporated, 10; peaches, evap- 
orated, 10; coffee, R. and G, 100; sugar, 100; milk, evap- 


orated, unsweetened, 100; vinegar, 50; pickles, cucumber, 50; 
salt, 100; pepper, black, 100; cinnamon, 100; lard, 100; 
butter, 100; sirup, 100; flavoring extract, lemon, 100. 

When a holiday occurs in any ration period and the turkey 
or chicken available for supply costs more than the regular 
meat ration the proper allowance will be made by adding to 
the amount due the organization for that period the product 
of the number of men present on the holiday multiplied by 
the excess cost of the chicken or turkey over the regular meat 
ration. 

Travel ration—per centum: Soft bread or hard bread, 100; 
beef, corned or hash, O.B., 100; beans, baked, 100; tomatoes, 
canned, 100; jam, 100; coffee, R. and G.,* 100; sugar,* 100; 
milk, evaporated, unsweetened,* 100. 

*When 21 cents coffee money is paid, the coffee,.sugar and 
milk components will not be included when computing the 
travel ration. 

Filipino ration—per centum: Beef, fresh, 70; bacon, issue, 
20; fish, 10; or, canned meat, 70; bacon, issue, 20; fish, 10; 
flour, or hard bread, 100; baking powder, when ovens are not 
available, 100; rice, Filipino No. 2, 100; or, rice, saigon 
(when Filipino No. 2 cannot be obtained), 100; camotes, 100; 
Mongos, 100; coffee, roasted and ground, 100; ginger root, 
100; sugar, 100; vinegar, 100; salt, 100; pepper, black, 100. 

IV.—Pars. 1209, 1222 and 1230, Army Regulations, are 
rescinded, to take effect July 1, 1910.

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AMENDMENTS, MANUAL SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 
GA. 58, APRIL 9, 1910, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

I.—Pars. 145, 146, 147, 172, 186, 187, 189, 193, 194, 196, 
197, 198, 203, 204, 205, 206, 207, 210, 214, 268, 274, 285 
and 320, Manual for the Subsistence Department, 1908, are 
amended to read as follows, to take effect July 1, 1910: 

ARTICLE V. 
Rations. 

Note.—For definitions of the various rations established and 
the articles and amounts thereof which comprise these Tra- 
tions, see the Army Regulations and the Appendix to this 
Manual, [ ee 

145. The Filipino ration is prescribed for Philippine Scouts, 
whether in garrison, in the field, or traveling. When imprac- 
ticable for Philippine Scouts to use the Filipino ration while 
traveling other than by marching, on account of the lack of 
cooking facilities or for other reasons, the regular travel ra- 
tion may be prescribed. 

j Fresh Bread. 

146. Fresh bread is supplied to troops in garrison from 
post bakeries operated in accordance with Army Kegulations. 
In the field, if the garrison ration is furnished as authorized 
in permanent camps, bakeries will be established whenever 
practicable and operated in like manner as bakeries at posts. 

147. When the field or haversack ration is furnished, and 
troops are in active campaign, bakeries will be established 
when practicable. The commissary will furnish the flour and 
yeast rations due troops direct to the field bakeries, any 
amounts in excess of those required to furnish full allowance 
of bread to troops being retained by the commissary. If other 
stores are needed in baking bread they will be furnished 
by the commissary to the bakery upon properly approved 
requisitions. 

172. Nurses not members of the Nurse Corps and hospital 
matrons on duty in hospitals are not entitled to commutation 
of rations at 30 cents per ration, but may be subsisted as are 


troops. 
ARTICLE VI. 


Rations and Methods of Accounting. 

Note.—See the Army Regulations for methods of furnishing 
rations. 

186. A full day’s ration is the unit. Fractional parts of 
the unit for a fractional part of a day are not allowed. En- 
listed men joining station at or before dinner hour of a given 
day will be allowed full rations for the day. A fraction of a 
ration less than one-half is disregarded, and a fraction more 
than one-half is considered a ration. 

187. When rations obtained from the commissary are found 
by a surveying officer to be deteriorated, lost or destroyed, so 
that those for whom they were procured were insufficiently 
subsisted and money is expended from the company fund for 
necessary subsistence, the company fund may be reimbursed 
by the Subsistence Department for the.amount so expended 
upon a full statement of the circumstances of the case and the 
approval of the Secretary of War. 

189. After rations leave the commissary they are in the 
keeping of the troops, and any loss sustained is theirs. 

193. Corned beef, roast beef and corned-beef hash will 
ordinarily be purchased in two-pound net-weight cans. When 
emergencies require the purchase of trade packages (No. 2 
cans) of these articles, such cans will be estimated as 24 
ounces. Trade packages of other ration articles being of vary- 
ing weights, their contents will be estimated as follows: 

Fish, salmon, No. 1 cans, 16 ounces; baking powder, No. 1-2 
cans, 8; beans, baked, No. 1 cans, 10; beans, baked, No. 3 
cans, 32; tomatoes, No. 2 1-2 or No. 3 cans, 82; tomatoes, 
No. 10 cans, 104; jam, No. 2 cans, 25.20; milk, evaporated, 
family size, 12; milk, evaporated, hotel size, 32; milk, evap- 
orated, pint cans, 16; milk, evaporated, gallon cans, 128; 
lard, No. 5 pails, 66.56; spices, No. 1-4 cans, 4; flavoring ex- 
tracts, 2-ounce bottle, 2, and flavoring extracts, 8-ounce bottle, 
8. 





In computing the cost of the ration for a month in which a 
holiday occurs the allowance of undrawn chicken will be 20 
ounces and undrawn turkey will be 19 ounces. 

194. Civilian employees of the Subsistence Department will 
not be allowed rations as part of their compensation, except 
in time of war and in the field. 

196. The commissary who makes reimbursement issues, or 
furnishes rations for which reimbursement is to be collected, 
should forward with his returns separate abstracts and ration 
accounts of all such transactions, filing with them a copy of 
the authority or reference to the law justifying the same. 
Settlement is made in Washington between the appropriations 
concerned, 

197. When the Navy or Marine Corps, co-operating with 
the Army under the provisions of Section 1143, Revised Stat- 
utes, are furnished with rations, the subsistence appropriation 
of the Army is entitled to reimbursement from the correspond- 
ing appropriation of the Navy.—13 Comp. Dec., 529. 

Note.—See, also, Sales to Bureaus or Departments. 

Issues of Stores. 

Note.—For authorized issues of stores, see the Army Regu- 
lations. 

Ice. 

198. Ohief commissaries will see that ice for the preserva- 
tion of subsistence stores is provided where refrigerators are 
authorized by the Subsistence Department, and such ice will 
be paid for from the appropriation ‘‘Subsistence of the 
Army,’’ and will be accounted for on the ‘‘Certificate of 
Gains, Losses and Discrepancies,’’ and on the return of stores. 
It will be used solely in those refrigerators, and only for the 
preservation of subsistence stores in stock before the same 
are issued or sold. The quantity used will be such ag shall 
be ordered by the commanding officer of the post as necessary. 

203. Detachments of enlisted men, however small, if fur- 
nished with rations, are entitled to the prescribed allowance 
of ice. 

Prices, Civilian Employees and Separate Messing. 

204. When a. component or substitutive article of the ration 
is on hand in diferent kinds of packages, the price varying 
with the package, the current price of the article in the least 
expensive package on hand will be used in computing the cost 
of the ration. In computing the value of a ration for the 
‘*Ration and Savings Account’’ the current price of the com- 
ponent and substitutive articles of the ration will be used. 

205. If, at a newly established post or station, a component 
or substitutive article has not been supplied, or if, for any 
other reason, the commissary is unable to determine the cur- 
rent price for use in computing the cost of the ration, the 


price for the month (or until a supply is received) will be 
fixed by the chief commissary, who will base it, whenever 
practicable, upon the last price at the place designated as the 
source of supply of the article for the post or station. 

206. Civilian employees entitled to rations will be rationed 
as a detachment, e€ officer under whose supervision they 
come will take charge of their mess, sign their ration accounts 
at the commissary, and make an equitable distribution of 
amounts due to those authorized to mess separately. 

207. The ration return and ration and savings account of 
each organization or detachment: will include all enlisted men 
belonging to it or attached to it for rations; the commander 
will make an equitable distribution of the amounts due the 
men authorized to mess separately. Members of the’ different 
detachments of non-commissioned staff officers Messing sepa- 
rately will be rationed as detachments, their detachment com- 
manders making an equitable distribution of the amounts due 
on their ration and savings account. 

Gains, Losses and Discrepancies. 

210. If, after taking his monthly inventory, a commissar 
finds that minor shortages exist through ne pee am 
errors, etc., he is allowed to drop such shortages from his 
returns on a certificate as prescribed, in his own handwriting, 
and approved by the commanding officer. Unusual discrep- 
ancies not covered by the above will be accounted for by sur- 
vey reports. 

Sales. 

Note.—General regulations governing the sale of subsistence 
stores are contained in the Army Regulations. 

214. Subject to the restrictions noted in Cir. No. 4, Office 
of the Commissary General, 1908, as printed in the Appendix, 
one kind, size, brand or variety of article except ice under 
each numbered item of said circular may be kept on hand 
for sale at any post, provided that in the opinion of the 
chief commissary such supply is warranted, considering possi- 
ble losses due to accumulation of varieties, sizes, etc., which 
may not be in regular demand. A change from one brand to 
another, under the same numbered heading, is allowable when 
such change will not result in an accumulation. A ration 
article required at a post, if authorized in various kinds of 
packages, will be supplied only in the least expensive kind, if 
such package answers every requirement. Chicken and turkey 
will be sold for national holidays only. 

Note.—See Par. 9 of this Manual for the duty of a chief 
commissary in connection with neglected varieties at a post. 

268. The garrison ration will be furnished for recruits or 
troops traveling with kitchen tourist cars, or when space in a 
baggage or other car is used by the command as a kitchen. 

274. Gives a complete list of the blank forms furnished by 
the Subsistence Department. (We omit list.) 

285. Issues made by a commissary are abstracted on the 
Abstract of Issues. The issues are made on Ration Returns, 
which are referred to on the abstract but retained by the 
commissary, The commanding officer ordering the issues 
certifies to the correctness of the abstract. When issues are 
made, Issue Slips are prepared by the issuing commissary in 
duplicate, showing articles and quantities drawn. One copy, 
receipted by the officer drawing the stores (or the person 
authorized by him to receive and receipt for the supplies), 
is filed by the issuing commissary with his retained papers, 
the other being given to the receiving officer of the organ- 
ization.

The Secretary of War on April 19 transmitted to the 
Senate the record of the proceedings of the Brownsville 
court. The nineteeen volumes and collateral papers and 
maps were referred to the Senate Military Committee for 
recommendation as to printing portions not already 
printed. That the Inspector General of the Army will find 
it worth while to examine into the testimony of the officers 
who were summoned to testify in the various investiga- 
tions of the Brownsville affair is not widely believed in 
the War Department, for the reason, as one high officer 
of the General Staff said this week, that the witnesses 
testified on so many different occasions that it is not to 
be expected that their statements would always be dupli- 
cates of each other. Whatever conflict may be found in 
their testimony can easily be ascribed to the fallibility of 
human memory when it is called upon to assert itself 
at widely separate periods. The investigation into the 
Brownsville affair has been going on for four years now, 
and exact accuracy of recollection is not to be looked 
for in such a case.

THE CORPS OF ENGINEERS. 

The decision by the President to appoint Col. William 
H. Bixby, C.E., as Chief of Engineers, to succeed Brig. 
Gen. William L. Marshall when that officer retires on 
June 11, 1910, is of unusual interest to the Army because 
of the fact that President Taft is the first President for 
many years who has been in so close an association with 
the Army as he enjoyed as Secretary of War for the four 
years from 1904 to 1908. It had been thought that 
seniority might give way in the case of this appointment, 
as it was believed the President would give the promo- 
tion to some officer with whose work he had been made 
acquainted by frequent personal contact during the years 
when he was at the head of the War Department. It 
was because of the idea, entertained by some, that he 
President would be guided by personal knowledge of the 
material before him, rather than to “read the man in his 
record,” as one Army officer in Washington aphoristically 
put it, discussing the expected appointment the night 
before the selection was announced, that the appointment 
of Colonel Bixby, the senior colonel of Engineers, pos- 
sesses a peculiar interest. The fact that an officer has 
been chosen whose retirement will come about the time 
that the Panama Canal will be completed gives strong 
color to the belief that the intention on the part of the 
Administration is to pave the way for the appointment 
of Colonel Goethals, chief Engineer officer of the Canal, 
as Chief of Engineers, without causing him to give up his 
cherished desire to see the Canal work through to the 
end. 

Colonel Bixby will retire in 1913, and as_ the 
completion of the Canal is confidently expected to be 
accomplished in 1912, there is little doubt among the 
friends of Colonel Goethals that it will be possible for 
him to finish the Canal with a good margin of time to 
spare before the retirement of Colonel Bixby. With this 
prospect before him, there is little doubt that the driving 
energy with which Colonel Goethals has so far prosecuted 
the excavation on the Canal will be continued until the 
last shovel is laid down and the oceans come together. 
Colonel Bixby’s work has been of a character to impress 
the appointing power with his ability. After his gradua- 
tion from the Military Academy in 1873, he took a 
course of instruction in engineering in Paris, and later 
became Professor of Civil and Military Engineering at 
West Point. Going to France again in 1880 to attend the 
annual maneuvers, he examined and reported on fortifi- 
cations in Europe, for which duty his previous training 
in the Paris schoo] had well fitted him. Of late he has 
been in the public eye on account of holding the chair- 
manship of the board which investigated the proposed 
channel from the Great Lakes to the Gulf, and which 
aroused much feeling in certain parts of the Valley of 
the Mississippi by taking strong ground against the 
commercial value of the proposed waterway. At that 
time members of boards of trade along the river went so 
far as to challenge the right of the engineering experts 
to pass upon the commercial phase of the question. How- 
ever, Colonel Bixby, in the midst of the tumult, called 
attention to the law under which the work was prose- 
cuted, and which called for an opinion of the trade value 
of the proposed improvement. Colonel Bixby was born 
in Charlestown, Mass., Dec. 27, 1849, and his retirement 
for age will therefore be in 1913. 

In an article on men who have given up fortunes that 
they might serve Uncle Sam, E. J. Edwards speaks of 
Col. George W. Goethals, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., and 
the Army Engineers associated with him in the digging 
of the Panama Canal as “men who could make many 
times their present salaries if they were working for 
private corporations.” He says the engineers who pre- 
ceded Colonel Goethals, and who were drawn from civil 
life. were each paid $30,000 a year, and each went back 
to private station on salaries at least twice that which 
Colonel Goethals and his four fellow-engineers draw. 
“Incidentally the Colonel and his Army colleagues have 
been told that they, too, could go to civil life with larger 
pay—much larger, in fact, than is now theirs. But they 
are sticking close to the big job on which Uncle Sam 
placed them some time ago.” Colonel Goethals has won 
the everlasting respect of the men, according to Mr. Ed- 
wards, by his attention to their “troubles.” ‘Instead of 
resting on Sunday, as everyhody on the Canal has a 
right to do, he throws open his office to all comers, and 
the poorest paid employee on the Canal is welcome to 
state any grievance he may have to the ‘boss’ on that 
day. If the complaint is worthy, Colonel Goethals will 


‘take his railroad automobile on Monday morning and 


investigate it in person, and rectify it if necessary. It 
is no uncommon thing for the white-haired and hand- 
some Colonel to dismiss his chauffeur twenty miles from 
Culebra Cut, where his headquarters are located, and 
walk back. One of Colonel Goethals’s colleagues, Lieut. 
Col. William LL. Sibert, is building the Gatun locks, one 
of the big engineering feats of the Canal, for which he 
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would unquestionably receive much more than $12,000 
were he working for some one besides the Government. 
He is a German, slow and methodical in his ways of 
doing business, but absolutely ‘sot’ in his opinions. He 
lives on his job, but when he appears before a Congres- 
sional committee to explain what he is doing and how 
he is doing it he is more bashful than a débutante. 
Similar sacrifices are exacted of Lieut. Cols. H. F. 
Hodges and D. D. Gaillard, the other division Engineers 
on the Canal, and of Col. William C. Gorgas, who, as 
all the world knows, has transformed the Canal Zone 
from a pest-ridden hole into a comparative paradise for 
a white man to live in.” 





CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


President Taft on April 19 signed the Military 
Academy Appropriation bill, with its new anti-hazing 
regulations and other features, as given in our issue of 
April 16, page 979. By this law a eadet charged with 
the mest serious forms of hazing, the punishment for 
which is dismissal, shall have a trial by a general court- 
martial upon his written request. An attempt is being 
made in the newspapers to show that these changes in 
regulations permit the five cadets dismissed two years 
ago, among whom was Cadet Rossell, to appeal to the 
new regulations and demand a trial by a court-martial, 
us provided in the changed rules. It is the opinion of 
those best informed in the War Department that such 
reversal will not operate in the case of these five, as 
they were dismissed under the old law. “To argue that 
these five are entitled to a trial by court-martial because 
the changed rules provide for that procedure,” said one 
of the leading authorities in the War Department, 
‘‘would make a mockery of the laws of the country; for 
whenever a law was changed, in any way mitigating the 
old-time penalties, all those convicted under it might 
demand a new trial. In the cases of Cadets Bodine, 
Rayner and Boyken the case is different, for their cases 
did not come under the unchanged old rules, and the 
application of the amended regulations in their case is 
a totally different proposal. But back of them the 
changes do not go.” 

But W. T. Rossell, jr.. Harry G. Weaver, John H. 
Booker, jr., Albert E. Crane, Jacob S. Fortner, Gordon 
Lefebvre, Chauncey C. Devore and Earl W. Dunmore. 
eight West Point cadets who were discharged for hazing, 
appear to be on the way to reinstatement. This is pro- 
vided for in S.J. Res. 94, which was reported favorably 
to the Senate on Thursday, April 21. And the friends of 
the cadets are confident that the resolution will be passed 
at this session. Under the terms of the resolution the 
President is authorized to reappoint the cadets without 
regard to age or the existence of vacancies. The cadets 
are then to be tried by court-martial, which is provided 
for in the new hazing regulations. The cadets that are 
found not guilty by the court are to be permitted to 
resume their studies at the beginning of the next 
academic year in classes designated by the Secretary of 
War. Those who are found guilty will be dropped from 
the rolls of the Academy. The terms of the resolution, 
it is claimed by the friends of the cadets, will disarm 
opposition to its passage. The cadets are not now asking 
for reinstatement, but really for a trial. They claim 
that they were never given a trial, and that in the 
investigation they were not given an opportunity to 
defend themselves. 

The Young bill (H.R. 7117), for the increase in the 
Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., will come up in the House 
as unfinished business on Monday, May 2. It will re- 
quire a two-thirds vote to pass the bill on that date, but 
Mr. Young is confident that the measure will command 
the support of more than that number of members of the 
House. As the River and Harbor bill came from the 
Senate and will probably be agreed to in conference, an 
increase in the Corps of Engineers is clearly an absolute 
necessity to the carrying out of the provisions of the 
measure. The Corps of Engineers is behind with its 
work at present, and no other bill that has been passed 
by Congress has made so great a demand upon the En- 
gineers as will be provided for in this session’s River 
and Harbor appropriation. 

Because of the objection of Representative Kuster- 
mann, of Wisconsin, the Retired Volunteer Officers bill 
(H.R. 18899) was not considered by the House on 
Monday, April 18. Representative Prince, of Illinois, 
who has charge of the bill, attempted to bring it up under 
the unanimous consent rule, thinking that no member 
would assume the responsibility of objecting to the bill. 
He was disappointed in this, and if it is allowed to take 
the regular course the bill will not be reached for three 
or four weeks. This is due to the fact that the call of 
the Military Committee will not be reached under the 
Wednesday calendar rule for at least three weeks. An 
effort was made this “week to induce the Committee on 
Rules to bring in a special rule. It is possible that the 
Rules Committee will grant a hearing to the advocates 
of the measure some time next week. A number of the 
members of the new Rules Committee think that it 
would be good politics for it to bring in its first special 
rule for a bill advocated by the soldiers of the Civil War. 
There is no doubt that the Retired Volunteer Officers 
bill will be passed in the House if it comes to a vote. 
With the Sherwood amendment, which places privates 
on the retired list at $30 per month, it would be political 
suicide to most of the members in the Northern states 
to vote against the bill. The Democrats are trying to 
make political capital out of the measure, and the Repub- 
licans cannot afford to openly oppose it. Over in the 


Senate Senator Warner, of Missouri, who will have 
charge of the bill, will attempt to force consideration of 
the measure as soon as it is passed by the House. He 
may ask the Senate to take it up before it is passed by 
the House. At least, the Senator from Missouri will not 
be inactive when it comes from the House. Some of the 
most influential and aggressive members of the Senate 
are interested in the passage of the bill. Senator Warner 
is anxious to bring up the bill in the Senate at the 
earliest date possible. If the measure is not passed by 
the House in a week or so he will ask the Senate 
Military Committee to report it out, so that it can be 
placed on the calendar of the Senate. “I would prefer 
to have the bill come over from the House,” said Senator 
Warner, “before it is considered in the Senate Com- 
mittee. This would simplify matters, and I have been 
waiting for the House to take action upon the bill as it 
is reported from the House Committee. But if the House 
does not pass the bill within a week or so I will take it 
up in the Senate Committee.” 

The Secretary of the Navy, replying to the question of 
the House as to why the appropriation made in 1898 for 
the construction of a gunboat on the Great Lakes re- 
mains unexpended, states that, according to an opinion 
of the State Department. at that time, such construction 
would be contrary to the letter and spirit of the Rush- 
Bagot convention, and a recommendation of the Navy 
Department, made in 1906, that it would seem to be to 
the best interests of the United States if this agreement 
could be abrogated, remains unacted upon. 

A correspondent writes: “In the bill now before Con- 
gress to promote midshipmen to the grade of ensign 
upon graduation, the provision concerning the classes of 
1908 and 1909 would appear, at first sight, to satisfy 
the present conditions, but on closer examination we find 
that no provision has been made for ‘the classes of 1906 
and 1907. who are now serving as ensigns, and who 
would, under the present law, attain the rank of lieu- 
tenant (j.g.) in 1911 and 1912. If the bill is passed in 
its present form, midshipmen of the class of 1908 would 
receive their commissions as lieutenant (j.g.) before the 
class of 1907. This difficulty could be easily overcome 
by incorporating the classes of 1906 and 1907 in the 
same clause with that of 1908 and 1909.” 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Winthrop spoke on 
Friday before the House Naval Committee in opposition 
to Sections 5 and 20 of the Foss Naval Militia bill. 
Comdr. J. M. Mitcherson, of the Pennsylvania Naval 
Militia, president of the National Militia Association, 
supported these sections. Both witnesses asked for the 
early passage of the bill, and agreed upon the general 
scope of the measure. The chief difference between the 
Navy Department and the National Militia Association 
represented by these two witnesses is over the rank to 
be taken by the Naval Militia officers when they are 
given regular commissions in time of war. It was con- 
tended by the Assistant Secretary that their rank should 
be determined solely by examinations conducted by the 
Department. Under no other conditions should they be 
given regular commissions. The Foss bill, as amended, 
provides that Naval Militia officers can be assigned to 
shore duty in time of war without examination. State 
commission should permit them to serve on shore, but 
not go to sea or fight. Commander Mitcherson contended 
that some of the expert mechanics and high class officers 
are now qualified to take positions on shore in the Navy. 
Assistant Secretary Winthrop insisted that the bars 
should not be let down in the least, as a demoralization 
of the personnel of the Navy might result. A rigid system 
of examination for Naval Militia officers who are de- 
sirous of entering the Navy, he argued, would not only 
maintain a high standard in the Regular Navy, but 
would have an elevating effect upon the Militia.

The House Committee on the Library has recommended 
the passage of a bill providing for a permanent commis- 
sion of nine persons to pass upon national] historical 
publications, allowing them to employ a secretary at 
$2,000 a year, and authorizing a total expenditure of 
$10,000 annually. Propositions for historical publication 
by any department of the Government must be submitted 
to this commission for a written opinion as to its advis- 
ability, scope, plan and method of publication, the work 
of publication, if undertaken, to be under the direction 
and control of the commission. The committee say: “The 
Government has never had a general, broadly conceived, 
systematic plan, and it has never had any regular, 
organized means of bringing expert historical opinion ‘to 
bear on the question what enterprises ought to be under- 
taken and how each should be accomplished. The result 
is that the whole mass has -been miscellaneous and 
casual. The Government has issued many valuable and 
well executed historical publications, but because of the 
casual and haphazard process through which publications 
have been resolyed upon and the want of close control 
over their execution, it has issued some that had no 
substantia! historical importance and some that were 
quite badly done. Nearly all of our Government’s great 
historical enterprises have now been brought to a close. 
At least there is no great work now pending, and we 
have a free hand for the introduction of a better system. 
Great Britain began with such a commission in 1800; 
France, at the instance of Guizot, in 1834; Belgium in 
the same year. Commissions of precisely this form exist 
to-day in Austria, in Hungary, in Italy, in Russia, in 
the Netherlands, in nearly all the German states, in 
Canada and in Japan. The French and the Dutch fur- 
nish especially good models to follow. It is also worthy 


of remark that among out state governments those (about 
ten in number) which have for some years had similar 
permanent advisory or supervisory bodies in charge of 
their historica] interests have on the whole been distin- 
guished above all the rest for the excellence of their 
historical volumes. The last thirty years have witnessed 
the development in the United States of a remarkable 
body of historical scholars. Your committee deem it no 
more than sound policy and wise economy to establish 
some regular means by which the National Government, 
too, may avail itself of their knowledge and experience 
in matters in which their advice would be of value.” 


= 
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An important decision has been made by the Medical 
Corps of the Army relative to the instruction of medical 
officers of the National Guard for the coming summer 
in connection with the maneuvers. The plan last in 
operation will be abandoned. Last year there were 
camps for such officers in three separate parts of the 
country—Gettysburg, Sparta and the Presidio. This 
summer there will be no special camp, but Major Paul 
¥. Straub, Medical Corps, U.S.A., will go to Gettys- 
burg in connection with the maneuvers to be held there 
and give a special course of instruction on different lines 
than hitherto have been the rule. The medical officers 
will proceed with the different detachments of troops in 
their movements at the maneuvers as heretofore, but on 
their return to camp Major Straub will give them each 
time a medical problem to work out, such, for example, 
as first aid stations in this contingency, dressing stations 
in that situation, ete. It is expected that this work will 
prove not only highly beneficial from a medical instruc- 
tional point of view, but will be so attractive that the 
interest and enthusiasm in the work will be greatly in- 
creased. Officers of the Medical Corps who have gone 
over the plans of Major Straub are sanguine that re- 
sults will be obtained which will have a decided and 
marked effect upon the future teaching of the medical 
officers of the National Guard. While the work done 
last year and before produced some results of value they 
were found to be lacking in the quality that gives life 
to instruction, and this is precisely the thing that the 
plans which Major Sraub will be detailed to put into 
operation are counted upon to bring about. In a word, 
the endeavor at Gettysburg will be to give special in- 
struction to the medical officers of the Militia outside 
the regular camp teaching.

Owing to the pronounced views of Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood on elimination, the preparation of the Elimination 
bill, upon which General Crozier has long been engaged, 
will be deferred until General Wood’s arrival. It is not 
generally known, but General Crozier is nothing daunted 
by the prospect of having his proposals hotly assailed by 
the opponents who are sure to materialize as soon as the 
provisions of the bill are made known, for his views went 
through a sort of purgatorial purging at Mount Gretna 
at the last encampment there, when he laid his ideas 
before an assemblage of brother-officers. The latter were 
surprised by the mastery of the subject which General 
Crozier showed, and at first his opponents fell back in 
dismay when he threw forward his tables and then fol- 
lowed with a charge of heavy “curves,” showing the effect 
of all the changes he proposedr It looked for a time as 
if the enemy had been routed, but, bringing up their 
reserves, they deployed in good order, and the battle 
waged merrily for some time. General Crozier has not 
forgotten that strenuous time, and therefore is quite 
prepared for any “ragging” that is in store for his bill.

While it is no doubt true that a careful canvass of the 
officers of the War Department would show a decided 
majority in favor of the stand taken by Secretary 
Dickinson against permitting midshipmen who left the 
Naval Academy to be appointed to commissions in the 
Army before the graduation of their class, there are 
those who argue against what they call a discrimination 
against these ex-Academy men. ‘They hold that such 
men stand in the position of pure civilians, and if they 
have shown ability enough to stand hfgh in the exami- 
nations for commissions as Coast Artillery officers it is 
not fair to the Service to be deprived of their services. 
The withdrawal of the nominations from the Senate is 
taken to indicate that the next step will be to place the 
ex-Naval Academy men in the eligible list. As the re- 
tirement of Capt. F. W. Hinrichs, jr. (1st Lieut., Coast 
Art.), it has been decided, was as a captain of ordnance, 
the much desired vacancy in the Coast Artillery was not 
forthcoming.

To those who favor a drastic and draconian law to 
punish cadets guilty of hazing at West Point, without 
regard to the degree or character of the offense, we 
would commend the following legal maxims of Secretary 
Dickinson, which he expressed in discussing the changes 
in the hazing regulations this week, especially that part 
of his remarks which refer to those able,to thwart the 
execution of the law. “The former law was too severe,” 
said Secretary Dickinson. ‘Under these new rules, 
there has been a modification, but there has been no 
intention to encourage hazing. The whole purpose was 
to apportion the punishment to the nature of the offense. 
It is not the making of laws that prevents things; it is 
the execution of them. This change is sufficiently severe, 
but not so severe as to repel its enforcement and to 
elicit the active interference of people in a position to 
thwart its execution.” 
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THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

The Senate on April 19 passed the bill (H.R. 20686) 
appropriating for rivers and harbors over $52,500,000, 
substantially as reported from committee and noted in 
our issue of April 16, page 977. The portion of the bill 
receiving the greatest degree of consideration was the 
provision for the continuation of the National Water- 
ways Commission until 1913. Senator Newlands sought 
to have this body converted into an executive body, but 
was unsuccessful. It is to be hoped that the House will 
endorse the action of the Senate in appropriating for 
the substantial beginnings of an Atlantic coast inland 
waterways system and the deepening and widening of the 
channels leading to our important navy yards and sta- 
tions. The bill, calling for some $10,000,000 more than 
the House voted, goes to a conference committee of the 
Senate and House. An unsuccessful effort was made by 
Senator Newlands to attach his bill for the co-ordination 
of the Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., and other scientific 
and construction services of the country. 

The Senate has passed both the House bills relating 
to Militia allotments and maneuver expenses: H.R. 
22839, “hat the disbursing officers of the several states, 
territories and the District of Columbia are hereby 
authorized to pay from allotments under Section 1661, 
Revised Statutes, as amended, such sums as may be 
necessary to settle accounts incurred by the several states, 
territories and the District of Columbia for expenses in- 
volved by the participation of the Militia in joint en- 
campments with the regular Army during the season of 
1908; Provided, That the accounting officers of the 
Treasury are hereby authorized and directed to credit 
such disbursements”; and H.R. 22846, amending the 
Dick law so that in future funds allotted to the Militia 
imay be used in payment of maneuver expenses. 

ln the case of the recommitted bill (S. 1119) to 
authorize the appointment of Frank de L, Carrington as 
major of Infantry in the U.S. Army, the Military Com- 
mittee again reports the same to the Senate favorably 
with amendment, as follows: Strike out all after the 
preposition “to,” in line 6, and insert in lieu the words 
“be a major on the retired list, U.S. Army, as of date 
of the approval of this act.” Amend the title to read: 
“A bill to authorize the appointment of Frank de | 
Carrington as a major on the retired list of the U.S. 
Army.” 

lavorable report was made in the Senate on April 20 
on the bill of the House (H.R. 20849), to appoint Capt. 
John K. Barton, U.S.N., retired, to be an engineer-in- 
orig retired, with rank of rear admiral on the retired 
ist. 

Chairman Perkins, of the Senate Naval Committee, 
on Wednesday, April 20, reported without amendment 
the bill (H.R. 22685) to establish a naval observatory 
and define its duties. i 

In its favorable report on S. 3266, to pension the 
widow of the late Major Gen. O. O. Howard, the Senate 
Pensions Committee, after reciting the distinguished 
military service of General Howard, concludes: “Mrs. 
Howard is now seventy-seven years of age, broken in 
health, and is left with but little means for her support. 
The shock to her in receiving the sudden news of the 
death of her eldest son, Major Guy Howard, killed in 
battle in the Philippines Oct. 22, 1899, resulted in the 
beginning of a general impairment in her health. She 
is unable to obtain pension from the bureau com- 
mensurate with the rank and service of her distinguished 
husband, as it cannot be proved that his death occurred 
in consequence of wound or disease incurred while he 
was on the active list of the Army, hence her appeal to 
Congress. While this committee has of late years been 
earnestly endeavoring to prevent the passage of bills 
carrying large rates of pension, this particular case 
appeals so strongly to not only Congress, but the people 
of the country, as to make it one of exceptional merit. 
The long and arduous service of General Howard during 
the Civil War and the distinguished part he took in that 
great conflict merit recognition, and fully justifies Con- 
gress in voting his aged and helpless widow a liberal 
pension, and your committee recommends for her an 
allowance of $50 jer month, that being the highest rate 
which in recent years has been their policy to recommend 
for any widow of any officer of the Army or Navy.” 

Prices paid by vessels of the U.S. Navy for all kinds 
of subsistence supplies purchased at foreign ports during 
the years 1900 to 1909 may be learned from Senate 
Document No. 488, presented by Mr. Lodge on April 14 
from the Secretary of the Navy. 


The House has decided that Major Gen. Fred D. Grant 
is a Civil War veteran, having passed H.R. 21075, that 
he “be held and considered to have been mustered into 
the U.S. military Service as a captain of Volunteers on 
the staff of Gen. Ulysses S. Grant on April 29, 1863, 
and honorably discharged and mustered out of said Serv- 
ice on July 4, 1863, and that the Secretary of War is 
hereby authorized to issue an honorable discharge in 
accordance with this act: Provided, That no pay, bounty 
or other emoluments shall become due or payable by 
virtue of the passage of this act.” Favorable action on 
this bill by the Senate will make it possible for the Grand 
Army of the Republic to welcome to its membership this 
prominent son of an illustrious father. 

The House on April 15 passed H.R. 19719, authoriz- 
ing the appointment of Guy K. Calhoun “as additional 
professor of mathematics in the Navy as an extra num- 
ber with the rank, pay and allowances of ensign, to be 
promoted as his classmates are advanced until he reaches 
the grade of lieutenant, then to be advanced in rank and 
pay in the same manner as other members of the corps 
of professors of mathematics; Provided, That such ap- 
pointment may be made when the said Guy H. Calhoun 
shall establish his professional fitness by the usual 
examination to the satisfaction of the Secretary of the 
Navy.” 

The House on April 15 passed the bill (H.R. 20849) 
authorizing the President to appoint John K. Barton, 
now a captain on the retired list of the U.S. Navy, to be 
engineer-in-chief, retired, with rank of rear admiral on 
the retired list, said transfer to take effect from Dec. 22, 
1908. Captain Barton was retired in 1908 for disability 
while Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, as 
which he held the rank of rear admiral. Had he been 
retired at that time on his own application by reason of 
length of service he would have retained the rank of 
rear admiral on the retired list. This bill corrects the 
mistake. 

The House on April 14 passed the Slayden resolution 
(H. Res. 573) calling upon the Secretary of War for 
information regarding the status of American Army 
officers now with the Cuban army. 

With a view to obtaining early consideration of the 





Naval Academy Professors bill (H.R. 2197), Represen- 
tative Olcott, of New York, has placed it upon the 
unanimous consent calendar. It will be three weeks, or 
possibly four, before the Naval Committee is reached on 
a call of the committees, and Mr. Olcott is of the opinion 
that he will be able to secure the passage of his bill at 
an earlier date on the unanimous consent’ calendar. 

In the House on April 20 favorable report was made 
on H.R. 22013, for retirement of employees in the classi- 
fied service. % 

In the House on April 14 the Military Committee 
reported S. 7635, which passed the Senate April 11, 
authorizing the President “to drop from the rolls of the 
Army any officer who is absent from duty three months 
without leave, or who has been absent in confinement in 
a prison or penitentiary for more than three months 
after conviction by a civil court of competent jurisdic- 
tion; and no officer so dropped shall be eligible for 
reappointment.” The committee recommend the insertion 
of the word “final” before the word “conviction,” the bill 
as thus amended being identical with the bill (H.R. 
24139) heretofore favorably reported, and that the 
Senate bill as thus amended take the place of the House 
bill. This is the measure familiarly known as the Hains 
and Franklin bill. 

H.R. 24145, favorably reported in the House on April 
16, is a remodeling of the law of 1874, establishing 
marine schools-at each or any of the ports of “New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk, Wil- 
mington, Mobile, Charleston, New Orleans, Savannah, 
Baton Rouge, in Narragansett Bay and San Francisco.” 
The present bill substitutes for the above quoted words 
the words “the United States,” the result being to make 
the law applicable to every port, instead of those speci- 
fied. Section 2 is the only new legislation of great im- 
portance in the proposed law. It authorizes the Congress 
to appropriate money for these nautica] schools. Three 
of them are now maintained at the expense, respectively, 
of Boston, New York city and Philadelphia. From the 
graduates of these schools come the executive officers of 
the naval auxiliary vessels, as well as the executive 
officers of the merchant marine. They are worthy objects 
of government assistance, the report says, particularly 
as their graduates so largely man United States vessels. 

In reporting the bill (H.R. 3346) for the relief of 
Frank E. Lyman, jr., the House Military Committee 
offer a substitute, authorizing the President to summon 
Frank F. Lyman, jr., late first lieutenant, Signal Corps, 
U.S. Army, before a retiring board, to inquire whether 
at the date of his resignation, accepted to take effect 
March 25, 1904, he was incapacitated for active service, 
and whether such incapacity was the result of an inci- 
dent of service, and upon the results of said inquiry the 
President is authorized to appoint said Frank E. Lyman, 
jr., a first lieutenant, Signal Corps, U.S.A., and to place 
him upon the retired list. The committee are satisfied 
that he should have been retired for disability, that he 
had arrived at the state of mind where he was not 
capable of deciding what were his rights or for his best 
interests, and that had Lieutenant Lyman appeared 
before a retiring board he would have immediately been 
retired for physical and mental disability incurred in 
tropical service in the Philippines rendering him totally 
incapable of performing military service. A similar view 
is taken of the case of Frederick B. Neilson, for whose 
relief by appointment and retirement as lieutenant of 
the Army the passage of H.R. 20644 is recommended 
by the committee. r 

There is a bill before Congress to give a pension of 
$125 a month to J. R. Kissinger, a soldier of the Span- 
ish War, who, when the ravages of yellow fever swept 
the men from the ranks and the trenches faster than the 
guns of the Spaniards at Siboney and Santiago could 
do, offered himself as a subject for experiment in an 
Army hospital. The surgeons proved by his sacrifice 
that the mosquito spread the plague, and their experi- 
ments on him are believed to have been responsible for 
his helpless condition now. 

“To offset higher prices and to set a governmental 
example for private and corporate employers of labor 
throughout the United States” is the title of a bill intro- 
duced in the House April 18 to raise the pay of all 
officers and employees of the Government, except the 
President, the members of his Cabinet, the Vice Presi- 
dent, the members of Congress and the Army and the 
Navy ten per cent. 

The Massachusetts Legislature has passed a_resolu- 
tion requesting Congress to adopt a resolution that this 
nation will not increase its territory by conquest. The 
resolution concludes: “That Congress request and em- 
power the President to instruct the Secretary of State 
to transmit to the third International Peace Conference 
the information that such a resolution has been adopted, 
and that other Powers be invited to take similar action.”

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Senate Committee took up the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill on Tuesday, April 19, and again on Wednesday, 
April 20. No important changes in the bill, it was 
stated at the committee room, had been agreed to, and 
none of the important features will be considered until 
Monday, April 25. Then the committee will give con- 
sideration to the building program. Powerful influ- 
ences have been brought to bear upon the committee to 
add five torpedo destroyers to the building program. 
This could be done by an increase in the appropriation 
of $2,000,000. Plans have been prepared by which this 
work could be taken care of by appropriating $450,000 
for each of the destroyers. It is thought that if pro- 
vision for five destroyers is passed by the Senate they 
could be held .in the bill when they reach the confer- 
ence committee. . : 

The announcement of Senator Hale that he will retire 
will weaken the opposition to the two-battleship program 
in the Senate. It is not probable that Senator Hale will 
change his attitude, but the fact that he will leave the 
Senate will have an influence on Senators who are un- 
decided on the battleship question. While the announce- 
ment of the retirement of Senator Hale at this time may 
prove to be temporary advantage to the Navy in his 
leaving the Senate, the Navy loses a powerful friend. 
The Senator from Maine has frequently been at cross 
purposes with the Secretary of the Navy, but in spite of 
this he has proved to be a gallant champion of the Navy. 

It is stated that the reorganization provision of the 
bill, which was agreed to in the House Military Com- 
mittee, but stricken out on_the floor of the House on 
a point of order raised by Representative Hobson, will 
not be restored to the bill in the Senate. At least. this 
is a prediction which is made by a friend of the New- 
berry plan who has been canvassing the situation in the 
Senate. If the reorganization provision should get 
through the’ Senate Committee violent opposition to it 
will develop on the floor of the Senate. Several mem- 





bers of the Senate Committee who favor the House reor- 
ganization provision fear that if it is brught into the 
Senate some of .the insurgents will take advantage of 
the fact that the Newberry plan was urged by President 
Roosevelt, and attempt to show that President Taft is 
not carrying out the Roosevelt policies. It is said 
that some of the insurgents, Senators who have never 
taken any particular interest in naval affairs, have been 
studying the reports of the reorganization hearings which 
were held in the House Committee. This is being done 
with a view to collecting evidence to prove that the 
Meyer reorganization plan will cripple the Government 
yards, and thus make them unable to compete with pri- 
vate concerns. If the reorganization provisions had not 


‘gone out on the floor of the House on a point of order, 


there would have been a general discussion of the poli 
of the Navy Department. It is understood that the Re 
publican members of the Senate Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee wish to avoid this, and have about decided to do it 
by not restoring the House provision to the bill. Al- 
though the House provision would facilitate the carry- 
ing out of the Meyer reorganization scheme, it is stated 
that the Secretary will be able by shifting the authority 
from one bureau to another to make some demonstra- 
tions of the efficiency of this plan for reorganization 
The House provision would have given the Secretary a 
free hand, as it authorizes the interchange of appropria- 
tions between the bureaus. At the same time it did not 
commit Congress by any direct legislative action to the 
Meyer plan. 

The most important result that will develop from the 
striking out of the House provisions will be that it will 
force earlier action on the part of Congress. It will be 
necessary for the Naval Committee to take up the re- 
organization question immediately upon the convening 
of Congress in December. Although it has not been 
definitely decided, the Naval Committee will hold meet- 
ings in November so that it will be ready to report 
we anim early in the session. 

Amendments proposed in the Senate to the 4 
Appropriation bill (H.R. 23311) include one agg 
Depew, providing that of the two battleships authorized 
by the bill “one shall be constructed in one of the navy 
yards.” Mr. Johnston offers the following: “On account 
of one destroyer whose vitals are located below the 
normal load water line, and two small vessels of similar 
construction, upon condition of compliance with the 
authorization in the act entitled ‘An Act making ‘appro- 
priations for the naval Service for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1910, and for other purposes, approved March 
3, 1910, $445,000.” Mr. Piles proposes this one: “For 
land for a torpedo station near the Pacific coast of the 
United States and toward clearing and grading, protec- 
tion to water front, wharf, firing and observation sta- 
tions, with buildings and equipment for station, and 
clerical and expert assistance for prosecution of the work 
$145,000” ; also to appropriate in the aggregate $2,500,- 
000 for the construction of five submarine torpedoboats, 
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BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S.J. Res. 94, Mr. Johnston.—That the President be au- 
thorized to reappoint as cadets at the U.S. Military Academy, 
without regard to age or the existence of vacancies, William 
T. Rossell, jr., Harry G. Weaver, John H. Booker, jr., Albert 
E. Crane, Jacob S. Fortner, Gordon Lefebvre, Chauncey C. 
Devore and Earl W. Dunmore, all of whom were formerly cadets 
at the Military Academy and were dismissed therefrom for 
the offense of hazing; and if any of said former cadets shall 
be reappointed under the authorfity hereby conferred, the 
charges on which they were dismissed from the Academy shall 
be reopened and disposed of under the provisions of that por- 
tion of the Act of March 2, 1901, prescribing the penalty for 
hazing, as amended by the Act of April 19, 1910: Provided, 
That any of the said former cadets who shall be found entitled, 
under the amended law hereinbefore cited and the regulations 
promulgated in pursuance thereof, to be retained as cadets at 
the Military Academy shall be permitted to resume their studies 
at the beginning of the next academic year and in classes to 
be designated by the Secretary of War; and any of the said 
former cadets who shall be found not to be entitled under said 
law and regulations to be retained as cadets at the Military 
Academy shall be dropped forthwith from the rolls thereof. 
And all laws and parts of laws inconsistent with the provisions 
of this joint resolution are hereby repealed to the extent of 
such inconsistency only. 

S. 7746, Mr. Penrose.—To provide for the erection of a 
monument on the battlefield of Gettysburg to commemorate 
the services of the United States Signal Corps during the 
War of the Rebellion. 

S. 7765, Mr. Perkins.—That when an enlisted man in the 
U.S. Navy or Marine Corps shall have had 16 years’ hon- 
orable service, he may, upon his own application, be placed 
upon the retired list with pay equal to two-fifths of the 
amount he is receiving at time his application is approved; 
when he shall have had 20 years’ honorable service he may 
be retired with pay equal to three-fifths of the amount he is 
receiving at time his application is approved; when after 25 
years’ honorable service retired with pay equal to three-fourths 
of amount he is receiving at time his application is approved, 
plus $9.50 per month in lieu of rations and clothing, and 
$6.25 per month in lieu of quarters, fuel and light. When he 
has had 10 years’ honorable service, and less than 16 years, 
and has been incapacitated through disease or injury incident 
to the Service, he may, upon recommendation of a board, be 
retired with pay to be determined by multiplying three one- 
hundredths of the pay he may then be receiving by the whole 
number of years of honorable service he may have to his 
credit. In computing the necessary service for retirement, all 
service in the Army, Navy and Marine Corps shall be credited. 





H.J. Res. 194, Mr. Martin, of Colorado.—To investigate 
sale of Philippine friar lands. 

H. Res. 594, Mr. Slayden.—Calls upon the Secretary of War 
for information as to sales or leases of land in the island of 
Mindoro, in excess of the limitation fixed in the Philippine Gov- 
ernment Act of July 1, 1902. 

H.R. 24602, Mr. Keliher—That no person serving § 
sentence in a naval prison shall be employed upon any gov- 
ernment work for which civilians have qualified and whose 
names are borne upon the list of eligibles for such employ- 
ment, as provided by the laws of the U.S. and the regulations 
for the government of the Navy. 

H.R. 24680, Mr. Needham.—To appoint and retire George 
R. Rogers as a second lieutenant of Infantry. 

H.R. 24747, Mr. Graff—To incorporate the Boy Scouts of 
America, and for other purposes. The incorporators being Ww.

These 
ships will be placed in commission in reserve for Militia 
purposes, 
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ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 


The thirty-first annual meeting of the Army Mutual 
Aid Association was held on Tuesday afternoon, April 
19, at the War Department, in the office of the Inspector 
General of the Army. A large number of officers resident 
in or near Washington were in attendance. 

The report of the executive committee showed the new 
membership for the year ended Feb. 28, 1910, to be the 
largest since the organization of the association, with 
the exception of two years during the Spanish-American 
War. Thirty-five officers died during the year, and, as 
usual, payments to their families were made at once, 
this feature of the association’s work having been strictly 
adhered to for the past thirty-one years. In one instance 
last year the entire amount of the insurance was placed 
in the hands of the widow of an officer three hours after 
his death. The average age of new members was 26.65 
years, and of decedents 63.85 years. ' : 
“An important amendment to the constitution, which 
was voted upon during the year by the members of the 
association, was adopted by an almost unanimous vote 
in the affirmative. The amendment provides rates for 
officers admitted to membership under twenty-five years 
of age. Heretofore the lowest rate has been for age 
twenty-five, officers admitted under that age being com- 
nelled to pay for age twenty-five. As thirty-eight officers 
were admitted last year from ages twenty-one to twenty- 
four, the importance of the amendment is apparent. 

Payments to beneficiaries amounted to $105,000 for 
the year, and the total payments since 1879 now aggre- 
vate $1,733.806.87. The reserve increased during the 
vear, and has reached the sum of $317,567.77. : 
~ Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery, 
Major M. “AW. Ireland. Med. Corps, and Capt. C. D 
Rhodes, General Staff (6th Cav.), were elected to 
iembership in the executive committee for a period of 
three years, and the holdover members of the committee 
are Gens.

Hagood, General Staff (Coast Art. Corps). } 

After the annual meeting the executive committee re- 
elected General Murray president. General Mills vice 
president, and Vieut. Charles H. Patterson, Coast Art. 
Corps, secretary and treasurer. 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller decides that the widow of Truman 
Organ, ordnance storekeeper, who was absent on sick 
leave for twenty-four days previous to his death, is en- 
titled, as his heir, to collect pay for this period. 

A claim of A. H. Whelpley for $299.99 for pay during 
his absence on leave from his duties as an employee of 
the Isthmian Canal Commission was disallowed, as he 
did not return to duty at the close of the leave, the 
regulations of the Commission providing in the case of 
employees that “compensation for the period of their 
leave will not be paid until after their return to duty.” 

In the case of an appeal by Paymr. W. B. Izard, 
U.S.N., the Comptroller says: ‘In reply to a question 
submitted by the Secretary of the Navy, as to whether 
officers who are entitled to ten per centum additional 
pay while on sea duty or shore duty beyond the conti- 
nental limits of the United States, under the above law 
(Act of May 13, 1908), are entitled to such pay while 
traveling from their station to the United States, it was 
held (14 Comp. Dec., 885) that they are not so entitled. 
Under the provision quoted, I am of opinion that the 
appellant ceased to be entitled to the additional pay 
when he was detached from the shore station at Manila 
and proceeded to the United States. The appellant con- 
tends that the provision from the Act of May 13, 1908, 
did not have the etfect to repeal the laws relating to the 
same subject in effect at the time of its enactment, and 
therefore naval officers are still entitled to the additional 
pay while returning to the United States from shore 
duty beyond seas under the Army Act of March 2, 1901 
(31 Stat., 895), which provides, as does the later Act of 
June 30, 1902 (32 Stat., 507), that the ‘time of such 
service shall be counted from the date of departure from 
said States to the date of return thereto.” I am of 
opinion that the said provision from the Act of May 13, 
1908, is a complete substitute for former acts relating 
to the same subject matter, so far as applied to naval 
officers. There was no purpose to be accomplished in its 
enactment if it were intended that the former laws should 
remain in force in the Navy. It is a complete treatment 
of the subject, and at the same time gives officers on 
sea duty and officers on shore duty beyond seas the same 
additional pay; the one receiving it on the date of re- 
porting on board ship and the other on the date of sailing 
from the United States to join his shore station, and 
both, in my opinion, ceasing to be entitled to it when 
detached from the duty for which it is provided.” 

The representatives of Lieut. Edward D. Wheeler, late 
U.S. Artillery, and Capt. William P. Clark, late 2d U.S. 
Cavalry, have been informed that the letters from the 
Auditor stating that their claims for longevity. pay had 
been settled are not subjects for a rehearing. 

The Comptroller disallows a claim for $98.65, ex- 
pended in entertaining foreign military attachés during 
the Massachusetts maneuvers of August, 1909, saying: 
“I know of no provision of law or appropriation relating 
to the Army which authorizes the military authorities to 
invite foreign military attachés to be the guests of the 
United States at these joint maneuvers, and therefore I 
am of opinion that payment for their subsistence and 
entertainment from the appropriation ‘Contingencies of 
the Army’ is not authorized. I know of no other appro- 
priation under the control of the War Department which 
is available for the expense in question.” 

In the case of the appeal of Major W. W. Crane, 
N.G. La., it is decided that the Act of Jan. 21, 1903, and 
the Act of June 22, 1906, make no provision for the 
purchase of medicines for the men of the Militia engaged 
in field or camp service for instruction. The War De- 
partment has held that the medicines should be obtained 
either by requisition on the War Department, to be 
charged to the state’s allotment, or by purchase. 

An important decision was made by the Comptroller 
relative to the commutation for quarters where an offi- 
cer reports for duty by letter, the case being brought 
before him on the appeal of Rear Admiral A. T. Mahan, 
U.S.N. The auditor disallowed commutation for the 
period from Oct. 31, 1908, to March 3, 1909, on the 
ground that the Admiral reported by letter. He was 
ordered so to report to the president of the Naval War 
College to revise his lectures on naval strategy, written 
in 1886-7. He chose to do this work of revision at 
Lawrence, N.Y. The president of the Naval War Col- 
lege, on Feb. 19, 1910, reported that Admiral Mahan 
had performed all the duties to which he had been as- 
signed and expressed the hope that the Comptroller 





would understand that he was entitled to commutation. 
The Bureau of Navigation on the same date said that 
the order to report by letter was intended to place the 
Admiral in a shore duty status, entitled to full pay and 
allowances, The Comptroller holds that the fact that 
the claimant chose Lawrence, N.Y., instead of Newport, 
as the place in which to do his work did not destroy his 
right to commutation for quarters, and finds in his favor 
to the amount of $414.40. 

The question of the compensation to be given to Gen. 
George H. Harries, commanding the Militia of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, has been passed upon again by the 
Comptroller, who deals with the question of an officer’s 
pay being affected by an order issued by himself. The 
first decision was made in the settlement of the accounts 
of Major and Paymr. W. S. Hodges, to the effect “that 
General Harries was an observer rather than a par- 
ticipant is the coast artillery practice of the Regulars at 
Fort Monroe.” The amount which had been paid to 
General Harries was immediately returned by him to 
the Government. Then he renewed his claim. The 
period claimed for was from Aug. 30, 1908, to Oct. 11, 
1908, at a salary of $6,000 a year. The Comptroller de- 
cides that there is no indication that General Harries 
sought to fix a salary for himself. Under the Act of 
May 26, 1908, General Harries, he finds, is entitled to 
compensatiom, and suggests a board be appointed to pass 
upon the amount of compensation, 
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DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS, W.D. 


In connection with the accounts of the disbursing 
officer of a state, the Department decides that, inasmuch 
as the duties performed by officers engaged in the test 
ride were identical with those which they would have 
performed in field service, the service in question consti- 
tuted “actual field or camp service for instruction.” 

An Executive order has been issued reserving for mili- 
tary purposes, for the use of the National Guard of 
Arizona as a target range, the east half of Section 19 
and the east half of Section 30, T. 1N., R. 3W., Gila and 
Salt River Meridian, Arizona. 

In connection with the desire of a state to lease the 
state rifle range for pasture purposes, the J.A. General 
says: “I am of the opinion that the Secretary of War 
may authorize its lease by the proper Militia officers of 
the state under such conditions as will not interfere in 
any way with the use of the range for the purposes for 
which acquired. As the rent would be received for the 
lease of government property, it would belong to the 
United States. It would, however, be legal for the Militia 
officer to authorize the use of the range, under a revoc- 
able license, for the purposes in question, and conditions 
might be imposed requiring the licensee to do certain 
work, under the supervision and to the satisfaction of 
the Militia officer, in the nature of betterments of the 
range.” 

Revised editions of Ordnance Department pamphlets 
Nos. 1789 and 1889, “Price List of Small Arms and 
Hand Arms, Small Arms Ammunition, Personal Equip- 
ments of the Soldier, Horse Equipment, etc.,” and “Price 
List of Ordnance and Ordnance Stores, Comprising 
8-inch Field Guns, ete.,” respectively, are now ready for 
distribution. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury has decided that, as 
the term “damages of property” is specifically mentioned 
as one of the items of expense which are to be included 
in the detailed statement to be forwarded by the Secre- 
tary of War to Congress, it is necessarily comprehended 
in the term “expenses” for which each appropriation for 
“Encampments and Maneuvers, Organized Militia,” is 
available; that in the case of premises occupied without 
leases the law implies a contract to pay rent and damage. 

On April 14, 1910, the Senate passed House Bill No. 
22846, amending Section 15 of the Militia Law, making 
available for the payment of expenses of the Militia 
participating in joint camps of instruction with the 
Regular Army the appropriation “Arming and Equipping 
the Militia,” provided for by Section 1661 of the Revised 
Statutes, as amended. This action, following similar 
action by the House. removes the prohibition imposed by 
the Comptroller of the Treasury against the use of these 
funds for paving any part of the expenses of the Militia 
when engaged in joint camps of instruction or coast 
defense exercises with the troops of the Regular Army. 

On April 15, 1910. the Senate passed House Bill No. 
22839, amending Section 15 of the Militia Law, which 
provides for the payment of accounts which are outstand- 
ing, some of which were disallowed by the Treasury 
Department, in accordance with the decision of the 
Comptroller of the Treasury that funds allotted under 
Section 1661, Rev. Stat.. as amended, were not available 
for use in connection with expenses of Militia participat- 
ing in joint encampments, in view of the provisions of 
Section 15 of the Act of Jan. 21, 1903, as amended by 
the Act of May 27, 1908. Requisitions for funds to 
liquidate the accounts referred to may therefore be 
submitted, and the same will be approved by the Depart- 
ment. 

No general revision of the Army Regulations is in 
contemplation by the Department. “Regulations for 
Saber Exercises, 1908,” is available for issue to Cavalry 
troons of the Organized Militia at 22c. a copy. 

The General Assembly of a state having passed a law 
providing that the corps of cadets of the state university 
shall be reckoned as a nart of the National Guard, the 
Department expresses the opinion that the students in 
the military schools, not having volunteered in the Or- 
ganized Militia for a period of three years, as prescribed 
bv the state law, they would not be subject to the call 
of the President. and cannot be classed as a part of the 
Organized Militia of the state or allowed the use of 
military stores and supplies. 
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ORGANIZATION OF VESSELS IN THE ATLANTIC 


The Navy Department has approved, and will put 
into effect as soon as practicable, the “Proposed Organi- 
zation of Vessels in the Atlantic,” as outlined in our 
issue of last week, page 976, and the new organization 
is set forth in an elaborate printed schedule. 

The Reserve Fleet will be organized as soon as the 
vessels available for it shall have completed their over- 
hauling. The Iowa, Indiana and Massachusetts will be 
ready to form the nucleus of this fleet after the Naval 
Academy practice cruise in 1910. The Wisconsin and 
Kearsarge classes will be added as soon as overhauled. 

It is expected, also, that vessels of the Reserve Fleet 
will be available for Naval Academy practice cruises and 
for drilling state Naval Militia. 

Colliers, monitors. station ships and others of lesser 
importance are omitted from this plan for the sake of 
brevity, and for the reason that they do not materially 
affect the proposed scheme. 

We gave in our last issue the organization of the 





battleships of the Atlantic Fleet for July 1, 1911, and 
April 1, 1912, and also that of the Reserve Fleet for 
the latter year, as well as that of the scouts and fleet 
auxiliaries. 

The following is the proposed organization of other 
vessels for July 1, 1911, with their home yards, which 
were not given in our last issue: 

In reserve—Rhode Island, at Boston; Iowa, Massa- 
chusetts and Indiana, at Philadelphia. Note: Rhode 
Island overhauling.

Atlantic Torpedo Fleet—Dixie (tender), at New 
York; Smith, Musser, Lamson, Preston and Reid, at 
Norfolk; Paulding, Drayton, Roe, Terry, McCall, Per- 
kins, Sterrett, Burrows, Warrington and Mayrant, at 
New York; Ammen, Trippe, Walke, Monaghan and 
Patterson, at Boston. 

Reserve torpedo vessels—Macdonough, Bagley, Barney, 
Biddle, Craven, Stringham, Blakely, De Long, Tingey, 
Wilkes, Worden, Shubrick, Stockton, Thornton, Dupont, 
Bailey, Foote, Rodgers, Winslow, Dahlgren and Porter, 
at Charleston; Morris, at New York; Ericsson, Cushing, 
Gwin, Talbot and Mackenzie, at Charleston; McKee, at 
New York. ‘ 

Submarines—Cuttlefish, Octopus, Tarantula, Viper 
and Plunger, at New York; Stingray, Tarpon, Bonita 
and Snapper, at Boston; Grayling, Salmon, Skipjack, 
Sturgeon, Narwhal, Castine (tender), Severn (tender), 
Thrasher and Tuna, at Norfolk. 

Torpedo training ship—Vesuvius, at Boston. 

Yachts—Mayflower and Dolphin, at New York; Sylph, 
at Washington. 

When divisions go to their home yards for docking, or 
for any other reason, a division commander will have all 
his ships under his supervision, and not dispersed among 
several yards, as is now the case. 





VARIOUS NAVAI ITEMS. 


Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, commander-in-chief 
of the Atlantic Fleet, reports that elementary target 
practice of the fleet began at noon, on April 19, forty 
miles off Cape Henry; that the fleet was much delayed 
in beginning targe practice by the loss of two target rafts 
which were broken up by heavy seas. The loss of the 
two target hulls necessitated the regrouping of fleet into 
three divisions, to utilizing the three remaining target 
hulls. The ships completed the firing of nearly one- 
half of the six and seven inch gyns. There were num- 
erous delays due to rain, fog and other adverse condi- 
tions. Considering adverse conditions, the commander- 
in-chief considers the scores made as excellent. The 
fleet continued target practice on April 20, firing in three 
divisions, with improved weather conditions, but with 
considerable swell running. He states that the fleet 
has practically completed firing with the six and seven 
inch guns of all ships, and that excellent scores were 
made. Practice was delayed somewhat by passing 
steamers and sailing craft. The atmosphere was suf- 
ficiently clear to enable each division to see the others, 
making the practice spectacular and impressive. On 
April 21 the fleet began firing the eight and twelve inch 
guns. 

Upon the completion of target practice off the Capes 
of the Chesapeake the vessels of the Atlantic Fleet, 
except the Michigan, will proceed to their respective 
“home” navy yards for repairs. The New Jersey and 
Missouri will be considered as detached from the fleet 
upon their arrival at their “home” yard, Boston, Mass. 

The U.S.S. Wisconsin, now en route from New 
Orleans to the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., via New 
York, will be considered as detached from the Atlantic 
Fleet upon the arrival of the vessel at Portsmouth. 

The U.S.S. Cleveland has been ordered placed out of 
commission at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., and the 
U.S.S. Chattanooga has been ordered placed out of com- 
mission at the navy yard, Puget Sound, Wash. 

The following are the dates for the completion of the 
work on the installation of turret gear on the vessels 
of the Atlantic Fleet, while the ships are at their home 
yards during June and July: Connecticut, July 16; 
Kansas, July 28; Louisiana, July 9: Vermont, June 25: 
Minnesota, July 9: Idaho, June 11; Mississippi, June 
11: New UWampshire,~ June 11: Georgia, July 9; 
Nebraska, July 9; Rhode Island, July 9; Virginia, July 
9. The date set for the summer maneuvers will natur- 
ally be affected by the time required for this work. 

The officers, Atlantic Torpedo Fleet, gave an “at 
home” on the U.S.S. Dixie Wednesday afternoon, April 
20, from 4 to 6:30 p.m. 

The U.S.S. Cuttlefish, Tarantula and Viper have been 
placed in full commission at the navy yard, Charleston, 
S.C., April 15, 1910. 

The Navy Department has announced its purpose to 
sell to the highest bidder on June 1 next the Hornet. 
now at the Norfolk Navy Yard. e vessel is a steel 
converted yacht with one mast, was built in 1890, is of 
302 gross tons, and was used during the Spanish War 
as an auxiliary, and since then by the Naval Militia. 
This is a continuance of the policy of the Navy Depart- 
ment of getting rid of the various yachts and privately 
owned vessels purchased for the use of the Government 
at the time of the Spanish War. 

The mail address of the Albany and Buffalo has been 
changed from “In care Postmaster, New York city,” to 
“Pacific Station, via San Francisco, Cal.” 

The Chattanooga and Cleveland have been ordered 
detached from the Asiatic Fleet, and will proceed in com- 
pany to the west coast, via Guam and Honolulu. Upon 
arrival on the west coast the Chattanooga will proceed 
to the navy yard. Puget Sound. Wash., and the Cleveland 
to the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal. 

The U.S.S. Alexander was placed out of service at the 
naval station, Cavite, P.I., April 16, 1910. 

Lieut. Comdr. Dudley W. Knox, U.S.N. relieved 
Capt. A. W. Dodd, 1.S.N.. as aid to Rear Admiral 
Osterhaus, U.S.N., at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., 
April 12. Captain Dodd will remain at the yard, how- 
ever, and attend to his duties at the Mare Island maga- 
zine until further orders. 

Captain Worley, master of the new U.S. collier 
Prometheus, paid a visit to the navy yard, Mare Tsland, 
Cal.. April 12, and stated that the collier exceeds his 
fondest expectations. Captain Worley said that the 
Prometheus, in her recent spin down the bay, made 15% 
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knots an hour, and that he expects his ship to exceed this 
speed by several knots. 

Comdr. E. E. Capehart will relieve Comdr. Volney O. 
Chase, who has been detached from duty as assistant to 
the Chief of Ordnance at the Navy Department to com- 
mand the cruiser Montgomery on the Pacific Station. 

The U.S.S. Foote has been ordered detached from the 
Reserve Torpedo Divisions, Charleston, and will be 
loaned to the Massachusetts Naval Militia. 

An unofficial despatch from Philadelphia announces 
that the battleship Indiana returned there April 21 after 
a five days’ test at sea of a brake aimed to help in the 
quick stoppage of warships. Capt. Chauncey Thomas, 
who was on board to observe the test, is quoted as saying 
that the brake worked successfully. With its use, he 
said, the Indiana could be stopped in half her own length 
when going at good speed. The brake consists of wings 
attached to both sides of the ship and operated from the 
engine room, somewhat on the principle of shutter slats. 

Three rear admirals have been appointed to the court 
of inquiry to investigate the charge of neglect of duty 
made against Comdr. Frank K. Hill. while in command 
of the U.S.S. Marietta on the Caribbean station. The 
officers are Rear Admirals A. S. Barker, Cc. H. Davis 
and R. B. Bradford; Comdr L. A. Bostwick is appointed 
judge advocate of the court. The Hill court will hold 
its sessions in Washington, where it is now closing the 
investigation of the controversy between Major Gen- 
eral Elliott, of the Marine Corps, and Colonel Lauch- 
heimer, The charge against Commander Hill is that he 
kept a “dirty” ship and the defense will be that he was 
not responsible for the condition of the ship. 

“The men from the U.S. cruisers Tennessee and South 
Dakota.” says the Panama Star and Herald of April 9. 
1910, “have made a fine impression in Panama. Their 
conduct while ashore has been a credit to themselves and 
the U.S. Navy. It is a pleasure to record the fact that 
not one unpleasant incident has occurred to mar the visit 
of the two big cruisers. The men have been granted 
plenty of shore leave, and they have enjoyed themselves 
in true sailor fashion without in any way interfering 
with private citizens. The people of Panama are becom- 
ing used to the ways of Uncle Sam’s men, and there is a 
very evident desire on their part to extend the hand of 
welcome and friendship. By exercising vigilance Com- 
mandante Pretelt, Chief of Police, has held trouble 
makers in complete control, with the above result. The 
men seem to be a well contented lot, having nothing but 
words of praise for their captains and division officers. 
Verv few of them have overstayed their shore leave. The 
people of this citv are always glad to see one of Uncle 
Sam’s warships enter the harbor. The crews of the 
Tennessee and South Dakota, by their gentlemanly be- 
havior, have won the respect of all the citizens of 
Panama. and the gratitude of their countrymen in the 
Canal Zone.” : 

The silver loving cup, the gift of the American Second 
Squadron to the Chinese navy in commemoration of the 
visit to Amoy during the voyage around the world, was 
presented by Rear Admiral Hubbard, U.S.N.. commander 
of the Asiatic Fleet, and was formally accepted by Ad- 
miral Ching, at Amoy. China, April 16. The presenta- 
tion took place on the flagship Haichi. The cup is 
inscribed in English and Chinese: “To the officers and 
crews of the Chinese navy in recognition of their courtesy 
and hospitality at Amoy in 1908; from the officers and 
crews of the Second Squadron of the U.S. Atlantic 
Fleet.” After the presentation Prince Ching gave a 
public reception to the American officers at the parade 
ground, the guests numbering 900. A_ baseball game 
plaved between nines chosen from the cruisers Charleston 
and Chattanooga resulted in a victory for the Charleston, 
the score being 10 to 9. 

The employees of the navy yard, New York, have 
issued invitations to the dinner to be held on the night 
of May 12, at 6:30 o’clock, to celebrate the launching of 
the Florida. The committee in charge are J. W. Wells. 
John B. Brown, Frank P. Lewis and James Fay. The 
dinner will be held at the Kismet Mosque, Herkimer 
street, near Nostrand avenue. Brooklyn, N.Y President 
Taft will be among the special guests. The emplovees 
of the yard are a fine body of men and thoroughly skilled 
in their various duties. 

The Secretary of the Navy has commended Hugh 
Hopkins, a seaman attached to the U.S.S. Michigan, for 
“gallant service.” Several days ago. while that ship was 
anchored in Hampton Roads, G. W. Barthel, a seaman, 
fell overboard. A strong tide was running. Barthel, a 
poor swimmer, was being swept rapidly aft. when Hop- 
kins jumped overboard with all of his clothes on and 
rescued him after a struggle. 

Coxswain C. E. Guilfoy, of the Navy, committed sui- 
cide in Chicago on April 19 by shooting himself in the 
head. He was on furlough from the training ship 
Franklin, now at Portsmouth, Va. 

The inventor of the Parsons turbine, at the last meet- 
ing of the British Institution of Naval Architects, read 
a paper describing what Prof. J. A. Ewing, of Cam- 
bridge University, calls the “‘epoch-making” trials, on 
the cargo steamer Vespasian, having less than 1, 
tons displacement. of the application of the marine tur- 
bine and mechanical gearing to merchant ships. Pro- 
fessor Ewing estimates that with this device there will 
be a saving of one boiler in six, with a corresponding re- 
duction in coal and increase of cargo capacity, or in the 
ease of a naval vessel a corresponding increase in the 
steaming radius. 

During maneuvers off Cherbourg April 9 the new 
French submarine Ventose remained under water for 
twenty-four minutes at a record depth of 105 feet. 
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WORLD'S WARSHIPS LAUNCHED IN 1909. 

In all the world during the year 1909 there were six- 
teen armored ships launched, their tota] displacement, 
according to tables of the London Engineer, being 298,- 
930 tons, and their total horsepower 403,500. Divided 
among the nations as to number, displacement and horse- 
power, the figures are: British, 3—59,400—95,000; Aus- 
trian. 1—14,500—20,000; Brazilian, 1—21.500—23,500; 
Duteh, 1—6,630—7,500; French, 5—92,000—112.500: 
German, 4—82,500—120,000; United States, 1—22,400 
—25,000. The unarmored ships launched the same year 
were thirteen, with a total displacement of 47,078 tons 
and horsepower 246,000. The unarmored ships ‘were: 
British, 5—22,870—118.000 ;; Austrian, 1—3,540—20,000 ; 
Brazilian, 2—6,200—36,000 ; German, 3—13,000—70,000 - 
Russian, 2—-1,468—2,000. Of the twenty-nine ships 
launched. in the year twenty are to be propelled by tur- 
bines, eighteen of them of the Parsons type. The armored 
ships launched in 1909 were the following:

COAST ARTILLERY TEXT-BOOK. 


Recent publications on military subjects include one 
of unmistakable value to all concerned in the complex 
problem of coast defense. This volume, “The Service of 
Coast Artillery,” by Capt. Frank T. Hines, C.A.C., 
U.S.A., and Major Franklin W. Ward, C.A.C., N.G.N.Y. 
(Goodenough and Woglom Company, New York; price 
$3.50 net), meets an urgent need which immediately 
arose from the organization of the Coast Artillery into a 
separate corps on a basis contemplating the employment 
of large bodies of Organized Militia in association with 
our Regular troops at our shore defenses in time of war. 
The work was originally undertaken with a view of 
preparing a book of instruction for Militia organizations 
likely to be called upon for such service, but was carried 
far beyond its initial scope, and in its completed form 
amounts to a_ technical dictionary and professional 
manual adapted to the needs of the entire Coast Artil- 
lery service—commissioned officers and enlisted force, 
whether Regulars or Militia. 

This work is of special value to Militia interests in our 
seacoast states, as well as mobile troops who may be 
ealled upon to act as Coast Artillery supports or to de- 
fend unfortified portions of the coast line, in that it is 
the joint product of an honor graduate of the U.S. Coast 
Artillery School and an experienced officer of the National 
Guard deeply interested in the development of an effi- 
cient Coast Artillery reserve in the Organized Militia. 
Their efforts have produced a volume of large and endur- 
ing importance to the whole project of coast defense, and 
one which should be in the hands of every officer and 
man of the Regular and Volunteer Coast Artillery 
forces. No other work approaches it in breadth, clear- 
ness of statement or wealth of instruction in the chapters 
relating to the theory of defense and the general 
mechanism essential to Artillery efficiency. 

Apart from the chapters relating to definitions and 
organization and personnel, each unique in thoroughness, 
there are others of particular importance to artillerists, 
including those on “Gunnery and Ballistics,” “Arma- 
ment,” “Explosives. Projectiles, Primers and Fuses,” 
“Searchlights.” “Submarine Mines,” “Seacoast Engineer- 
ing” and “Points for Artillerists.’ The treatment of 
these subjects is masterful. convincing and authoritative, 
so entirely so, in fact, that the work bears the formal 
approval of our highest professional Artillery experts. 

For the painstaking labor and critical judgment ex- 
pended in preparing this volume the authors cannot be 
too highly praised. They have placed our military Service 
in general. and the Artillery arm in particular, under a 
lasting obligation. Their chief reward must accrue from 
the consciousness of having given to the Service a work 
which, if it receives the serious attention to which it is 
entitled, means increased efficiency in the national defense 
at its most vital point. 

Unquestionably the hook helongs at the head of the 
military publications of the year.

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What Russian engineers have been discussing for more 
than fifty years, the jinking of the Black Sea and the 
Baltic by canal, is being carried out on a modest plan 
by the Austrian government. As explained by the London 
Engineer, the Russian plan was to connect the basin of 
the North Dwina. which falls into the Baltic at Riga. 
with the basin of the Dnieper. The Austrian project. 
which is now well under way, is to join the Danube and 
the Oder by connecting tributaries of the two streams 
with a short canal, and by improving the navigation of 
the tributaries themselves. This Danube-Oder Canal is 
part of a gigantic scheme which involves also the creation 
of through communication between the Danube and the 
Elbe, Vistula and Dnieper for ships up to 600 tons 
burthen. Six canals are to be constructed, and, accord- 
ing to the law of June 11, 1991, the whole work is to 
be completed before 1924. The total length of these 
canal system is 1,600 kilos. and the total estimated 
cost $170,000.000, The Danube-Oder. or, as Austrian 
publicists usually say, Black Sea-Baltic Canal, is much 
the most important of the six. Its estimated cost is 
$60,000,000. The German newspapers point out that, in 
addition to freeing the existing railways for better pas- 
senger and small freight traffic, the canal will favor 
Germany and Austria in time of war; and that direct 
water communication to the south will to a large extent 
compensate Germany for a possible blockade of her North 
Sea and Baltic ports. 
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The Washington Saturday Review, in referring to the 
present orders in the Navy governing the physical tests 
of officers, says, in part: “A far more sensible test to 
apply to an admiral would be to make him ride bareback 
and standing erect six times around a circus ring on the 
hurricane deck of a cayuse to the accompaniment of a 
battleship’s broadside discharged at every jump while a 
company of marines pelted him with tomatoes, turnips, 
cabbage and squash. Then, if he could during that time 
issue into a phonograph the necessary orders to clear 
and fight a battleship from the moment of sighting the 
enemy until victory perched on his banner, shrive the 
dead, care for the wounded, recite the Lord’s Prayer 
backward, sing Bill Bailey; whistle ‘Rings on my fingers 
and bells on my toes,’ jump through a burning hoop, 
throw, hog-tie and brand the cayuse, make himself be- 
lieve the men responsible for the walking test knew 
enough to go in out of the wet, then he might remain ‘an 





admiral; otherwise he goes into the discard. It would 
take more men to superintend this suggested test than 
it does for the walking test, and as that can be the only 
reason for adopting either, we know ours is original.” 





Old naval officers have expressed great surprise at the 
ease with which Captain Fechteler carried the battleship 
South Carolina into the harbor of Charleston. In view 
of it the New York Sun says: “It seems to us that the 
lugubrious protestations which have invested that port 
ought to be withdrawn. When Mr. Taft went to Panama 
a year or two ago he selected Charleston as his point of 
departure, and the cruiser North Carolina, drawing 
twenty-six feet, entered the bay and took Mr. Taft out 
again with ease. Now the big battleship has used the 
same channel with no results of disaster or even incon- 
venience. Admiral Frederick T. Rodgers, now retired, 
who acquired the land upon which the Charleston Navy 
Yard is now founded, has always said that Charleston 
is the best port south of Norfolk, and these last demon- 
strations seem to verify his deliberate conclusions.”

A correspondent says: “In chronicling the death of 
Commodore Charles W. Bartlett, March 17, many of 
the newspapers of the country committed a ludicrous

DEATH OF MIDSHIPMAN WILSON. 

Midshipman Earl D. Wilson, who was injured during a 
football game on Oct. 16 last, the vertebrae of his neck 
being both fractured and dislocated, died Saturday morning, 
April 16, at 5:30 at the naval hospital. Death was due to 
gradual exhaustion by the paralysis which was complete be- 
low the point of fracture and dislocation. Near Wilson when 
he died were his father, West B. Wilson, of Covington, Ky.; 
his sister, Mrs. Galvin; and two brothers, beside the mem- 
bers of the medical staff and attendants. His wonderful 
strength carried him far beyond the time when his death 
was expected. 

Everything possible had been done for the young athlete, 
who was full of pluck and rarely lost heart. He believed 
up to within a few days of his death that he would ultimately 
get well, and insisted that every possible treatment should 
be given him. Fortunately, he has felt no pain at any time. 
Wilson was a member of the second class, which would have 
left the Academy next year. He was not notable as a stu- 
dent, though he did not appear to have any difficulty in keep- 
ing up with his class. As an athlete he was clearly at the 
top. He was easily the best baseball and basketball player 
in the Academy, and was also a point winner in the gym- 
nasium and boxing contests. He had been playing bril- 
liantly as quarterback on the football team when the accident 
took place. 

At 2:30 o’clock Saturday afternoon, the body was placed 
on the cars to be carried to the home of his father, in Cov- 
ington, Ky., to be interred in the family vault at Inde- 
pendence, Ky., on Monday. Preceding the departure funeral 
services attended by the brigade of midshipmen and many 
others took place in the Naval Academy chapel, Chaplain 
H. H. Clark having charge. The escort consisted of the full 


brigade of midshipmen, directed by Lieut. George W.. Steele, 
jr. The colors at.the Academy were half-masted from 


2to 4 


Saturday afternoon, and the. three athletic contests of the 
afternoon were called off, a. baseball game against Bucknell, 
a lacrosse contest against Baltimore City College, and a tennis 
match with St. John’s. As a further mark of respect to 
Wilson, the Superintendent has removed the restrictions placed 
upon the brigade on March 19 last, on account of the ‘‘sil- 
ence’’ visited upon a member of the discipline department. 
This leaves the midshipmen free to visit the town and to 
call at the home of the officers, but does not restore the 
abrogated hop dates.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


7TH NEW YORK.—COL. DANIEL APPLETON. 


A memorable event among the many held by the 7th Regi- 
ment, N.G.N.Y., during its long history was the parade in 
the armory on the night of April 20, 1910, to celebrate the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the institution of the regimental 
cross of honor in the command, awarded for faithful service 
of ten years and over, and in honor of the surviving honor 
men. This decoration was originally adopted at the sugges- 
tion of Brevet Major Gen. George Moore Smith, commanding 
the 1st Brigade, while holding the office of lieutenant colonel 
in the regiment in 1884. Since that time the Cross of Honor 
has been awarded to 1,214 officers and men who enlisted in 
the 7th, and who qualified for it by faithful service with the 
colors or by service in the Regular Establishment. ‘ 

This record is without a parallel in the history of the 
volunteer organizations of this or any other countries, and 
among those who have been awarded the Cross of Honor are 
many who won distinetion in the Army and Navy of the 
United States, in the National Guard of New York and other 
states and in eivil life. 

In addition te the 1,260 men whe have received the brenze

N.Y., April 16, 1910, Robert 
Mayes, 24th U.S. Inf., in the 





Cross of Honor for ten years’ service, 885 of its members 
received the silver cross for fifteen years, 128 the gold cross 
for twenty-five and seventy-nine the gold cross with the figure 
seven in diamonds for twenty-five years’ service with the 
colors. The practice of issuing the long service decorations, 
instituted by the 7th, was later copied by the state of New 
York itself and by various National Guard organizations in this 
and other states. 

Gen. George Moore Smith led the reviewing party with a 
personal staff, composed of officers of the Regular Army and 
of the National Guard in uniform, now in active service, all 
ex-members of the 7th. These were followed by some 300 
surviving ex-members, all honor men, in civilian dress, ar- 
ranged in companies. 

After the regiment had formed in line of masses with twelve 
commands of twenty-four files each, Col. Daniel Appleton and 
staff and Capt. Robert Mazet, of Company D, officer of the 
day, escorted the large reviewing party into the drill hall. 
The veterans were under command of Lieut. Ool. Willard ©. 
Fisk, and each company was under command of a lieutenant 
of the active regiment. 

It was an inspiring sight as the long column filed along to 
its position, and one that could not be duplicated in any other 
command, and the body of veterans, representing many years 
of loyalty and devotion to duty, was an object lesson to the 
younger members of the command. There were some en- 
thusiastic ex-members, bent with age, and others still in the 
prime of life, a striking contrast. Major Gen. Alexander 
Shaler, who was among the veterans, has passed his eighty- 
third year. Ex-Surg. D. L. Stimson, not being attached to 
any company, was personally escorted by Oolonel Appleton. 

Among those on the personal staff of General Smith were 
Capt. George H. Knox, 26th U.S. Inf.; Capt. John L. Roberts, 
Coast Art., U.S.A.; Lieut. F. G. Turner, 6th U.S. Cav.; Gen. 
David E. Austen, N.Y.; Gen. H. W. Freeman, Major W. B. 
Miles, and Capt. William A. Bryant, N.J.; Capt. W. B. Max- 
field and Lieuts. F. H. Hines, W. H. Van Kleeck, jr., and F. 
M. Crossett, N.Y. 

In the passage of the reviewing party around the lines the 
veterans fully demonstrated they had not forgotten their 
early military training, as they marched with correct dis- 
tances, step and dress. The active regiment had certainly 
reason to be proud of its veterans, while the latter had equal 
reason to be proud of the active command. It made a mag- 
nificent showing in its distinctive gray, with white trousers, 
and under the critical eyes of so many veterans, was at its 
best. 

After evening parade sixty-nine Crosses of Honor, awarded 
during 1909-10, were presented for service of ten, fifteen, 
twenty and twenty-five years, among those receiving them 
being Gens. J. R. O’Beirne and N. B. McLaughlin, U.S.V.: 
Lieut. W. F. Wall, Capt. N. Engel, Comsy. Sergt. W. L. 
Jaques, Capt. G. E. Baldwin, Lieut. Col. B. B. MecAlpin, 1st 
Sergt. Francis A. Ridabock, Lieuts. H. V. D. Black and 
Lieut. Major A. White and Lieut. W. M. Halsted. General 
Simth reviewed the ranks of the honor men. It was a coin- 
cidence that the night of the review was the forty-ninth anni- 
versary of General Smith’s joining the Guard as a private in 
the 7th, April 20, 1861. 

At the conclusion of a short regimental drill, the veterans 
lined up facing the regiment, and then the Cross of Honor 
men, now in the regiment, left its ranks and joined the com- 
panies of veterans. This left the regiment without any com- 
missioned officers and put the senior enlisted men in the 
ranks in command. This honor fell to 1st Sergt. E. B. Goode, 
of Company H, while the three battalions were under com- 
mand, respectively, of Sergts. H. L. Butler, Company H; 
Ralph H. Belknap, Company F, and B. T. Hammond, Company 
E, while the companies were under command of sergeants or 
corporals. : i 

All the honor men then filed past the regiment into the 
board of officers’ room, where they were welcomed by Colonel 
Appleton, and listened to interesting remarks by him and 
by General Smith, Major Charles E. Lydecker and General 
O’Beirne. All the speakers received the most enthusiastic 
applause, after which supper was served in the veterans’ room. 

Among the holders of crosses of honor now in the regi- 
ment are Colonel Appleton. Lieutenant Colonel Fisk, Major 
Robert McLean and James E. Schuyler, Brevet Major William 
H. Palmer (the only member now in the regiment who was 
in the U.S. service in the Civil War), Capts. W. J. Under 
wood and Robert Mazet, De W. OC. Falls, Lieut. H. A. Bost- 
wick, Capt. W. G. Schuyler, Lieut. A. B. Wilson, Capt. J. W. 
Mvers, Major Frank Landon and others. 

Pvt. William M. Morgan, of Company H, has served con- 
tinvously for forty-six years and still looks young.

2D NEW YORK.—COL. JAMES W. LESTER. 


The 2d Infantry, N.G.N.Y., Col. James W. Lester, has had 
several of its companies out during the past six weeks in 
aid of the civil authorities at the mills of the International 
Paper Company in Corinth, South Glens Falls and Fort Ed- 
ward, during a strike of the employees of the paper company. 

Company L was the first company to be called by the 
Sheriff and responded March 9 at Corinth with both of its 
officers and nearly all of its men. The morning of the second 
day they had over 90 per cent. of their command present. 
This company was in the field twenty-four days and had from 
95 to 100 per cent. of its members on duty at all times. 
Companies E and F of the regiment were called by the Sheriff 
to assist Company L at Corinth on March 10. Company E 
responded with 100 per cent of its officers and men, and 
continued for the thirteen days of its service to have 100 per 
cent. of their men on this duty. Company E responded with 
about 90 per cent. the first day; about 95 per cent. the sec- 
ond day and about 98 per cent. the third day, when they were 
relieved. 

Company H of the regiment relieved Company E at Corinth 
on March 22, and remained with about 95 per cent. of their 
men on duty every day for about sixteen days, when they 
were relieved. A detachment of three officers and sixty men 
of Company A was sent to Corinth to relieve Company L at 
Corinth, and this detachment remained on duty sixteen days, 
when it was relieved by a detachment of Company I, which 
is still on duty at that place. 

Company K of the regiment was called out by the Sheriff on 
March 11 and stationed at the South Glens Falls Mills. They 
had 100 per cent. present for twenty-seven days, when they 
were relieved from South Glens Falls and transferred to the 
Fort Edward Mills with a detachment remaining until April 
14, a total service of thirty-five days. 

Company I was called out by the Sheriff of Washington 
county on March 11, and remained in the service at Fort Ed- 
ward for twenty-seven days. They had from 95 to 100 per 
cent. at all times. They were relieved by a detachment of 
three officers and fifty men of Company K, which remained on 
duty for twelve days, and they in turn were relieved by a 
detachment of three officers and fifty men of Company M 
who are still in the field. 

The very high percentage of men who responded to the call 
for aid of the civil authorities, is highly commendable, and 
shows not only excellent military discipline, but that this 
regiment may be relied upon to answer, with full ranks, any 
call which may be made upon it. 


22D NEW YORK.—COL. W. B. HOTCHKIN. 


Official remarks on the recent annual inspection and muster 
of the 22d N.Y. by Lieut. Col. B. B. McAlpine, Inspector 
General, gives some well deserved praise to that command 
upon its improvement since Colonel Hotchkin assumed com- 
mand, He says: ‘‘General appearance, military bearing, dis- 
cipline, courtesy and efficiency, as shown by inspection, very 
good to excellent. This organization has continued the sat- 
isfactory improvement previously shown. The engineering 
work exhibited at the inspection was decidedly satisfactory. 
Although the armory is old, it is thoroughly clean and in 
good condition. Property uniformly clean and well cared 
for. Many of the rifles need re-bluing, as in many instances 
the metal parts have become brightened. There is a net 
gain of forty-four, evidencing a strong esprit de corps in 
this command. The conditions in all respects are very sat- 
isfactory. Books and records excellent. Funds kept as pre- 
seribed.’’

This paper is submitted to indicate the interest and energy of 
this officer, who, although absent in South Dakota and with- 
out a text-book, not only made this effort to answer your 
questions, but was enthusiastic enough to make a sketch of 
the Custer field and forward it as well. Very creditable 
papers were submitted by Major Michael J. Phillips, Brigade 
I.S.A.P., and Ist Lieut. Floyd D. Randall, These 
officers are mentioned for the reason that their work was 
purely voluntary, they not being required to submit answers 
in accordance with the terms of the order. 

‘*Col. Curtis McD. Townsend, C.E., U.S.A., in charge of 
the engineering works on the Great Lakes in this engineering 
district, was at Sault Ste. Marie when the lectures were 
given there. He expressed himself subsequently, to the effect 
that he was ‘utterly surprised’ at the character of the work 
done by the officers of that station at that time.’’ . 

In commenting on the above, Adjutant General McGurrin 
says: ‘‘It is to be noted. however. that in a few instances 
officers of known ability have discredited their otherwise ex- 
cellent papers by lack of neatness in preparation and the use 
of stationery which would place a paper marked 100 per 
cent. for accuracy beyond hope of consideration. In one 
instance an incomplete list of answers was submitted on 
paper which actually measured 4.5x4.7 inches. Officers are 
reminded that their knowledge of the customs and require- 
ments of the military service is frequently judged by that 
displayed in the preparation of an official document.’’

C. R.—The decision of the Comptroller published in Man- 
ual Amendment, Cir. No. 3, P.M.G. Office, Oct. 7, 1908, reads 
as follows: ‘‘A soldier enlisted prior to May 11, 1908, is 
entitled to be discharged three years from date of enlistment 
without making good time lost by absence without leave. 
Such date of discharge marks the termination of an enlist- 
ment period, and upon re-enlistment within three months he 
is entitled to the pay of the next enlistment period.’’ In 
enlistments begun since May 11, 1908, absences without leave 
exceeding cne day must be made up. G.O. 31, 1908, to which 
you refer, does not seem to have any bearing on your ques- 
tion, as it applies only to rifle and pistol qualifications. 

L. B. W.—Paymaster’s clerks in the Navy are appointed 
by the Secretary of the Navy upon the nomination of pay 
officers. Pay officers are held responsible for the character 
and fitness of the clerks they nominate, and with such nomi- 
nations must submit certificates as to such character and fit- 
ness. The acceptance of an appointment as clerk shall be 
considered as binding such person to serve with the officer 
who nominated him until regularly discharged by the Depart- 
ment. Paymaster’s clerks, while on duty, receive the same 
pay as warrant officers of like length of service. Applicants 
for appointment as assistant paymaster pass both a mental 
and physical examination. Circulars giving full information 
may be procured on application to the Secretary of the Navy, 
Washington, D.C. The mental examination includes, beside 
the commercial course, spelling, grammar, composition, general 
history, natural science, geography, political economy and gen- 
eral literature, with modern languages as an elective subject.

J. E. D.—The provision for discharging without honor was 
in Par. 167, A.R., 1901, and is now in Par. 148, A.R., 1908, 
the specific cases warranting such action being noted as fol- 
lows: (a) Without trial, on account of fraudulent enlistment; 
(b) without trial, account of disqualification through own mis- 
conduct; (c) account of imprisonment under sentence of a 
civil court; (d) service not honest and faithful; (e) when 
discharge without honor is specially ordered by the Secre- 
tary of War for any other reason. Such discharges have 
never been made simply for the purpose of reducing the 
Army. ; 

W. C. H.—The man who enlisted in 1905 and deserted 
two months later, having remained in the United States mean- 
while without arrest, should surrender at a military post, 


when immediate inquiry will be made as to dates of enlist- 
ment and desertion, and there being no disproof of his claim 
to have been in the U.S. for two years after the close of his 
term of enlistment, which would be some time in 1910, the 
deserter will file an affidavit asserting his claim, he will be 
set at liberty and instructed to apply by letter to the Adju- 
tant General of the Army for a ‘‘deserter’s release.’’ 

J. B.-M.—Lieut. Col. William A. Mann, 3d Inf., is sta- 
tioned at Jefferson Barracks, Mo. He is a Military Academy 
graduate, appointed from Pennsylvania, his native state, Aug.

ZAMBOANGA NOTES. 
Pettit Barracks, Zamboanga, Mind., March 10, 1910. 

Yesterday was one of the great days in the history of Zam- 
boanga, as Governor General Forbes was expected to pay us a 
visit. As far as the farthest barrio it was “Spotless Town,” 
such cleaning as the doctors could not accomplish during the 
worst cholera scare having been made easy by the magic of 
his name. From the reservation to the dock was a solid mass 
of green, great palm branches having been nailed to the build- 
ings on either side of the street, while flags were flying every- 


where and every boat in the harbor was “dressed.” A large 
fleet of gaily decorated Moro boats met the Governor General 
and escorted him to the pier with “‘agongs” beating like mad. 
The reception committee conducted him through the double line 
of sentries to the Provincial building, while the 8d Infantry 
Band played ‘‘Hail to the Chief’’ and three native bands con- 
tributed joyful discords. Thousands of Moros had assembled 
from far and near and it is very improbable that any color in 
spectrum was neglected in their gay attire. 

On entering the reservation, the seventeen-gun salute boomed 





from old Fort Pilar. At the review which followed the Gov- 
ernor General was accompanied by General Pershing and staff 
and Colongl Woodbury and staff. Seldom has been seen greater 
precision in drill and marching than was displayed by the 3d 
Battalion, 3d Inf., whose commanding officers are to be con- 
gratulated. The ine-gun plat also came in for a great 
deal of applause. Following the review, a body of Moros gave 
a number of “spear and finger nail’’ dances in front of the re- 
viewing stand.
